HOIST. CHARLES E. HOWE, 

MAYOR, 

TO THE CITY COUNCIL, 

JANUARY 4, 1904. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

Once more the wheel of time has completed 
its yearly turn, and again we have assembled to 
pledge our devotion and duty, as chosen servants 
of the people, to the public interests with which 
we are intrusted. The new year brings to all, I 
hope, inspiration and a desire to begin its duties 
well. May a good beginning, attended with the 
confident hope natural to those undertaking a new 
and interesting task, accompany us to a successful 
ending ! The experience of those who have met 
here before will be valuable to the .city and them- 
selves. The fresh enthusiasm of those who come 
here for the first time should be felt beneficially. 
I believe it will not be unbecoming in me, pub- 
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licly, at tliis time, to express my thanks to the 
people of the city for the honor bestowed upon 
me by a re-election. I hope that this sanction of 
the voters is a sign that my course in office has 
met, in a great measure, with public approval. At 
least it is a satisfaction for me to believe that it 
is generally held that my public acts have been 
dictated by a sincere desire for the good of the 
whole community. Today I solemnly and willingly 
renew my pledge to devote faithfully the energies 
I possess to the advancement of the public good, 
uninfluenced by any considerations other than my 
thoughtful and deliberate convictions of right. 

The past year, in its unfortunate happenings, 
has been a notable one in the history of the city. 
The new year found us with extreme scarcity of 
fuel and extraordinarily high prices, with actual 
famine threatened, and public feeling stretched to 
its utmost tension. Spring ushered us into a long 
and exhausting textile strike, during which eighteen 
thousand of our working people were idle for 
twelve weeks. The patience, conservatism and care- 
ful obedience to law, on the part of our people, 
during these trying weeks, stamped onr community 
as possessed of that most valuable and praise- 
worthy attribute of American citizenship — the self- 
contained power of fighting their trades battles 
decently, and without resort to those disturbing 
and demoralizing means which have characterized 
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similar events in other places. Midsummer brought 
us a terrible and unprecedented catastrophe, which 
caused the killing and maiming of scores of the 
people of our own city and the neighboring town 
of Tewksbury, and a large property loss, which 
fell unfortunately upon poor people entirely un- 
able to suffer it. The effects of this horrible calam- 
ity, both in human suffering and the destruction 
of property, are yet in evidence, and the care of 
the afflicted is still a public duty. 

All of these events have added a great deal 
of unusual care and worry to the ordinary cares of 
municipal government. Our limited yearly income 
also has been a trjung burden. As if to call to

mind forcibly the old saying, “ It never rains but 
it pours,” we have had not only to contend with 
a shrinkage in receipts which we could foresee, 
but other ordinary sources of income unexpectedly 
have lessened, and many usual expenses, such as 
state and county taxes, have increased. Interest 

t 

charges also have increased. High prices for fuel, 
provisions and building material have had to be 
met. So that while the financial record for the 
year cannot be held to be satisfactory, (and I be- 
lieve could have been improved to some extent) 
it is only fair to say that, taking into account 
unusual circumstances, it might be very much 
worse. However it is unprofitable to bemoan the 
past. We cannot undo it, but from the record 
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and experience we should gather lessons and warn- 
ings useful for the future. By joining hands and 
striving together in mutual confidence and esteem 
we can again . undertake bravely to work out the 
problems of the future welfare of our community. 

Our departments generally have been successful 
and have enjoyed public confidence. Nevertheless 
the usual criticisms, sometimes harsh, often lacking 
just cause, have not been wanting. I will not 
detain you with a detailed review of the work of 
the different departments ; that will be found in 
full in the reports of the different heads of depart- 
ments. 


PARK COMMISSION. 

The new Park Commission, which took con- 
trol of the parks and commons the first Monday 
in May, has finished out the year according to its

plans and has made a very interesting and sensi- 
ble report to the City Council. The- Commission 
is entitled to credit for the conservatism and care 
with which it has expended the balance of the 
appropriation which was awaiting its disposal ; and 
to praise for the prudence which forbade a call 
for and expenditure of more money. I have heard 
no complaints of the methods or management of 
the Commission. It is encouraging to note that, 
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in the management of the parks, signs already 
appear of the carrying out of a consistent policy 
which will prove satisfactory and economical. The 
Commission has worked quietly and effectively and 
with the success that is not sensational, but never- 
theless sure and true. The result of a complete 
year* of control by the Commission will be looked 
forward to with interest. 


NO LICENSE. 

We now have passed over eight months of no 
license. It is probable that the enforcement of 
the law has not been satisfactory to two classes, 
the class who cherish the belief that a complete 
enforcement of the law is possible and practica- 
ble, in the face of the strong desire of a pro- 
portion of the population to obtain and consume 
liquor ; and the class who, through influence, 
expect their transgressions of the liquor law to 
be winked at. I believe it is the opinion of 
those who know the city best, that the law has 
been enforced better than in any previous year 
of no. license, and that a stricter suppression of 
illegal liquor traffic could not be secured without 
such an increase in the expenses of the police 
department as would seem to the conservative to 
be out of proportion to the results obtained. 
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Although the voters have declared at the recent 
city election, by a decisive vote, for a change to 
license, it is not to be expected that the authori- 
ties will relax their efforts to enforce the present 
law so long as it remains in operation. 


PUBLIC BAND CONCERTS. 


Pleasure and recreation that not only is pleas- 
ing to the eye or ear, but may be made elevat- 
ing and instructive, is desirable and beneficial to 
a community, and can be furnished properly at 
public expense, if the outlay be not large and 
the financial conditions warrant. In this sort 
of public recreation I class band concerts. I 
believe in the national love for music, and hold 
that this characteristic of the cheerful and viva- 
cious American people is good and worthy of 
encouragement. I recommend that the sum of 
$ 800 for public band concerts be set apart at 
the first of the year when the appropriations are 
made ; that this sum be added to the appropriation 
for parks and commons ; and be expended under 
the direction of the Park Commission, as it is 
upon grounds controlled by the Commission that 
the concerts properly are given. 
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BUILDING ORDINANCES. 

I again urge upon the City Council the 
necessity of passing and enforcing an ordinance 
regulating the construction, maintenance and in- 
spection of buildings. The longer the time is 
allowed to run without strict municipal supervi- 
sion over such work, the greater is the danger 
that buildings will have been erected without 
proper consideration for the safety and health of 
occupants. If the City Council is reluctant, 
through its committee on ordinances and legis- 
lation, to undertake the task of drafting and 
discussing an ordinance of this nature, (as appears 
to have been the case last year) I recommend 
that the duty of preparing and submitting to the 
City Council a suitable ordinance be committed 
to a committee or commission consisting of the 
Superintendent of Lands and Buildings, the City 
Engineer, the Chief of the Fire Department, the 
Chairman of the Board of Health and the City 
Solicitor. 


SIDEWALKS, 

Last year the sum of $5,000 for repairs on 
sidewalks was voted. This amount was expended 
almost entirely upon the sidewalks of the principal 
business streets. From expressions I have heard 
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I am convinced that this outlay pleased both the 
storekeepers and the general public. A continua- 
tion of such sidewalk improvement will, I am 
confident, continue to meet with favor and the 
expense be commended. A dry, level sidewalk 
certainly is a convenience which appeals to the 
people. Merrimack Square at the transfer station 
and portions of the streets directly adjoining, where 
thousands of people daily take and leave the elec- 
tric cars, has become practically one general side- 
walk. I recommend, for the convenience and 
comfort of the people who use the cars, as well 
as for those who daily cross there, that the gran- 
ite pavement, which particularly is disagreeable in 
wet weather, be removed and that this place be 
repaved with smooth paving. 


CITY CHARTER. 

The incongruities of our city charter, or 
rather the succession of legislative acts, which, 
taken together, form our city charter, are forcibly 
and in an aggravating manner impressed upon 
the attention of the Mayor during his experience 
in office. To my mind the trouble is not so 
much the lack of power vested in the Mayor, 
generally the complaint of the incumbent of the 
office, (for I believe the Mayor can find power 
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enough to make his influence felt) but the divi- 
sion of authority, and the difficulty of determining 
authority and responsibility between heads of de- 
partments, and between the Mayor and the heads 
of departments. It cannot be denied that a clear- 
ing up of the clouded points would be a great 
improvement, even if no radical changes in the 
appointive or elective powers or the methods of 
legislation were made. I shall be glad to lend 
my help, influence and the benefit of my experi- 
ence to any movement, either on the part of the 
citizens or the City Council, to better the pres- 
ent condition. 


STREET LIGHTS. 

I renew the recommendation contained in my 
address a year ago of discontinuing the two cus- 
toms of extinguishing the gas and gasolene street 
lights at one o’clock in the morning, and dis- 
pensing with their use entirely on moonlight 
nights. I am still of the opinion that the addi- 
tional cost will be more than repaid in the 
increased comfort and safety of the public. This 
course should prove to be one of true economy 
in the end, for it is believed, this opinion being 
advanced by the Superintendent of Lighting, that 
the proposed additional use of these lights will 
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lessen the demand for additional electric lights, 
the most expensive form of street lighting. The 
expense of lighting the city has grown now to 
be over one hundred thousand dollars a year. 
The need of additional electric lights should be 
very carefully considered before more of them 
are located. 


NEW SCHOOLS. 

The call for a new grammar school in Cen- 
tralville, of twelve rooms at least, is imperative 
and should be heeded. In the plans for this 
school building, provision should be made also for 
a symmetrical and convenient enlargement, certain 
to be required in the future. The land was pur- 
chased last year and is ready for the school. 
Let the money for this school be appropriated 
early in the year, so that the construction of the 
school-house can be begun in the Spring. Means 
must be taken at once for the relief of the 
Highland and Butler Grammar Schools, probably 
by the construction of additions. New primary 
schools are needed to take the place of the ill- 
conditioned Grand Street and Howard Street Pri- 
mary Schools. I wish to press upon the attention 
of the City Council the desirability of disposing 
of the school question at the outset of the 
municipal year. 
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The subject of smooth paving should be thor- 
oughly reviewed before more of such work is done. 
The advance in the art of construction and the 

manufacture of material, if such advance has taken 
place, should be learned, in order that the city 

may secure the cheapest and best pavement. In 
using the term cheapest, I am aware that the 

cheapest in first cost is not always the cheapest 

in the end. A method, which is gaining ground, 
by which cities purchase or construct plants of 
their own and do most of the work under muni- 
cipal construction, has impressed me strongly during 
the course of the inquiries I have made on the 
subject; but I am not yet fully prepared to 
recommend this plan — not until complete investi- 
gation has convinced me that the plan- is without 
drawbacks which at first sight may not be appar- 
ent. A plan by which as much of the work as 
possible can be kept at home for local capital 
and labor, undoubtedly will secure the greatest 
measure of approval. I suggest that this question 
be examined studiously by the City Engineer, 
the Superintendent of Streets and the Street Com- 
mittee, to which for this purpose might be added 
three or five citizens whose opinions from previous 
investigation and interest should be valuable. 

With regard to granite block paving I renew 
my recommendation that whatever of this kind of

paving is newly laid, or relaid, should be laid 
upon a substantial foundation. 

I also recommend strongly that beginning 
from the centre of the city and proceeding in dif- 
ferent directions so far as our means will permit, 
a start be made immediately to relay in a 
thorough manner the granite block paving now 
on the principal streets. The need for this is 
emphatically apparent. I believe such work will 
receive the same public approval as was mani- 
fested at the relaying of the sidewalks, and that 
the expense will be readily borne by the taxpay- 
ers. A specialty should be made of this kind of 
street work from year to year, until all our 
paved streets are in proper condition. This work 
ought to be considered as a permanent improve- 
ment. Notices should be served upon abutters as 
in the case of macadamizing and smooth paving, 
and the prohibition enforced, forbidding the open- 
ing of the pavement for the succeeding five years, 
according to the ordinances.

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FINANCIAL. 

The ordinary city debt was increased during 
the past year $69,009.39. The tax rate was in- 
creased from $19.60 per thousand to $20.40 per 
thousand. The general city debt was increased 
$17,105.08. Interest charges increased. The cify 
is nearer to the debt limit by $88,176.94. 

This is the showing of the government of 
1903, and the results are .neither satisfactory nor 
encouraging. The legacy of increased debt will 
make itself felt * in the tax rates of the coming 
ten years. It remains to be seen if the govern- 
ment of 1904 with a larger income and probably 
smaller expenses, will cleave closely to that line 
of economy which is ever necessary, effect a credit- 
able reduction in the city debt, and afford a much- 
to-be-desired example of a government spending 
and borrowing only for what the city cannot 
decently get along without. I believe we ought 
not only to - manage this year to pay all current 
expenses from the receipts for the year, but that 
also we have it in our hands to make a consider- 
able reduction in the tax rate and the city debt. 
The city needs to guide its affairs men who can 
say “ no n when asked to appropriate or borrow 
money for any purpose or object which the- com- 
munity can ordinarily dispense with. I11 compar- 
ison with other cities of our size our valuation 
is small in proportion to our population. The in- 
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crease of valuation in 1903 over 1902 was only 
$100,271. 

Public debts are bearing more and more heavily 
upon public communities. Money earns less now 
than formerly. Debts are easily incurred; slowly 
and with difficulty discharged. Last year the city 
borrowed money with which to pay interest upon 
money borrowed before. Bond issues of twenty and 
thirty 3'ears ago still pay the rate of interest of 
those days, while accumulations to the sinking 
funds to meet those bonds have to be invested at 
the present rate of interest. 

Municipalities should keep to the task of 
gradual and consistent reductions of their debts 
with the aim of final extinguishment. Thirty- 
three years ago this city, with a population of 
41,000, had a total city debt of only $286,000 ; 
less than two-thirds the amount the city now 
appropriates for yearly debt instalments, interest 
charges and sinking funds. To be. sure we have 
the water works, trunk sewers, Fort Hill Park 
and public buildings to show in part for the 
debt ; but the fact remains that the burdensome 
size of the debt is due to indiscriminate borrow- 
ing for purposes which, in many cases, might 
well have waited for accomplishment until their 
expense could be met from the ordinary tax levy; 
whose usefulness may pass or become obsolete 
before they finally are paid for ; whose expense 
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is greater than need be, because interest as well 
as first cost has to be paid. 

Why talk of public bath-houses when the 
people are clamoring for public schools ? Why 
consider the erection of contagious hospitals when 
the improvement of our streets and sidewalks is 
a daily need ? Why build new and expensive 
bridges in unsettled localities when the safety of 
one of our main bridges is a matter of grave 
doubt, and its outgrown size cannot properly 
accommodate the travel of the community ? 

Which is the more important, — the abolition 
of dangerous, business-delaying grade crossings, or 
the opening of new streets in the business section 
by the purchase of high-priced land and buildings ? 
Shall we let needed repairs in our fire-houses and 
school-houses go undone that we may have the 
money to lay out and grade new streets in the 
suburbs ? All • these improvements are desirable. 
No doubt our city would be the better for them, 
but how about the funds ? We must buy our 
cloth according to the money in our purse and 
cut our garments to the size of our cloth. That 
is the voice of wisdom. It is extravagance that 
tempts us to strut in borrowed finery and leave 
our debts for our successors to pay. 

The lesson of economy, so often preached, 
rises sternly and significantly before our eyes 
today for another reading, ket its moral be con- 
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stantly in our minds for brave and consistent 
heeding. 

Gentlemen, the city needs your careful and 
strict attention to its business at all times. The 
citizens expect you to be as careful with tbeir 
money as with your own, — yes, more careful ; 
because the handling of public money is a trust. 
If strict and careful attention to public interest 
is not part of our behavior in office this year, 
so much the sooner will the time come when the 
mass of our people, regardless of party, aroused 
finally and suddenly to the wickedness of a reck- 
less, careless policy that plunges them into 
greater debt year by year, will rise in their 
might and relegate to obscurity such faithless 
and careless servants. 


CONCLUSION. 


Gentlemen : — 

I have thus addressed you on the various 
subjects that appeared to me to be of leading in- 
terest at this time and for this occasion. If I 
have dwelt most strongly and at length upon the 
subjects of debt and the need for economy, it is 
because these subjects are foremost in interest, 
because they are the subjects mainly discussed 
by thoughtful men whose interest in politics is 
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patriotic and unselfish, and because their proper 
handling by us is the key to success in the 
practical work of administration which we' now 
begin. I pledge you my aid and hearty co-oper- 
ation in the performance of your arduous labors, 
which must be done without hope of other reward 
than the satisfaction of conscience and the approval 
of the citizens who have honored you with their 
suffrages. My faith in the future of my city 
and the success of her city government is unim- 
paired. My faith in the integrity of my fellow- 
citizens is strong and sure. In conclusion I 
congratulate you on the prosperity and outlook 
for the city and the welfare of her people. May 
the coming year be marked by general prosperity 
and by progress in the things that can make us 
happier, wiser and better, and more worthy of 
the blessings that a Beneficent Providence may 
have in store for us !

JOINT ITS AND ORDERS OF THT CUT COKIT 


i. In the month of January, and not later than the sec- 
ond regular meeting after organization of each branch of the 
City Council, joint standing committees shall be appointed 
as follows : 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Fire Department. 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Ordinances and Legislation. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A Committee on Streets. 

A Committee on Commons. 

A Committee on Industries. 


( 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three 
members of the Common Council, except the Committee on 
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Streets, which shall consist of two Aldermen and five mem- 
bers of the Common Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may deter- 
mine, select its own members for any joint committee. 


3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Fi- 
nance, the member first named in the Board of Aldermen 
shall be chairman ; on the Committee on Finance, the mem- 
ber first named in the Common Council shall be chairman ; 
and in all joint special committees, the member first named 
in the board where the business originates shall be chairman, 
and shall call the committee together. 


4. Reports of committees shall be made to the board 
first meeting after such reports are prepared and signed. 


5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and 
no report shall be received unless agreed to in committee act- 
ually assembled. 


6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the 
Committee on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may 
be specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or 
ask for further time. 


7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed ordinances ; 
the enacting clause of which shall be — Be it ordained by the 
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City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : In all votes 
by which either or both branches of the City Council express 
anything by command, the form of expression shall be, Or- 
dered; and whenever either or both branches express opin- 
ions, principles, facts or purposes, the form shall be, Re- 
solved. 


8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and 
shall be considered in three several stages. It shall first be 
read for information, and the question shall then be on order- 
ing it to the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances and 
Legislation, and then sent to the other branch for concur- 
rence. When reported back, the recommendations of the 
committee shall first be acted on. If it shall then be ordered 
to a second reading, it shall next be examined by a standing 
committee of that board, who shall see that it is drawn in 
proper form. When returned by such committee, the ques- 
tion shall be on ordering it to be enrolled. If so ordered, it 
shall then be sent to the other board, where the same order 
of proceedings shall be observed. When it has been ordered 
by both branches to be enrolled, it shall be enrolled by the 
Clerk of the Common Council, and shall be by him submit- 
ted to the proper committee of that board to ascertain if it 
has been correctly enrolled. If so reported, the question 
shall be on passing it to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it 
shall be signed by the President of the Common Council, and 
be sent to the Board of Aldermen, where it shall take a like 
course. If passed to be ordained in that board, it shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen and sent 
to the mayor for his approval. 
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9. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 
not pass through all its stages in the same day. Each board 
shall transmit to the other all papers on which any ordinance,, 
joint resolution, or order shall be founded; and all papers 
on their passage between the two boards, shall be under the 
signature of their respective clerks, except ordinances and 
joint resolutions in their last stage, which shall be signed by 
the presiding officers. If papers come before either board 
which have been duly acted upon in the other board, the 
presiding officer shall so state without reading the endorse- 
ments of the clerk, unless the latter are called for. 


10. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair 
and legible hand, or typewritten, provided a permanent rec- 
ord ribbon is used, without interlineations or erasures, and 
no enrolled ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 


11. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in 
which it is introduced, and the question shall be upon order- 
ing it to a second reading. If so ordered, the question shall 
then be upon its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the 
other board, where the order of proceeding shall be the same. 
When passed by both boards, the resolution thall be present- 
ed to the Mayor for his approval, and when the same shall 
be in force, shall be enrolled by the clerk of the Common 
Council, and when found correctly enrolled as provided in 
the case of an ordinance, it shall be signed by the President 
of the Common Council and the Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, and be presented to the Mayor for his signature if 
he approved the original. 
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12. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and 
when adopted, shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, 
except when they relate to a question of a convention of the 
two branches, or the election of any officer. 


13. When either board does not concur with the other 
in any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of 
such non-concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

14. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may 
appoint a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall 
consist, in each case, of three members who support the vote 
of their own board. These two committees may meet jointly 
or separately, and a majority of each shall decide its action. 


15. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, or typewritten, pro- 
vided a permanent record ribbon is used, without endorse- 
ment, except in case of the introduction of an order or resolu- 
tion. In such a case the member introducing an order or 
resolution shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back 
of the same. All other endorsements upon the back of 
papers shall be made by the clerk ; and the clerks of the 
boards respectively, shall, on seasonable notice, make copies 
of any papers to be reported by committees, at the request 
of the respective chairmen thereof. 


16. No business shall be transacted by the City Council 
in convention, except such as shall have been previously 
agreed on, unless by unanimous consent. 
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17. In balloting in joint convention, blanks shall be 
reported but not counted as votes. 

18. When both boards are in session at the same time, 
neither shall adjourn without giving notice to the other of its 
intention. 


19. All petitions, reports, or other papers of whatever 
description, relating to business requiring the concurrent ac- 
tion of both boards of the City Council, shall be submitted 
by committees to the clerk of each board at least twenty-four 
hours before the time of meeting of either board, and the 
clerk of each board shall prepare a brief synopsis of all mat- 
ters to be acted upon, and place the same on the desk of each 
member of the City Council prior to the hour of opening the 
meeting. No reports or orders not previously furnished as 
herein described, shall be considered in either branch unless 
two-thirds of the members present consent thereto. 


20. These rules may be suspended for a specific pur- 
pose, or amended, whenever twenty-four members of a joint 
convention of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever 
a joint order to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six 
members of the board of Aldermen and eighteen members of 
the Common Council. 


21. No resolution for the extension and laying out of 
any street or public highway shall be passed to a second 
reading by either branch of the City Council until the city 
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•civil engineer shall certify to the council that said street or 
highway is fully completed, and graded to the grades named 
in the resolution, without expense to the city. 


22. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City 
Council shall be required to pass any order or vote involving 
the expenditure or the appropriation of the public moneys, 
or involving any debt or liability, and such vote shall be 
•entered upon the records of each branch of the City Council. 


23. Less than a quorum of each branch of the City 
Council may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the regular 
meeting, and shall have power to compel the attendance of 
.all absent members in such manner as the City Council may 
by ordinance provide. 


24. I11 the absence of rules governing both boards of 

<the City Council, Cushing’s Manual shall decide the point. 






1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take 
the chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to 
business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows ; 


First. — At all regular meetings the journal of the last 
regular meeting and all intervening meetings of the board 
shall be approved without reading, unless the reading be 
called for by some member of the board. 


Second. — Petitions and similar papers. 


Third. — Appointments, elections, etc. 


Fourth. — New business, which, unless otherwise ordered, 
will take its place at the foot of Orders of the Day. 


Fifth. — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished busi- 
ness of the last previous meeting, papers from the Common 
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Council and such matters as have been introduced as new 
business. By a vote of six members, any matter in the Or- 
ders of the Day may at any time be taken up for immediate 
consideration. 


3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, 
subject to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise 
to put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until 
the vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a 
vote ; and on demand of two members shall take every vote 
by yeas and nays. 


4. When a question is under debate, the presiding offi- 
cer shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a spec- 
ial assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day cer- 
tain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These 
several motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, 
and debate upon any of them shall be confined to the actual 
motion, and shall not go into the merits of the main ques- 
tion, except on amendment. 


5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or 
to lay on the table, any member voting with the majority 
may move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same 
meeting. Any member voting with the minority may move 
a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting, 
which latter motion shall have priority, if made before the 
motion first mentioned shall have been decided. Provided, 
however, that no motion of reconsideration made by a mem-' 
ber voting with the minority shall be received on any subsid- 
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iary or incidental question. No motion shall be twice recon- 
sidered. 


6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but 
by a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor 
shall there be any conversation among the members while a 
paper is being read, or a question stated from the chair. 


7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he 
shall rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding 
officer, shall confine himself to the question under debate, 
and avoid personality. 

8. In the month of January the following committees 
shall be appointed : 

A Committee on Biees in Second Reading. 

A Committee on Eeectric Wires. 

A Committee on Enroeement. 

A Committee on Licenses. 

A Committee on Lighting Streets. 

A Committee on Sewers. 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

A Committee on State Aid* 

The committees on Licenses, on Sewers, and on Electric 
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Wires shall consist of three members each ; the other com. 
mittees shall be composed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote 
on all questions, and not to leave without permission, if 
his presence is necessary to make a quorum. 


10. The clerk shall prepare, for the use of the board, a 
copy of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list 
of matters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

11. When a reference is proposed to more than one com- 
mittee the question shall first be upon a standing committee 
of the board, then a special committee, then a joint standing 
committee, and last a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended when- 
ever two-thirds of the members present may so vote ; but a 
motion to amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at 
the same meeting. 

13. All nominations shall lie on the table three days at 
least before action thereon by the board. 

14. All papers, of whatever description, which may re- 
quire action by the board, shall be presented to the City 
Clerk not later than the hour of noon on the day of each reg- 
ular meeting. Petitions, reports and other papers, presented 
after that hour on such day, will not be considered until the 
next meeting. 


i. Upon the arrival of the hour fixed upon for the meet- 
ing, the President shall call for order, and within ten min- 
utes (or sooner, if a quorum be present,) cause the clerk to 
-call the roll and report to him the number present, and the 
number absent, which information he shall, in turn, announce 
to the body. In the absence of the President, the eldest sen- 
ior member shall call to order and preside until a' President 
pro tempore is chosen. 


2. The President shall preserve order and decorum. 
He may speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers, rising for that purpose. He shall decide questions of 
order, subject to appeal, but shall entertain no discussion on 
the merits of his ruling. 

3. While addressing the body the President shall stand, 
but he may read or put questions while sitting. 


4. The President shall declare all votes, and, if a vote 
be doubted, he shall, without permitting further debate, re- 
quire the members voting in the affirmative to rise and re- 
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main standing until they are counted by the clerk ; then he 
shall require the members voting in the negative to rise and 
remain standing until they are counted by the clerk, and he 
shall thereupon, on information from said clerk, declare the 
result. 


5. The President may call any member to the chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment, 
and when out of the chair he may express his opinion on any 
subject under debate, but he must not resume the chair while 
the same question is pending. 


6. All questions shall be propounded by the President 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion be previous in its nature. 


7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be 
disposed of by a vote of the body, unless the mover (no ob- 
jection being offered) withdraws it before a decision or 
amendment. 


8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless 
the body is engaged in voting. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall 
the main question be now put? ” It shall only be admitted 
when demanded by a majority of members present, and until 
it is decided, shall preclude all amendment and debate of the 
main question. 
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10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question 
upon demand of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members rise at the same time, 
the President shall name the member who shall speak first. 


12. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
President or any member requires it. 


13. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but to adjourn, to lay 011 the table, for the previ- 
ous question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to 
amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order in which they are arrang- 
ed ; and no motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed 
twice in the same day, in the same stage of the ordinance or 
proposition, nor shall a vote on any subsidiary or incidental 
motion be reconsidered, except a motion to that effect be 
made and be acted upon at the same meeting at which the 
vote was decided. 


14. When any member is about to speak in debate, or 
deliver any matter to the body, he shall rise and respectfully 
address the presiding officer, confine himself to the question, 
and avoid personality. 

15. During debate no member shall be mentioned by 
name, but he may be described by such other designation as 
may be intelligible and respectful. 
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i 6. No member, while speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, but by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If 
any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the rules 
of the body, the President shall, or any member may, call 
him to order ; in which case the member so called to or- 
der shall immediately be seated until the question of order 
is decided. If the decision be in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, he 
shall not proceed without leave of the body. 


17. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without obtaining leave of the body. 


18. Whilst the president is speaking, no member shall 
pass between him and the body, and while a member is 
speaking no person shall pass between him and the Presi- 
dent ; nor shall any person rise in front of a speaking 
member except to raise a point of order. 


19. When a question has been decided, any member vot- 
ing with the majority may move a reconsideration to be acted 
upon at the same meeting. Any member voting with the 
minority may move a reconsideration to be acted upon at the 
next meeting ; which latter motion shall have priority, if 
made before the motion first mentioned shall have been de- 
cided. No vote or question shall be twice reconsidered. 


20. Every member present when a question is put shall 
unless, for specific reasons, excused by a majority of the 
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members,, give his vote. But in the election of any city offi- 
cer, he may decline to vote, as provided in Section 7, Chapter 
26 of the Revised Laws. And no member shall leave with- 
out permission, if his presence is necessary to make a quo- 
rum. 


21. No motion or proposition, on a subject different 
from that under consideration, shall be admitted under color 
of an amendment. 


22. All reports may be committed or recommitted at the 
pleasure of the body. 


23. The division of a question may be called for when 
the sense will admit of it. 


24. A majority vote shall be necessary to sustain objec- 
tion to the reading of a paper. 


25. No standing order shall be suspended, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present ; nor shall any rule 
or order governing the body be repealed or amended without 
one day’s notice, nor unless fourteen members concur therein. 

26. The order of business shall be as follows : 

1 — Roll call. 


2 — Reading of records. 
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3 — Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

4 — Communications and reports from city officials. 

5 — Presentation of petitions, remonstrances and memo- 

rials. 

6 — Reports of committees. 

7 — Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

8 — Motions, orders or resolutions. 


The above order of business shall not be departed from, 
except by vote of a majority of the members present, but 
the body may appoint a committee of two to approve the 
records of the clerk during the year, and if such a committee 
is appointed, the reading of the records shall be omitted, un- 
less called for by one-third of the members present. 

27. The seats of the Common Council shall be number- 
ed and determined by lot, and no member shall change his 
seat but by permission of the President. 

28. All committees, except such as the body determines 
to select by ballot, or such as may be required by statute to 
be voted for, shall be appointed by the President, and the po- 
litical minority shall be represented by at least one member. 

29. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 
two committees at the same time, or be chairman of more 
than one. 
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30. All memorials and other papers addressed to the 
body shall be presented by the President, or by a member in 
his place, who shall explain the subject thereof ; and they 
shall be taken up in the order in which they were presented, 
unless the body shall otherwise direct. 


31. Standing committees shall be appointed on the 
following subjects : 


On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 
On Enrollment. 

On Elections and Returns. 


32. No committee shall sit during a .session of the body, 
without special leave, except the Committee on the Second 
Reading of Bills and Ordinances and the Committee on En- 
rollment. 


33. These rules shall be observed in the Committee of 
the Whole, so far as they are applicable, except Rule 17. 


34. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the 
person first named shall be chairman. In the election of 
committees, except on finance, when a chairman is not spec- 
ially chosen, the person having the highest number of votes 
shall act as chairman ; and in case of an equality in votes be- 
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tween two or more members of a committee, the members 
thereof shall choose a chairman. 


35. All committees shall consist of three members, un- 
less otherwise specially provided for ; and no report shall be 
received from any committee unless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled ; and reports shall be in writing, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


36. It shall be the duty of every committee to whom 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon with- 
in five weeks, unless further time be previously asked for 
and granted. 


37. Members of the body may attend any meeting of 
any of its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 


38. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two sever- 
al readings before they shall be finally passed. See Joint 
Rules 7 and 8. 


39. All ordinances after being read a second time shall 
be referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills 
and Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said com- 
mittee, shall be again read, after which the question shall be 
on passing the same to be enrolled. 

40. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or 
authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more than 
one reading the same day.

41. Any member offering a resolution or order shall 
write his name on the bottom of the back of such paper. 


42. All city officers shall be voted for in accordance 
with Section 7, Chapter 26, of the Revised Laws. 


43. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and 
proceedings of the body, entering thereon all accepted resolu- 
tions ; shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers 
submitted to the board, only by their titles or by a brief de- 
scription of their purport. 

i 

44. The clerk shall keep the record of committees that 
may require that service ; and on the appointment of every 
standing committee, a book for records shall be provided 
by its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk shall have 
the custody of all minutes by him kept ; and the records of 
the several committees shall be open to the inspection of 
members of the City Council. 


45. With the exception of an order for a joint conven- 
tion, any joint order or resolution originating in the common 
Council shall be copied, and shall, previous to the hour for 
calling the meeting to order, be posted by the clerk, in some 
prominent place in the Common Council Chamber or coat 
room, where it may be open to the inspection of members. 

46. All orders, resolutions, reports, petitions or other 
papers, (except communications) requiring concurrent action,

or action by this body only, shall be filed by members in the 
office of the City Clerk at least twenty-four hours before the 
time set for the meeting of the body ; also all reports or pa- 
pers from committees. 

47. No paper entered in violation of the preceding rule 
shall be considered except by unanimous consent. 

48. The clerk shall, previous to each regular or special 
meeting, prepare, in the sequence of the order of business, a 
brief synopsis of all matters to be acted upon, and place, or 
cause to be placed, on the desk of each member, a copy of 
the same, prior to the hour designated for calling such meet- 
ing to order. 

49. “Cushing’s Manual” shall be authority on all 
questions of debate or parliamentary usage, when the same 
does not conflict with the rules and orders of this body. 

50. A copy of “ Cushing’s Manual” shall, at all times, 
during the sessions of this body, be on the desk of the Presi- 
dent. 


SPECIAL RULE. 

All joint orders requiring concurrent action, calling for 
the contraction of loans, except loans in anticipation of taxes, 
shall first be read for information and shall then lie upon the 
table until the next meeting, when action upon the passage 
of the same may be taken. This rule shall not be suspended 
or repealed unless by a two-thirds vote of the members pres- 
ent.

Chap. 415. 

An Act to amend the charter of the City of Lowele. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. All executive powers which are now by law vested in the 
City Council of the City of Lowell, or either branch thereof, shall here- 
after be vested in and exercised by the Mayor of said city, except as 
lierinafter otherwise provided. 


Sect. 2. The Mayor may suspend or remove any executive or ad- 
ministrative officer, except as hereinafter provided, for such cause as he 
shall deem sufficient, and shall set forth in the order of suspension or re- 
moval his reasons therefor, provided that no removal shall be made upon 
partisan grounds. The order of suspension or removal shall not take 
effect until it is approved by the City Council voting by yeas and nays. 
The City Council may, by a two-thirds vote in each branch, voting by 
yeas and nays, remove any of said officers without the consent of the 
mayor ; provided, however, that nothing contained in this section shall 
apply to any of the following departments, namely : the School Commit- 
tee, the Police Commission, the Water Board, the Overseers of the Poor, 
•or the Trustees of the Public Library. 


Sect. 3. There shall be a department of supplies, and all material 
and supplies for the city shall be purchased by the chief or head of such 
department, subject to the approval of the Mayor. So far as is practicable, 
purchases shall be after public advertisement and under contract approv- 
ed by the Mayor. All bills for material and supplies shall show the 
date of purchase, date of delivery, the unit of price, the quality and 
quantity of articles purchased and received, the number and date of the 
order for purchase, and if the purchase is under contract, the number 
and date of the contract, and shall be entered in full in an invoice book, 
which shall always be open to public inspection. The chief of this de- 
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partment shall be elected by the qualified voters of the city voting at the 
annual municipal election, and shall hold his office for the next munici- 
pal year thereafter, subject to the provisions of section two of this act. 


Sect. 4. The Mayor shall cause to be kept a record of all his official- 
acts, and to aid him in his official duties may appoint one or more clerks. 


Sect. 5. The heads of the several departments and offices shall have 
the power to appoint and employ and to discharge all subordinate officers, 
and employees in their respective departments ; and they shall keep a 
record, subject to inspection, of all so appointed and employed and of all. 
discharged, and in all cases of discharge the grounds therefor ; provided, 
however, that no removals shall be made upon partisan grounds. 

Sect. 6. The heads of the several departments and offices shall have 
the general charge and management of all matters pertaining to their re- 
spective departments, and shall make and execute all contracts necessary 
therefor, except for the purchase of material and supplies ; but every 
contract made as aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds three 
hundred dollars shall be approved by the Mayor before going into effect ; 
provided that nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent the 
City Council, by ordinance, from transferring any of the duties imposed 
upon an appointed head of a department by this act or by ordinance, ex- 
cepting the purchase of material and supplies, to another head of a de- 
partment or board or commission. 


Sect. 7. Neither the City Council nor either branch thereof, nor any 
committee or member thereof, shall directly or indirectly take part in 
the employment of labor, the purchase of material, the construction, 
alteration or repair of any public works or other property, or in the care, 
custody or management of the same, or in general in the expenditure of 
public money, or in the conduct of the executive or administrative busi- 
ness of the city, except as may be necessary for defraying the contingent 
and incidental expenses of the City Council, or of either branch thereof 
nor shall they or either of them take part in the making of contracts. 


Sect. 8. No sum appropriated for a specific purpose shall be expend- 
ed for any other purpose ; and no expenditure shall be made and no lia- 
bility shall be incurred by or on behalf of the city until the City Council 
has duly voted an appropriation sufficient to meet such expenditure or

liability, together with all prior unpaid liabilities which are payable 
therefrom, except that after the expiration of the financial year and be- 
fore the making of the regular annual appropriations, liabilities payable 
out of the regular appropriations may be incurred to an amount not ex- 
ceeding one-sixth of the total of the appropriation made for similar pur- 
poses in the preceding year ; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to restrict or limit the School Committee 
in any expenditure which it is now or may be hereafter authorized to 
make under any general law of the Commonwealth, or to restrict or 
limit payments ou account of the permaneut or temporary debt, or such 
as are required by law to be made to the Commonwealth. 


Sect. 9. All revenues and all moneys accruing to the City of Eowell 
from any source whatever, except trust funds and the revenues of the 
Water Department, shall, when collected or paid into the treasury, be 
carried to one general account, to be known as the General Treasury 
Fund ; and all appropriatious by or on behalf of said city, except from 
trust funds and on account of the Water Department, shall be from such 
fund and as provided in section ten of this act. 


Sect. 10. All bills or other claims, before they are finally certified 
by the Auditor or paid, shall pass the inspection of a committee of the 
City Council on accounts. Said committee shall consist of one member 
of the Board of Aldermen and two members of the Common Council, to 
be elected annually by ballot by the body they respectively represent. 
Said committee may report any such bill or claim to the City Council, 
with their reasons therefor, and no bill or claim so reported shall be 
passed by the Auditor or be paid without the consent of the Council. 
Said committee may require the opinion of the City Solicitor as to the 
legality of a bill or other claim. 


Sect. 11. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City Council 
shall be required to pass any order or vote involving the expenditure or 
appropriation of the public moneys, or involving any debt or liability, 
and said vote shall be entered upon the records of each brauch of the- 
City Council. 

* 

Sect. 12. Less than a quorum of either branch of the City Council, 
or of the School Committee, or of the Board of Overseers of the Poor,, 
may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the next regular meeting, and- 
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shall have power to compel the attendance of absent members in such 
manner as the City Council may by ordinance provide. 


Sect. 13. All acts or parts of acts and all ordinances of the City of 
Lowell inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed and annulled ; provid- 
ed, that no act or ordinance heretofore repealed shall thereby be revived; 
and provided, also, that nothing in this act shall be taken to prohibit 
the City Council from abolishing any department, board, office or com- 
mission created by ordinance. 


Sect. 14. The question of the acceptance of this act shall be submit- 
ted to the qualified voters of the City of Lowell at the annual State elec- 
tion in the present year, and the affirmative votes of a majority of the 
voters present and voting thereon shall be required for such acceptance. 
If so accepted, so much thereof as provides for the election of a Chief of 
the Department of Supplies shall take effect at the next annual munici- 
pal election, and the act shall take full effect on the first Monday of Jan- 
uary in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven. [Approved May 16, 
1896. 


[Chap. 95. 

An Act relative to the duties and powers of certain officers 
of the City of Lowel. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The City Council of the City of Lowell, and each branch 
thereof, shall have and exercise all the power and authority relative to 
the election or appointment of city officers, or the confirmation of ap- 
pointments to office, which were vested in them prior to the enactment of 
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section one of chapter four hundred and fifteen of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-six. 


Sect. 2. The Chief of the Fire Department of said city shall be 
elected by concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council. 


Sect. 3. The City Council shall by ordinance determine what officers 
shall be the heads of the various departments of the City Government. 
The head of the department of supplies may sell or dispose of the per- 
sonal property of the city, upon the recommendation of the Mayor and 
of the head of the department to which such property belongs, except 
the products of the City Farm, which the Superintendent of said farm 
shall have the right to dispose of. 


Sect. 4. All ordinances of said city inconsistent herewith are hereby 
annulled, and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved Feb- 
ruary 20, 1897. 


[Chap. 173.] 

Ax Act relative to appointments in the fire department of 

THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section I. The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department of the City 
of Lowell may, on the recommendation of the Board of Engineers, ap- 
point as members of the permanent force, or as call men, without civil 
service-examination, any person who has served as call or substitute call- 
man in said service for three or more successive years prior to the passage 
of this act. 
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Sect. 2. Said Chief Engineer shall have the power to discharge all 
subordinate officers an'd employees in the Fire Department of said city, 
except the members of said board, and with the approval of said board, 
to appoint and employ all such officers and employ ees 


Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
31 arch 15, 189S. 


Sec. 7, Chap. 26, Revised Laws. 

No election of a city officer by a municipal body or board shall be 
valid unless made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present 
answering to his name when it is called by the clerk or other proper offi- 
cer, stating the name of the person for whom he votes, or that he de- 
clines to vote. The clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. 


Passed Since 1894. 


An Ordinance authorizing the city treasurer to issue regis- 
tered CERTIFICATES, NOTES OR BONDS IN EXCHANGE FOR CERTIFI- 
CATES, NOTES OR BONDS PAYABLE TO BEARER. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

*The City Treasurer may, in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 5 of Chapter 77 of the Public Statutes, at the request of the owner 
or holder of any bond, promissory note or certificate of indebtedness of 
the City of Lowell, at any time while more than one year remains before 
the principal of such bond, note or certificate is payable, issue in ex- 
change therefor a bond, note or certificate of same effect, payable to the 
owner or holder by name. 


The City Treasurer may also, under like conditions, issue registered 
certificates, in substitution for any mutilated, defaced or indorsed bonds, 
notes or certificates ; and where a bond, note or certificate of any issue 
has been lost or destroyed, the City Treasurer, under the direction of the 
joint standing committee on finance, may issue in place thereof a new 
bond, note or certificate of the same effect. 


The City Auditor, as well as the City Treasurer, shall keep a register 
of the dates, numbers and amounts of all bonds, notes and certificates is- 
sued by the City Treasurer, showing to whom they were issued, when 
they are payable, and if issued in exchange, for what they were substitu- 
ted. [Approved May 12, 1896.

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An Ordinance amending section thirteen of chapter one of 

THE REVISED ORDINANCES SO AS TO PROVIDE THAT THE SALARIES' 
AND COMPENSATION OF CITY OFFICERS WHEN ONCE ESTABLISHED 
SHALE CONTINLE UNTIL RE-ESTABLISHED OR CHANGED. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 13 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby amend- 
ed by striking out between the word “year” in the third line of said 
section and the word “ provided ” in the sixth line thereof, the following 
words : “for the year commencing on. the first Monday of January next 
ensuing : and no change of salary shall be made to take effect during the 
time for which said salary was established,” and inserting in place there- 
of the following: “provided that when such salaries and compensa- 
tion shall have been once established, they shall continue until re-estab- 
lished or changed in pursuance of the provisions of this section; and,” 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows : 


Section 13. The salaries and compensation ol city officers shall be 
established in the month of December and after the annual municipal 
election shall have been held, in each year ; provided, that when such 
salaries and compensation shall have been once established, they shall 
continue until re-established or changed in pursuance of the provisions 
of this section ; and provided that in case any new office shall be created, 
the salary of said newly created office may be fixed at any time ; and the 
salaries or compensation fixed for the payment ol said officers shall be in 
full for all services performed by them by virtue of their offices ; and’ all 
sums of money received by them from any and every source, in discharge 
of said services, during any quarter of the fiscal year, shall at the expira- 
tion of said quarter be by them paid over or accounted for to the City 
Treasurer. [Approvnd May 12, 1896. 


An Ordinance regulating the weighing and measuring of cer- 
tain ARTICLES I URCHASED BY THE CITY. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

All supplies of hay, grain, straw, coal, and any other material pur- 
chased for the use of the city or any department thereof exceeding one 
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hundred pounds in weight and usually weighed, shall be weighed on the 
city scales, and all wood purchased for said city shall be measured by the 
City Measurer of Wood, and no bills shall be paid by the City Treasurer 
or approved by any committee for such article so furnished the city, un- 
less the certificate of said weigher or measurer shall accompany or be 
attached to said bill. [Approved May 12, 1896. 


An Ordinance to prevent the placing oe ashes, glass, crock- 
ery, ETC., IN OR ON THE PUBLIC STREETS OR WAYS. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Any person who shall put or place, or cause to be put or 
placed, in or upon any street, lane or alley, or other public place in this 
city, any ashes, glass, crockery, scrap iron, nails, tacks or any other arti- 
cle which would be liable to injure the feet of children or animals, or the 
tires of bicycles or other vehicles which have wheels with rubber or 
pneumatic tires, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Sect. 2. Any person violating the provisions of the preceding sec- 
tion or who is guilty of the misdemeanor therein described, shall be lia- 
ble to a fine not less than two dollars or more than twenty dollars for 
each offence. [Approved Oct. 9, 1896. 


An Ordinance amending sections one and nine of chapter 

TWENTY OF THE ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL- 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. That section 1, of Chapter 20 of the Ordinances of the 
City of Lowell be and the same is hereby amended by inserting after the 
word “engineer” in the second line of said section, the words “ a first 
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assistaut engineer and three other,” and by striking out the word “ four ” 
in the second line of said section, and by inserting after the word “ re- 
moved ” in the sixteenth line of said section, the words “ the first assist- 
ant engineer shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the 
month of March or April, or whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office on the first day of 
May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a full term 
prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office for a term of three 
years from said first day of May, and until his successor is appointed, or 
he is removed ; and if appointed after the first day of May in any year, 
he shall enter upon the duties of said office forthwith and shall continne 
therein until the expiration of the full term as existing at the time of 
said appointment, or until removed,” and by inserting between the words 
“said” and “assistant” in the seventeenth line of said section, the 
word “ other ” and by inserting after the word “ engineer ” in the twenty- 
eighth line of said section, and before the word “shall ” in the twenty- 
ninth line of said section, the words “and first assistant engineer, ” 
so that said section shall read as follows : 


Section i. The Fire Department shall consist of a Chief Engineer, 
a First assistant engineer, who shall perform such duties as may be re- 
quired of him by the Chief Engineer, and three other assistant engineers 
and as many enginemen, hosemen, hook and ladder men and other per- 
sons, to be divided into companies, as the number of engines and other 
fire apparatus of the city shall from time to time require ; the Chief Engi- 
neer shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the month of 
March or April, and whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall enter upon 
the discharge of the duties of said office on the first day of May of the 
3^ear in which appointed, if appointed for a full term prior to May of any 
year, and he shall hold said office for the term of three years from said 
first day of May or until he is removed ; and if appointed after the first 
day of May of any year, he shall enter upon the discharge of the duties 
of said office forthwith, and shall continue therein until the expiration of 
the full term as existing at the time of his said appointment, or until re- 
moved. The First Assistant Engineer shall be appointed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen in the month of March or April, and whenever a vacancy 
occurs, and he shall enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office 
on the first day of May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for 
a full term prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office for a 
term of three years from said first day of May and until his successor is 
appointed or he is removed; and if appointed after the first day of May 
in any year, he shall enter upon the duties of said office forthwith, and 
shall continue therein until the expiration of the full term as existing at 
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the time of his said appointment, or until he is removed ; and the appoint- 
ment of said other assistant engineers shall be made by the Mayor and 
Aldermen in the month of March or April annually, and whenever a 
vacancy occurs, and they shall hold their respective offices for the term 
of one year from the first day of May succeeding their appointment, or 
until others are chosen ; all other members of the Fire Department 
shall be nominated by the Board of Engineers, and their names sent to 
the Mayor and Aldermen, and when by them appointed they shall be 
members of the Fire Department ; provided, that vacancies may be filled 
at any time, and that the Mayor and Aldermen may at any time remove 
any and all of said officers or members ; except that the Chief Engineer 
and First assistant Engineer shall not be removed without a hearing and 
eause shown thereat. No person shall be appointed a member of the 
Fire Department who does not sustain a good moral character and who is 
not a citizen of the City of Lowell. 


• Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed Nov 27, 1896. 


An Ordinance in relation to an ordinance on openings and 

EXCAVATIONS IN STREETS AND IMPOSING A PENALTY. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall dig up, make any 
excavation in, or in any manner change or interfere with the surface or 
grade of any street for the purpose of laying water, gas or sewer pipes or 
railway tracks, or for any other purpose, without first giving notice to 
the Superintendent of Streets, which notice shall state specifically the 
time when work will be commenced and the probable time within which 
it shall be completed. 


Sect. 2. When any opening or excavation shall be made in any 
street in pursuance of Section 1, the Superintendent of Streets, by him- 
self or by a servant or agent appointed by him for that purpose, shall see 
that the surface of ^such street is left in good order and condition for 
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piiblic travel thereon. The expense for labor and material used in clos- 
ing and covering such excavation shall in all cases be borne by the party 
causing the same to be made. 


Sect. 3. Said Superintendent shall, when about to build a new sewer 
or repair an old one, notify all the abutters on that part of the line of 
said sewer when he proposes to do work, so that said abutters may enter 
said sewer. He shall notify all abutters, when about to construct a new 
street, at least four weeks before beginning work, and when about to 
make a new surface of any street, at least two weeks before beginning 
work, shall notify the Superintendent of Eamps and Water Board and all 
persons authorized to place any obstructions in such street, and shall re- 
quire and see that all said departments or persons having any work to be 
done in the street so designated, shall do all such work before the surface 
of such street is again prepared for and opened to public travel, and after 
the completion of the work then done in such’ street, shall not permit 
any department or person who shall have been so notified, for* the space 
of two years, to again disturb the surface of such street or way within 
the area of such previous disturbance, except in case of obvious necessi- 
ty, to be verified in writing to, and approved by the Mayor, and except in 
cases of tracks or leaks in pipes, sewers or wires. 


Sect. 4. Any person, firm or corporation who shall dig up, make 
any excavations, or in any way change or alter the grade or surface of 
any accepted street, without giving the notice mentioned in Section 1 of 
this ordinance, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Sect. 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances, resolutions and or- 
ders of the City Council inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 
[Approved November 27, 1S96. 
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An Ordinance creating the office of superintendent of com- 
mons AND PROVIDING FOR THE ELECTION OF SUCH OFFICER. 

(Superceded by Chap. 28, Revised Daws.) 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1 . There shall be chosen by concurrent vote of both branches 
of the City Council in the month of January, 1898, a Superintendent of 
Commons ; and in the month of January in each year thereafter, the City 
Council by concurrent vote of both branches shall elect a Superintend- 
ent of Commons who shall hold his office for one year and until his suc- 
cessor is chosen, but said officer may be removed from office at any time 
by a two-third’s vote of both branches of the City Council voting by yeas 
and nays.

plies, but every contract made as aforesasd in which the amount involved 
exceeds three hundred dollars, shall be approved by the Mayor before 
going into effect. [Approved June 18, 1897. 


An Ordinance amending section twelve of chapter five of the 

REVISED ORDINANCES. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

That Section 12 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Eowell be 
and the same is hereby amended by striking out the words “nor on either 
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side of Westford Street from the westerly line of Grand Street to the 
easterly line of Royal Street for a distance of fifty feet back from either 
line of Westford Street. [Approved July 21, 1897. 


An Ordinance amending section eifteen, chapter thirty-nine 

OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED) 
AND NINETY-FOUR. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

That Section 15, Chapter 39, of the Revised Ordinances of the year 
1894 be and is hereby amended by striking out of the seventh line the 
word “ forty -third, ” and inserting in place thereof the word “forty- 
fifth.” [Approved July 21, 1897. 


An Ordinance regulating hawkers and peddlers. 
Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. No person shall hawk or peddle, sell or expose for sale 
within said city any of the articles enumerated in Section 1 of Chapter 
68* of the Public Statutes, until he has been duly licensed by and has 
recorded his name and residence with the Board of Police of the City of 
Lowell, and has been assigned a number by said board, to be worn in suck 
manner as said board may prescribe. Provided, however, that the fore- 
going provisions shall not apply to any other person than the one named 
in the license. 


Sect. 2. No person hawking, peddling or selling, or exposing for 
sale any of the articles enumerated in Section 1 of Chapter 68* of the 
Public Statutes, shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace and 
comfort of the inhabitants of the city. 


♦Now Chap. 65, Sect. 15, 16, of the Revised Laws. 
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Sect. 3. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any of the ar- 
ticles enumerated in Chapter 68* of the Public Statutes in any manner 
that will tend to injure the public health, or disturb the public peace or 
comfort, nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which have print- 
ed on them in letters and figures at least two inches in height the name 
of the person selling and the number given him by the Board of Police. 


Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the preceding 
sections of this ordinance shall be liable to a penalty of not more than 
twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved July 29, 1897. 


An Ordinance to amend section eighteen of chapter six of 

THE CITY ORDINANCES RELATING TO THE HITCHING OF HORSES 

TO tamp posts. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 18 of Chapter 6 of the City Ordinances is hereby amended 
by striking out all after the word “any ” in the third line thereof and in- 
serting instead thereof the words “lamp posts maintained by the city,” 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows : 


Sect. 18. No owner, driver or other person having the care or order- 
ing of a vehicle shall hitch or fasten the horse or horses attached thereto 
to any lamp post maintained by the city. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


An Ordinance authurizing The city treasurer to Prescribe 

the SYSTEM OF BOOKKEEPING FOR CERTAIN DEPARTMENTS AND 
OFFICERS RECEIVING MONEY BELONGING TO THE CITY AND PRO- 
VIDING FOR MORE FREQUENT RETURNS OF SUCH MONEY TO THE 
CITY TREASURY. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. All departments and officers of the City Government, ex- 
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cept the City Treasurer, whose official duty requires the receipt of money 
belonging to the city, shall keep such books and records relating to the 
same as shall be prescribed by the City Treasurer. 


Sect. 2. The heads of each department and officers receiving money 
for the city shall remit to the Treasurer as often as once in each month 
any balance that may be in the possession of such department or officer 
belonging to the city, except in case when the time for such payment 
into the City Treasury is prescribed by statute. 


Sect. 3. The Joint Committee on Accounts shall annually, in con- 
nection with the annual examination of the accounts of the City Treas- 
urer, examine, investigate and audit the books and accounts of all depart- 
ments and officers receiving money for the city, and said committee shall 
make report of such examination to the City Council. 


Sect, 4. All heads of departments and officers whose official duty re- 
quires the rendering of bills to individuals, cities or towns for charges of 
any nature, shall hereafter deliver all such bills to the City Treasurer for 
collection through his office. 


Sect. 5. Section 9 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances and all 
ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


An Ordinance providing for estimates for appropriations and 
for other purposes. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. At the beginning of each municipal year and not later 
than the third Tuesday in January the Mayor shall make and transmit to 
the City Council an estimate of the expenditures required for the year. 
Such estimate shall be framed and itemized so as to show separately : 
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Par. 2. The amounts required by each department, office, board, 
commission or other sub-division of the executive branch of the govern- 
ment, and so far as may be practicable for the sub-divisions of the work 
of each department. 


Par. 3. The salary or compensation of each officer, deputy, assist- 
ant, clerk, or employee of the city not classed as a laborer. The amounts 
required for labor shall, when practicable, be stated separately from 
those for materials and supplies. 


Par. 4 Such estimate shall be in such form as to show in parallel 
columns, opposite each item, the amount paid for the previous year, and 
the amount unexpended at the close of such year. 


Sect. 2. The Mayor shall make, or cause to be made, and shall 
transmit to the City Council with the estimate required by the preceding 
section : 


Par. 2. An itemized estimate of the revenues of the year from all 
sources except taxation of real and personal property and polls. 


Par. 3. A statement of the balance unpaid at the close of the previ- 
ous year on account of temporary loans, and the amount due by financial 
years, as unpaid taxes on real and personal property and polls. 


Par. 4. An itemized statement of the debt, with interest becoming 
due during the year, and the margin available for loans within the debt 
limit for the year. 


Par. 5. An itemized statement of all orders, etc., of the City Coun- 
cil involving expenditures which have not been appropriated for. In all 
cases the finances of the water service shall be shown separately. 


Sect. 3. All regular annual appropriations shall be for and only ap- 
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plicable to the liabilities incurred during the year in which they are 
made, any form of phraseology in the order, resolution or vote providing: 
for the same, to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Par. 2. It shall be the duty of the Auditor to close all regular- 
annual appropriation accounts with the last secular day in December 
of the year for which the appropriations are made, and to credit the gem 
eral treasury fund account or accounts with the water service, as the case 
may be, with the balance to the credit of such appropriations ; and there- 
after no payments shall be made under such appropriations. He shall 
promptly report to the City Council the amount of each balance thus 
credited, and amount available in the general treasury fund, and the 
account with the water service, for the expenditures of the current year 
not otherwise appropriated. 


Par. 3. All claims, accounts and bills against the City of Eowell 
under such appropriations remaining unpaid at such date, shall be num- 
bered consecutively, and be entered by the Auditor in such order, in a 
permanent book of record, to be known as the register of claims, so as to 
show the name of the claimant, the amount claimed and allowed, the na- 
ture of the service and the action had thereon. The Auditor shall trans- 
mit to the City Council, on or before the first regular meeting night in 
February, of either branch of the City Council, a schedule of such claims- 
with a condensed statement of the nature of each claim, and the action 
had thereon . 


Sect. 4. The several estimates and statements called for by this 
ordinance shall on their receipt by either branch of the City Council be 
referred, without other action, to the Joint Committee on Appropriations. 


Par. 2. The Committee on Appropriations shall consist of the Chair- 
man and two additional members of the Board of Aldermen, and the 
President and three additional members of the Common Council. 


Section 6 of Chapter 1 of the Ordinances of the City of Eowell is 
hereby repealed. 
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Par. 3. Said committee shall Ijave access to all or any of the records 
and official papers of the city, shall have power to require from any offi- 
cer or embloyee of the city such additional statement or statements relat- 
ing to the expenditures and revenues of the city as it may deem essential, 
and to summon any officer or employee of the city to be present at any 
designated meeting of said committee ; and to remain in attendance until 
discharged by the committee ; and any officer or employee who shall fail 
or refuse to comply with such request, order or summons, may be report- 
ed to the City Council or either branch thereof, for such action as it may 
have the power to take and see fit to exercise. 


Sect. 5. The Committee on Appropriations shall make a final report 
in print, not exceeding two hundred copies, to the City Council or either 
branch thereof, on or before the fifteenth day of February of each year 
unless granted further time by the City Council. 


Sect. 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances conflicting with this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


An Ordinance providing for the appointment -of an inspector 

OF WIRES AND DEFINING THE DUTIES OF SUCH OFFICER, IN AC- 
CORDANCE WITH CHAPTER FOUR HUNDRED AND FOUR, ACTS OF 
1890.* 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. Within thirty days after the passage of this Ordinance, 
there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation by the 
Board of Aldermen, an Inspector of Wires for the City of Lowell, who 
shall enter upon the duties of his office immediately, and shall hold said 
office, unless sooner removed, until the first day of February, 1901, and 
prior to the first day of February, 1901, and prior to the first day of Feb- 
ruary of every third year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like 
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manner an Inspector of Wires who shall hold his office during a term of 
three years and until his successor is appointed, unless sooner removed 
in the manner prescribed by law. 


Sect. 2. Said Inspector of Wires shall perform the duties prescribed v 
hy Section 3, Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890,* and such other duties as 
.are or may be hereafter prescribed by the laws of the Commonwealth or 
the ordinances of the city. He shall annually in the month of January 
make a report to the City Council of the business of his office for the 
year ending the thirty-first day of December next preceding. [Approv- 
ed July 15, 1898. 


An Ordinance relating to the permanent repairs on streets 

AND THE PLACING OF UNDERGROUND SERVICES THEREIN J ALSO 
TO THE NECESSARY REPAIRS OF SAME. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows, 


Section 1. That before any street is paved with granite, concrete or 
other paving, macadamized or otherwise put in permanent repair by the 
city, the owners of land abutting on such street shall be notified at least 
four weeks previous to the time when such permanent improvements are 
to be commenced, that all underground services, whether for sewer, wateT, 
gas, electrical or other connections, shall be constructed and placed in 
said street previous to the date set for the making of said permanent 
improvements. 


Sect. 2. That all corporations or individuals having services laid in 
said street, or intending or desiring to construct the same, whether for 
gas, electric, telephone, telegraph, or for any service of whatsoever na- 
ture, or who shall desire to renew or repair services already constructed, 
.shall be notified by the posting of a notice at the City Hall of the inten- 
tion of the city to so repair such street, and by a notice which shall be 
published for six consecutive days in one morning and one evening news- 
paper printed in the city of Dowell, the last publication of said notice to 
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be at least three weeks previous to the time stated for making said per- 
manent improvements. 


Sect. 3. That when any street has been so paved, macadamized, or 
otherwise put in permanent repair, it shall not be opened or torn up 
for the placing of any new underground construction of any nature what- 
soever during five years next succeeding the date in said published 
and posted notices stating the intention of the city to place said street in 
permanent repair ; provided, however, that in case repairs to any service 
become necessary, the same may be made after a permit has been granted 
by the Board of Aldermen, and said repairs shall be made under the su- 
pervision of the Superintendent of Streets. In case of leakage of gas or 
water pipes, the same may be repaired at once by the Gas Company or 
Water. Board, and the surface of the street placed in a condition satisfac- 
tory to the Superintendent of Streets. 


Sect. 4. Wherever on said street there may be unimproved land, 
and where no sewer, gas, water or other necessary services have been 
constructed, the same shall be laid and constructed, to a point at least 
two feet beyond the outside line of the sidewalk on said street, one each 
of the services mentioned for gas, water and sewer connections, for each 
fifty feet of frontage of the said land on said street, or at such distances 
as may be agreed upon by the owner of said land and the Superintendent 
of Streets. In case of neglect of the owner or of a corporation or indi- 
vidual to construct the same, said service for sewer, water and gas con- 
nections may be constructed by the city, and shall be paid for by the par- 
ties to whom rightfully belongs the construction of the same. 


Sect. 5. Any violation of the foregoing conditions in regard to the 
digging up of streets. shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty 
doslars ($20). 


Sect. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent here 
with are hereby repealed. [Approved August 5, 1898. 
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An Ordinance providing for the appointment of a superinten- 
dent AND ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF STATE AID. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section i. Within thirty days after the passage of this ordinance 
there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation of the 
Board of Aldermen, a Superintendent of State Aid and an Assistant 
Superintendent of State Aid for the City of Lowell, who shall enter upon 
the duties ot their offices immediately and shall hold said offices, unless 
sooner removed, until the first day of February, 1899 ; and prior to the 
first day of February, 1899, and prior to the first day of February of 
every year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like manner a Superin- 
tendent of State Aid and an Assistant Superintendent of State Aicl, who 
shall hold their offices during a term of one year and until their succes- 
sors are appointed, unless sooner removed in the manner prescribed by 
law. 


Sect. 2. Said Superintendent of State Aid shall disburse State Aid 
and City Aid under the direction of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen as 
prescribed by ^Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1893, ^Chapters 279 and 301 of 
the Acts of 1894, ^Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1896, ^Chapter 561 of the 
Acts of 1898, or any other laws of the Commonwealth, or that may be 
hereafter prescribed by the ordinances of the city. He shall annually, in 
the month of January, make a report to the City Council of the business 
of his office for the year ending on the thirty-first of December next 
preceding. 


Sect. 3. Said Assistant Superintendent pf State Aid shall perform 
such duties as maybe prescribed by the Superintendent pf State Aid. 
[Approved September 27, 1898. 
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An Ordinance amending section six of chapter nine of the 

REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


That Chapter 9 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Lowell be 
amended by striking out Section 6 and substituting therefor the 
following : 

Sect. 6. The City Treasurer shall receive and have the care and cus- 
tody of all sums of money paid the city by persons for the perpetual care 
of lots in any of the city cemeteries, and give the vouchers of the city 
therefor, and money so received shall constitute a special fund to be 
known as the “Cemetery Fund for the perpetual care of lots.” The 
Treasurer shall not receive a sum of money less than one hundred dollars 
($100.00) for the perpetual care of lots in any of the city cemeteries or 
public burial grounds. The Treasurer shall notify the Superintendent of 
the cemetery of all such payments, together with the description of the 
lots and graves on account of which such payments are made, and 
annually, at such time as the Trustees of Public Burial Grounds request, 
shall pay over to them four per centum as interest upon all sums so paid 
to and receipted by him. The Treasurer shall invest the moneys of this 
fund in securities in which by law the funds of savings banks may be 
invested, and pay the amount of interest realized thereon into the City 
Treasury. [Approved October 11, 1898. t 


An Ordinance relating to the construction and repair of 

BUILDINGS. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. Before the repair, erection, construction or material 
alteration of any building, the owner, architect or builder thereof shall 
file with the Superintendent of Buildings a statement in writing, giving 
the intended location of such building, its dimensions, materials, manner 
of construction and estimated cost. If such a building is to be repaired, 
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erected or materially altered within the fire limits of the city, such owner 
architect or builder shall, in addition to the statement aforesaid, submit 
for examination full specifications and plans of the proposed . repairs, 
buildings or alterations ; the owner or contractor shall also sign an agree- 
ment that the proposed work shall be done in accordance with the 
description set forth in such plans, specifications and statement, and all 
such matters and things connected with such work shall be done in strict 
compliance with this chapter. If it appears from said statement, plans 
and specifications that the building to be erected, altered or repaired will 
conform to the provisions of this chapter, so far as applicable thereto, 
then the Superintendent of Buildings shall issue a permit. No person 
shall repair, construct or materially alter any building without such 
permit. 


Sect. 2. The Superintendent of Buildings shall furnish suitable 
blanks upon which applications shall be made ; and such applications 
shall be recorded by the Assessors in a book provided for the purpose, 
each page of which shall be a duplicate of such application for the erec_ 
tion, construction or material alteration of any building in the City of 
Lowell after the passage of this ordinance. 


Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed December 29, 1898. (Amended 1901.) 


An Ordinance relating to assessment oe taxes in the city of 
Lowell. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows ; 

Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1894 is hereby amended by 
striking out all after Section 1 of said chapter, and substituting in place 
thereof the following : 


Sect. 2. The Board of Assessors shall annually, in the month of 
January, or as soon as practicable thereafter, organize, by choosing one of 
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their number to act as Chairman; said Chairman shall not receive extra 
compensation, and all members of the Board shall devote their whole 
time to the service of the city. 


Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the Assessors of Taxes to complete 
their assessment and place the list of taxes in the hands of the Collector 
of Taxes on or before the first day of September, annually ; and they 
shall, on or before the first day of September, annually, indicate on said 
list the residence of the several taxpayers for that year and the year 
next preceding. 


Sect. 4. When any tax shall be abated in whole or in part by the 
Assessors of Taxes, they shall make a record thereof in a book to be kept 
by them for that purpose, which record shall contain the names of all 
persons whose taxes may be so abated, and the reasons for such abate- 
ment ; and they shall also annually, in the month of January, make out 
and transmit to the City Council a full report of the work of their Board, 
said report to show the total valuation of the city, amount of real estate, 
amount of personal estate, total corporation valuation in detail, total 
valuation in bank stock, street-watering assessment, number of polls, 
name, amount and reason of any abatement of taxes, and such other 
items as may be of interest to the public. Said figures to be in a column 
parallel to a column containing the figures of the preceding year. 


Sect. 5. The Assessors shall annually, on the thirty-fiirst day of 
December, report to the Auditor all abatements of taxes made by them 
during the year ending on said day, distinguishing the abatements made 
on the different years’ taxes, and whether abated before or after collec- 
tion. 


Sect. 6. The Assessors shall have full power to hire as many tempo- 
rary clerks, not to exceed six, as may be necessary to assist them in the 
performance of their duties, the compensation of said cleiksnot to exceed 
two dollars and fifty cents per day, and they shall only be employed dur- 
ing the months of May to September inclusive. Provided, however, that 
permanent clerks, not to exceed two, one to be known as Chief Clerk, 
may be employed the whole year at such compensation as the Board may 
determine. They shall also have the power to employ six temporary 
assistants during the months of May and June for the purpose of obtain- 
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in g the list of polls and incidental personal property, compensation not 
to exceed three dollars per day. Said Assistant Assessors shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation by the Board of Aider- 
men and Common Council. 


Sect. 7. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed February 28, 1899. 


An ordinance establishing an inspection of wires department, 

AND GOVERNING THE SAME. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. An Inspection of Wires Department is hereby estab- 
lished, of which the Inspector of Wires shall be the head. 


Sect. 2. The Inspector of Wires shall have supervision of all electric 
and other wires erected upon, over, or under any street, way or building, 
and of every wire within any building where such wire is designed to 
carry an electric current, and shall have authority over, and shall inspect 
such wires, their condition, attachments, insulation, supports and appli- 
ances ; he shall require all persons and corporations owning or operating 
wires to place and arrange all posts, arms, fixtures, insulating supports, 
attachments and appliances so as to secure safety to life and property, 
and shall see that the provisions of ^Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890 and 
all other laws, ordinances and regulations relating to electric and other 
wires are strictly enforced, and shall give prompt notice to any person or 
corporation owning or operating any such wire, when in his judgment 
the same is unsafe, or is not placed, kept and maintained in accordance 
with the requirements of said chapter or the provisions of any other law, 
ordinance or regulation. 


Sect. 3. Said Inspector shall, at least once in each year, inspect all 
posts supporting electric or other wires upon or over any street or build- 
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ing, and all supports of such wires when attached to buildings, and ascer- 
tain if said posts and supports are kept in proper condition and not weak- 
ened by decay or other causes ; and in case any person or corporation 
ovraing, leasing, or operating wires shall neglect or refuse to maintain 
said supports in proper condition for safety, the Inspector shall cause said 
fixtures and supports to be put in proper condition at the expense of the 
person or corporation owning or operating the same, after first giving the 
person or corporation due notice in writing of his intended action. 


Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the Inspector to cause to be removed 
all dead wires of whatever nature, attached to buildings, if, in his judg- 
ment, they are in a dangerous condition or liable to become dangerous to 
life or property, and he shall notify in writing the person or corporation 
owning, leasing or operating such wires of his desire for the removal of 
any wire, and give them at least ten days in which to comply with the 
requirements, except in cases in which, in his judgment, there is immedi- 
ate liability of injury to person or property from the wire, and in all 
such cases the notice shall require their removal forthwith. In the event 
of the refusal of any person or corporation to take proper action, the In- 
spector may cause the work to be done and the expense to be charged to 
the owners. 


Sect. 5. No person or corporation shall allow any piece of wire to 
be left on the surface of any street or sidewalk, or to permit unused fix- 
tures, coils or loose ends of wire to remain attached jto any cross arm or 
post more than twenty-four hours without special permission. 


Sect. 6. Every person or corporation operating electric or other 
wires over or under any street, way or building in the city, upon request 
of the Inspector shall furnish within fifteen days thereafter accurate lists 
of the posts or other supports of their wires, the location of conduits and 
manholes, with information as to location, where, and what service is 
rendered, whether telegraphic, telephonic, power, or electric lighting, 
and in the latter case, whether arc or incandescent current is used. 


Sect. 7. The said Inspector, upon request, shall also be furnished 
by any person or corporation operating or owning electric wires with 
such information as to kind, size and tested strength of supporting

or service wires, the maximum volts used, together with such other 
information as may be necessary to the faithful and effectual discharge of 
his duties. 


Sect 8. All wires, appliances and apparatus in the interior of 
public buildings or on private premises which are intended for the trans- 
mission of electricity, either for isolated lighting or power, or to be con- 
nected with an outside circuit, shall be made, placed and arranged, and 
at all times kept safe to the satisfaction of the Inspector ; and said 
Inspector may at all proper and reasonable times have access to such 
wires and apparatus. . 


Sect. 9. In no case shall a current of electricity be connected to any 
system of wiring or apparatus intended to be used for power or lighting, 
without permission being first obtained and a written permit granted by 
the Inspector of Wires ; the jurisdiction of the Inspector is intended to 
include all public and private electrical systems that are now and may 
hereafter be installed in the City of Lowell. 


This ordinance is not intended to govern or call for the inspection of 
electric bell systems, private or public telephones inside of public or 
private buildings, or the interior apparatus or boxes of the fire alarm or 
police system of the city. 


Sect. to. No person or corporation shall change the position or 
make additions to any wiring system, or install any new work' or elec- 
trical apparatus without first notifying the Inspector, and he given full 
opportunity to inspect the same before such work is completed ; and 
when any electric wires designed to carry an electric light or power, 
current are to be concealed, the Inspector must be notified before work is 
commenced, and he shall give his permission and approval for all such 
work and connections immediately, unless in his judgment such apparatus 
or wiring endangers life or property or is not in accordance with the laws 
and ordinances, or in conformity with the established insurance rules. 


Sect. 11. The Inspector shall require that the established rules and 
regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters shall be complied 
with, both for outside and interior construction. 
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Sect. 12. It shall be the* duty of the Inspector of Wires to carry out 
any order of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen on any matters referred 
to him by them, coming under the laws or ordinances, and all questions 
of right and authority shall be determined by the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen upon any appeal or refusal of any person or corporation to 
comply with the requirements of the Inspector and the laws and 
ordinances. 


Sect. 13. The Inspector of Wires shall keep a record of all inspec- 
tions and permits in a book provided for the purpose and this book shall 
be open to inspection (at all reasonable times) by any interested parties. 


The Inspector shall make -monthly reports of his doings to the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen, and an annual report to the City 
Council. 


Sect. 14. Whoever violates or fails to comply with any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance after being duly notified in writing by the 
Inspector shall forfeit and pay for each offence not less than ten or more 
than tw 7 enty dollars. 


Sect. 15. The Inspector of Wires shall be on duty eight hours per 
day, from 9 A. M. till 5 P. M. each regular working day, and at such 
other times as cases of emergency may require, and shall receive such 
compensation as may be determined by the City Council. Said Inspector 
shall devote his whole time to the service of the city, and shall engage 
in no other business or calling. [Approved July 26, 1899. 


An Ordinance to provide for the election of a city physician 

AND DEFINING HIS DUTIES. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. There shall be chosen immediately after the approval of 
this ordinance and thereafter annually in the month of March or April, 
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and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concurrent vote of both branches of 
the City Council, a City Physician, who shall enter upon the duties of his 
office on the first day of May in each year and until his successor is 
chosen, unless sooner removed therefrom in the manner provided by 
law. 


Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Physician to attend upon all 
patients under the care of the city authorities at the City Farm or Police 
Station ; to make a report annually in April to the City Council covering 
the service rendered by him during the previous year. In case of an 
alarm by any infectious or contagious disease to give to either branch of 
the City Council or any committee thereof all such professional advice 
and counsel as they may request of him, and generally to perform such 
other professional services as may reasonably be required of him by the 
Mayor or the City Council, or the Superintendent of the City Farm. 


Sect. 3. Chapter 12 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby repealed. 
[Approved June 27, 1900. 


An Ordinance prohibiting heavy teaming and trucking upon 

THE SPEEDWAY PORTION OE THE PAWTUCKET BOULEVARD. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The driving or drawing of w heavy wagons, carts, trucks or 
similar vehicles used for the purposes of transportation of stone, lumber, 
coal, ice, express packages, groceries, or other merchandise requiring for 
the transportation of the same a vehicle exceeding in weight a family 
carriage, buggy, carry-all or similar vehicle used principally for pleasure 
driving or recreation, is hereby prohibited upon that portion of Pawtucket 
Boulevard commonly called the Speedway ; provided, however, that this 
prohibition shall not apply to any vehicle used for the purpose of trans- 
porting any article or material necessary for the improvement or repair 
of said speedway, or of any portion of said boulevard, or of the structures 
connected with the water plant in said boulevard. 
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Sect. 2. Any person who shall violate any provision of Section 1 of 
this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offense. [Approved July 31, 1900. 


An Ordinance providing for the printing of the union label 

ON ALL PRINTING FOR THE CITY OF LOWELL. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. That all printed matter for the City of Lowell shall here- 
after bear the imprint of the Union Label of the Allied Printing Trades 
Council of Lowell, Alass. 


Sect. 2. That in calling for bids for city printing hereafter, the Chief 
of the Department of Supplies shall make stipulation in accordance with 
Section 1 of this ordinance.

There shall be a Clerk of Committees, to be chosen by 
concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council as soon as may be 
after the enactment of this ordinance, w T ho shall enter upon the duties of 
his office immediately after his election, and hold the same for a period 
of three years from and after January 1, 1901, and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. Thereafter the City Council shall, in the month of 
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January following the expiration of each three-year term, choose a Clerk 
of Committees who shall hold office for three years. Such Clerk of 
Committees shall receive such compensation as the City Council shall 
determine. 


Sect. 2. He shall make a proper record in books kept for the pur- 
pose, of all proceedings and transactions, and keep a calendar of all 
meetings of the committees of which he is clerk. He shall perform such 
other duties and services, in making estimates and computations, drawing 
orders and reports, and rendering assistance, as such committees shall 
require.

Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall distribute or cause to 
be distributed in or upon any street, way, common, or place within the 
limits of the City of Eowell, or post or cause to be posted on any bill- 
board, fence, wall or structure, or shown in windows, any card, circular, 
bill lithograph, or advertisement, whatsoever, containing any cut photo- 
graph, painting or pictorial representation of any kind, for the purpose 
of advertising or calling attention to any show, circus, play or exhibition, 
whether given, or to be given, within or without the City of Eowell, 
without having first submitted the same to the Supt. of Police and 
obtaining his approval thereof, and of such distributing or posting. 
And no such card aforesaid, bill or advertisement shall be distributed or 
posted, as aforesaid, without having attached thereto or printed or pasted 
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thereon, a statement that it has been approved by the Supt. of Police of 
Lowell, and the date of such approval. 


Sect. 2. Whoever violates the provisions of this ordinance, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offence. 


Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed December 27, 1901.

An Ordinance relating to shade trees on the public streets 

OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


First. That no person or corporation shall be allowed to remove any 
shade trees on the streets of the City of Dowell without first filing a peti- 
tion requesting authority for' the removal of the same from the City 
Council of said City. 


Second. All petitions for the removal of shade trees on the streets of 
Dowell shall be referred to the Aldermanic members of the Committee on 
Streets of the City of Dowell. 


Third. That the Aldermanic members of the Committee on Streets, 
shall constitute and be known as the Committee on Shade Trees. 
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Fourth. That on the presentation of a petition for the removal of a 
shade tree as aforesaid and after its reference to the Committee on Shade- 
Trees, they shall cause a notice to be posted on the tree by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets or by some person authorized by him, said notice to set 
forth that a petition for the removal of the tree upon which the notice, 
has been posted has been filed ; said notice shall also give the time and 
place where all persons interested can be heard at a public hearing by 
said committee. The above notice shall be posted on the tree at least 
seven days before the time set for the hearing. 


Fifth. That the Superintendent of Streets or the Committee on 
Shade Trees shall not authorize the removal of any shade tree in the City 
of Lowell except in accordance with the preceding sections. In case: 
where the Superintendent of Streets or the Committee on Shade Trees are 
satisfied that public necessity by reason of danger to life and property 
requires the immediate removal of a shade tree, the Superintendent or 
said Committee may authorize such removal without complying with the- 
conditions named in the preceding sections. 


Sixth, Any person or corporation violating this ordinance or any 
provisions of the same shall be punished for each offence by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars. 


Seventh. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. [Approved December 27, 1901.

An Ordinance amending an ordinance entitled “relating to> 
advertising bills and posters. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


That the Ordinance entitled “Relating to advertising bills and 
posters,” passed by the City Council and approved by the Mayor 
December 27, 1901, be and is hereby amended by striking out all after the- 
enacting clause and inserting in place thereof, the following : — 
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Section i. No person, firm or corporation shall distribute, or cause 
to be distributed in or upon any street, way, common or place within the 
limits of the City of Lowell, or post or cause to be posted on any bill- 
board, fence, wall, or structure, or shown in windows, any card, photo- 
graph, painting or pictorial representation of any kind for the purpose 
of advertising or calling attention to any burlesque show, whether given 
or to be given within or without the limits of the City of Lowell ; nor 
shall any person, firm or corporation distribute or cause to be distributed 
within the limits of the City of Lowell any pamphlet or circular contain- 
ing advertisements therein or aphrodisiac cures, without having first sub- 
mitted the same to the Superintendent of Police and obtaining his 
approval of such posting and distributing. And no such card, bill, 
pamphlet, circular or advertisement aforesaid shall be posted or dis- 
tributed without having attached thereto, or printed or pasted thereon, a 
statement that it has been approved by the Superintendent of Police of 
the City of Lowell, and the date of such approval. 


Sect. 2. No person, firm or corporation shall throw, deposit, drop 
or leave, nor cause to be thrown, deposited, dropped or left in the high- 
way or upon the doorsteps or within the hallway of any dwelling house 
within the limits of the City of Lowell, any sample of medicinal or toxic 
substance, either in package or bulk, and shall leave such sample of 
medicinal or toxic substance in a dwelling house only with the consent 
and approval and in the possession of an adult occupant. 


Sect. 3. Whoever violates the provisions of this Ordinance shall’ 
on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offence. 


Sect. 4. This Ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved 1902. 


An Ordinance regulating the operation of motor cycles in

Report of the School Committee 


Gentlemen of the Board : 

In compliance with our duty as members of the 
Committee on Reports, we submit the following for 
your consideration : 

The work accomplished by the schools during 
the past year has been most successful, not only 
from an educational standpoint but also in making 
the pupils, as a general thing, comfortable and happy. 
This latter is especially to be commended because 
of our lack of accommodation in many of our school 
buildings. That there is imperative need of new 
school buildings and of additions to old ones, cannot 
be denied by anyone at all conversant with the 
conditions existing. This matter has been presented 
to the public time and again by our predecessors 
in office and by the superintendent ; the improve- 
ments, however, have come slowly. 
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It is to be hoped that the new school in Central- 
ville will be completed as rapidly as possible, and 
also that in the near future proper consideration will 
be given the Highland School District, as well as 
that of the Howard and Grand Street Schools. 

Further, there is dire need of more land adjoin- 
ing the Butler School. As the situation is now, the 
children attending this school have absolutely no 
proper place for recreation, and, if allowed out during 
recess, take the middle of the street. Therefore, 
to avoid accidents, they have to be penned up in 
the basement. 

This condition should be remedied, and remedied 
quickly. A few years ago an attempt was made 
to bring about the needed improvement, but, for some 
reason which the members of this committee -believe 
should have had no existence, the then City Council 
refused to purchase the necessary land. 

Further, we firmly believe that neither the people 
of this city nor of any other city or town in the 
land begrudge the money honestly spent in the 
interests of education, and we therefore hope that 
proper consideration will be given our school needs 
by the incoming City Government. 

Our evening schools are in a flourishing con- 
dition. Never in their history has the attendance 
and interest of the pupils kept up so well. The 
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situation is most gratifying, for it shows that those 
among us who . for financial reasons cannot attend 
the day schools or whose early advantages were 
limited, are made of the right material and eagerly 
cooperate with us in our efforts to better their oppor- 
tunities in life. 

In the elementary schools are pupils of many 
nationalities, those predominating being the Swedes, 
the French, the Portuguese, the Hebrews, the Arme- 
nians, and the Greeks, with others scattering. Our 
teachers are doing most conscientious work among 
them, and, considering the many difficulties to be 
surmounted, are meeting with remarkable success. 
Take the young Portuguese, for instance, many of them 
can apparently neither read nor write their own 
language. This is also probably true of pupils of 
other nationalities. Such being the case, the full 
significance of the difficulties in our way becomes 
more apparent. At first blush, it might appear better 
to employ teachers of their own nationality, and to 
a certain extent this has been done, but it is not 
always easy to find the right ones, and as our real 
object is to make good Americans of them all, it 
seems better that from the beginning they should 
receive instruction from American teachers. 

During the past year the question as to the 
advisability of changing our system of writing was 
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brought to the attention of the Board. It was argued 
that the vertical system, while unquestionably an 
improvement over the Spencerian in the matter of 
legibility, was still not practical because of the great 
loss of speed incurred. To remedy this latter defect 
and at the same time retain the advantage of legi- 
bility, several new systems have sprung up, which, it 
is claimed by their supporters, are far preferable to 
either of the older systems". In considering the 
matter, the different members of the Board made a 
close examination into the system now in use and 
in the end came to the conclusion that it did not 
occasion any appreciable sacrifice in speed. In fact, 
the results obtained by the vertical system, both in 
speed and legibility, were so good that it seemed 
absurd to experiment any further. 

Our system of music is now on a complete and 
effective basis. The revised books of the American 
System are used, and we have provided for better 
training by the appointment of an assistant to Mr. 
Blunt. For several years, it has been practically 
impossible for one teacher to cover all the ground 
thoroughly, and, as a consequence, all the schools 
have suffered more or less. We believe that the 
parents generally ciesire a course in music in the 
schools, and feel that none of them would be satisfied 
with anything but the best. This we have endeav- 
ored to obtain, and believe we have succeeded. 
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The High School has developed rapidly in the 
past few years. In the variety and thoroughness of 
its courses of study we believe it unsurpassed by any 
other school of its kind in the Commonwealth. The 
new commercial course, in its every detail, offers ad- 
vantages unrivalled to the student desiring proper 
training for a future business career. At the present 
day, for success in business a broad education and 
wide knowledge are more necessary than they have 
been in the past. In arranging our commercial course 
we have borne these facts in mind, and the result is 
a course surpassed in completeness by no other on 
our schedule. 

We invite the most careful examination and in- 
quiry into the work of all our schools, and feel that 
if each citizen would take a deeper personal interest 
and make the examination for himself, many details 
which, through lack of proper knowledge on his part, 
are condemned by him, would meet with his entire 
approval.

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SCHOOL CENSUS AND ATTENDANCE. 

The census of children between five and fifteen years of 
age taken in September, 1903, resulted in a record of 14,332 
children, of whom 11,162 were between the ages of seven and 
fourteen, which is legal school age in Massachusetts. Of the 
number first named 9226 were reported as attending a public 

^»c 

school, and 4724 as attending a private or parochial school. 
Boys and girls between the ages of fourteen and fifteen, of 
whom there were 1012, were frequently reported to be at work, 
but of those between five, and fourteen there were compara- 
tively few, 326 to be exact, who were not in school, and many 
of these were sick or otherwise incapacitated from attending, 
or were only a little past five years old, an age at which 
some parents, very wisely in my opinion, keep their children 
at home. Of those who were barely five, I should not, indeed, 
consider it a matter of regret if the number out of school 
had been larger, unless the children could be in a kinder- 
garten, for I am one of those who believe very earnestly that 
five is too early for many children to be in a primary school, 
though just the time for them to be in a kindergarten. As 
the public schools reported an attendance of 10,273 ln Sep- 
tember, and as many other children must have been in private 
schools, it is evident not only that the pupils of legal school 
age were out in full force, but that a considerable number were 
attending who were under five, in kindergartens of course, and 
who were over fifteen, the latter mostly in the High School. 
For finding children of legal school age who were out of 
school the house to house canvass of the officers in taking 
the census is the best method of which we know, and when 
so found they were, of course, properly and promptly looked after. 
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The total number of children found by the census' takers 
in 1903 was 105 less than in 1902, 161 less than in 1901, 
and 278 less than in 1900. As the number of poll tax payers 
in the city decreased 778 in 1901, 539 in 1902, and 704 in 
1903, a decrease in the number of children was to be expected ; 
indeed the wonder is that it was not greater. With less 
children in the city it is not surprising that the average 
number of pupils in the schools should show a similar decrease, 
the exact falling off being 96. In school rooms and in teachers 
there was on the other hand a slight increase, rooms in use 
increasing from 281 to 287, and teachers from '298 to 299. 
The increase in rooms was mainly, and that in teachers, except 
in special teachers, was wholly in the High School, where 
the number of students increased from 880 to 924. In average 
number of pupils to the teacher there was a decrease from 
34 to 33, a result which will, as was stated in connection 
with a similar decrease last year, please those who think that 
schools should be arranged with few pupils to the teacher, 
but will give less satisfaction to those who pay the bills. 
Though out of line with nearly all my fellows in school 
work, and taking a most unpopular position, I am, however, 
willing to stand up and be counted among those who believe 
that under conditions now existing in Lowell the number of 
pupils to the teacher should average more rather than less. 

The figures just given are for the school year ending 
with June, 1903. In September, 1903, there was a still further 
falling off in number attending, and in October, the school 
committee closed four rooms, one each at Cheever street, 
Sycamore street, the Highland Annex, and the Morrill, and 
transferred their teachers to other schools’ This will result 
in saving $2400 a year in salaries, and numbers were so small 
in each of the schools named that no considerable loss resulted. 
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One, and possibly two, other rooms might also well be closed 
so far as number of pupils is concerned, but the difficulty in 
placing their teachers has prevented action thus iar. As phanges 
occur in the roll of teachers, however, other adjustments will 
doubtless be made. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

As shown in the preceding tables, the total expenses of the 
school department in 1903 were $312,522.74, a sum larger than 
ever before, and a little in excess of the estimate made last 
January. There was a small increase in the amount paid to 
teachers of day schools, due to the fact that we began the year 
with seven more teachers than we had in 1902; an increase of 
about $2000 in the cost of evening schools, due to an increase 
in the number of pupils and teachers, and an increase of 
$24,146.80 in the cost of fuel. This last and most unusual 
increase was due to the fact that the usual purchases of coal 
could not be made in the last part of 1902, leaving bins empty 
at the beginning of 1903, and to the further fact that prices 
from January to June were abnormally high. 

The purchases of coal for the year included 2941 tons of 
soft, 1308 of hard, and 92 of buckwheat — 4341 tons in all — 
at a total cost of $33,881.49. About one-third was purchased 
early in the year at prices ranging from $8.40 to $9.25 for soft, 
and; over $10 for hard, cost of delivery being included in these 
figures. The hard coal, even at the high price just named, 
was only 2000 pounds to the ton, so that the actual cost of the 
usual long ton would have been considerably more. Summer 
prices, under which something more than one-half of the year’s 
supply was purchased, were $5.80 for soft, and $7.20 to $7.45

for hard. Prices for winter delivery are $6.15 for hard, $7.00 
for broken, and $7.40 for egg and stove. The buckwheat, 
though bought early in the year, cost but $5.05 per ton. At 
this writing soft coal is being used in a majority of the school 
houses of the city, with very satisfactory results, janitors liking 
it well, especially when mixed with buckwheat, and the city 
saving nearly or quite $2000 a year by its use instead of an- 
thracite. Wood, 126 cords, cost $989.55, an average of about 
$7.85 per cord, also a price very much above that of former 
years. Otherwise than for fuel, bills in 1903 were several 
thousand dollars less than in 1902, text books alone being 
$1658 less than last year, and about $3000 less than in 1901. 

Except for fuel, where we hope for a decrease of about 
$14,000, the expenses of the school department must be some- 
what larger in 1904 than in 1903. In the High School a 
teacher of shorthand and typewriting has been added, and the 
salary of the military instructor, who is now on duty four days 
in the week instead of two as in former years, has been doubled. 
A supervisor of music has been added, and the evening schools 
have had their teaching force increased from 149 teachers in 
December, 1902, to 163 at the present time, with a correspond- 
ing increase in salaries. The total increase, mainly in the 
evening schools, will be about $2500. The appropriation asked 
for in January, 1903, was $309,000, a sum which proved to be 
too small by $3500, the underestimate being on fuel, for which 
$30,000 was estimated, where $34,871 proved to be needed. 
The estimate for fuel in 1904 is $20,500, and the total estimate 
of the department, the sum for which an appropriation will be 
asked, is $304,000. 

The school department, by the way, earned $5784 in 1903 
in tuitions, for which it received no credit, and paid $3430 
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for board of truants at the County school. Deducting these 
sums from total expenses the tax levy needed for the support 
of schools was but slightly more than four mills on the dollar, 
not at all an unusual amount as compared with cities elsewhere. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

No new school houses were erected or begun in 1903, 
and the needs of the city remain so exactly the same as one 
year ago that the statements made in the report for 1902 
might be repeated now without the change of a word. We 
still have, as we had then, four localities where the best interests 
of the children require increased school house and school yard 
accommodation, — Centralville, the Highlands, the Lincoln district, 
and the Butler. 

In Centralville, land for a new house has been purchased, 
and a building will doubtless be erected on it in 1904. The 
first purpose of this building is to relieve the Varnum, the 
second is, or is likely to be, to provide a place for the better 
housing of the children now in the Lakeview avenue school. 
The main building at Lakeview Avenue is old, poor, and badly 
located, and the new one is a temporary or emergency struc- 
ture without cellar, and on leased land. These buildings, 
however, are yet habitable, and if they are still to be occu- 
pied the new building need be of only eight rooms. This, 
however, would be a second best arrangement, endurable but not 
desirable, and the best thing would be the closing of the 
Lakeview Avenue buildings, and the transfer of their pupils to 
the new house. If this is to be done the new building should 
have at least twelve rooms, and in either case, whether it is 
to be at first of eight rooms or of twelve, it should be so 
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built as to provide opportunity for very large extension, for it 
is to be sometime, I believe, one of the largest houses in 
the city. 

The Highland not only has two rooms and teachers in 
its assembty hall, as last year, but is almost certain to have 
a third overflow class, with no place at all to put it, next 
September. The need of further accommodations before that 
time is, therefore, very great. And here too, as at the Varnum, 
there is a best and a second best thing that may -be done. 
The best is to build an eight room addition at the rear of 
the present building, as was stated last year ; the second best, 
which may be the only leasible thing under the circumstances, 
is to secure temporary relief by finishing and fitting up two 
school rooms on the third floor. There is an open attic in 
which two good rooms can be made at an expense which 
would be small compared with the cost of a new house. 
True, the new house would still have to be provided, later, 
but the two rooms would be of very great use in the present 
emergency. It is quite probable that the City Council would 
be very glad to get out of the present difficulty by so inex- 
pensive an expedient, and 'if adequate relief not only for the 
present but for the future is too much to ask for now, then 
we should, I think, ask for what we can well hope to get, 
and that at once and with a persistence that will not be denied. 

In the Lincoln district the sub committee of the Grand 
and Howard street schools, Dr. Allen, made a most earnest 
effort to get the house of the latter enlarged, or rebuilt, so 
that it would be large enough to accommodate the pupils of 
both schools, and of the two primary classes in the Lincoln 
as well. Failing in this he turned his attention to the improve- 
ment of the houses he was forced to keep, and secured for 
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both improved systems of ventilation, which are proving very 
effective. In the meantime, the increase in number of grammar 
school pupils at the Lincoln has necessitated the opening of 
another room of grammar grade there, and to make a place 
for it the kindergarten has been crowded out of its former 
quarters, and crowded into a space at the end of a corridor 
on the second floor. This space, however, has been enclosed 
by a partition so as to form a fair sized room, an adjoining 
teachers’ room or office has been added to it, and altogether 
the kindergarten’s quarters are at least fairly good. This last 
extension, however, marks the limit, and further growth can 
be provided for only by an increase of room. 

The Butler school has two classes in its assembly hall, 
a very undesirable state of affairs, and no form of relief is 

, i 

even suggested. Its yard room, or lack of room, is a sore 
trial. That at least can be easily remedied if the city is willing 
to pay the cost, for adjoining lot owners are eager to sell 
land. Its need is beyond question, and it is very desirable 
that it should be obtained soon. And when that is, done, and 
possibly before, more house room must somehow be found, 
possibly before the Centralville building can be finished. 
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SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 

Changes in schools and in teachers have been fewer in 1903 
than in any other year for a decade at least. For the second 
time in ten years twelve months have passed in which no teacher 
has been called away by death, and there have been but two 
resignations and three elections, where our average in the pre- 
vious ten years had been more than nine resignations and more 
than twenty elections annually. In 1893 we elected twenty-five 
teachers; in ’95 twenty-eight were elected, and in ’97 twenty- 
nine were added to the roll; numbers which make our total of 
three in 1903 look very small indeed, while the meager number 
of recent resignations would seem to indicate that teaching in 
LowelFis satisfactory and attractive enough to hold the most of 
those who .can get a place on our roll. Resignations for the 
purpose of going elsewhere to a position which would be in all 
respects a better one, have, indeed, always been rare. Teachers 
resign from choice, to marry, and from necessity when compelled 
by ill health; but rarely from a wish to change places, a fact 
which speaks well for the conditions under which they work, at 
least from their point of view. 

Much has been said, and with reason, against a policy which 
would restrict the selection of teachers to residents of the city, 
and Lowell has no rule which would thus restrict its choice in 
any grade of its schools, nor should it have; but the election of 
residents certainly has this advantage, and it is not a slight one, 
that the fact of a home in Lowell from which one is unwilling 
to go prevents the loss of the very best teachers, those who, 
but for the fact that home and relatives are here, would be at- 
tracted elsewhere by the offer of more money. I have known, 
personally, of several cases, recently, where Lowell teachers 
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have been offered more salary to go elsewhere, but have chosen 
to remain, certainly to our advantage, and, as we hope, . at no 
real loss to themselves.

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The most significant event in the history of the High 
School in 1903 was the increase in the length of its daily 
session, which was made at the beginning of the school year 
in September.

For many years the daily session of the High School was 
from 8.30 a. m. to 1 p. m. It was divided near the middle 
by a 20-minute recess, and the remaining time, aside from the 
little assigned to opening exercises, etc., was divided into five 
nearly equal periods, of approximately 45 minutes each. 
Teachers, as a rule, were expected to teach as many classes 
as there were recitation periods, and there was no opportunity 
to give individual assistance unless teachers and students were 
willing, as they very often were, to devote to this much needed 
work the time supposed to be given to recess. The whole 
time was as fully improved as it well could be, but it was 
felt by all to be inadequate, especially in recent years when 
the demands of colleges have become so much more exacting. 

With so short a session no place could be found for 
music, calisthenics, and military drill except by the omission 
of recitations, and as all these, especially the drill, had to be 
provided for twice a week, it naturally followed that the twenty- 
five recitations per week of theory were only twenty-three at 
most in practice. All other large high schools in the country, 
so far as we know, had longer sessions, and therefore an 

opportunity for more lessons. In the lack of the time other 

schools were having our teachers gave longer lessons, crowd- 
ing, if possible, more work into each of the hours they did 
have, and were justly proud of their results. In quality of 
work no school in New England stands better. The public 
was satisfied, as well it might be, but the teachers felt the 

disadvantage or their shorter, or fewer, hours, and their demand 
for a longer session would doubtless have been granted some 
time in any case, but the necessity of an immediate decision 
was suddenly forced upon us by the higher institutions to 

which our students wish to go after graduation. 
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The thirteen colleges of New England, with the exception 
of Harvard and Yale, have been accustomed to accept the 
certificate of secondary schools of good standing in lieu of 
an examination of candidates for admission. The requirements on 
which these certificates were based differed with the different colleges, 
and it sometimes happened that a student not qualified for a 
certificate to one might easily meet the conditions of another. 
This might be a good thing for some prospective collegians, 
and possibly for some fitting schools, but it had so many disad- 
vantages for the colleges that they were forced to practically 
form a ‘ £ trust, ’ } that is to agree upon a uniform requirement. 
Eleven colleges, therefore, united in forming a single “College En- 
trance Certificate Board,” and gave notice that after January i, 
1904, they would accept certificates from those schools only 
which had the approval of this board. All fitting schools were 
notified to apply to the Board for approval, and, presumably, all 
did so. In reply they were asked to make a statement as to 
the work they were doing, especially in the matter of time 
given to each subject. Now measured by quality Lowell was 
all right, but judged by hours devoted to recitation it was likely 
to make but a poor showing. Lowell was never “threatened 
with the refusal of a certificate” as was reported; her right to 
one was never questioned, of course, but the master of the 
High School knew, and all who were conversant with the situa- 
tion knew, that the credit of the school and of the city depended 
on an ability to show that we were giving about the same time 
to each of the several subjects of inquiry as is given in other 
schools. 

More time, therefore, it was agreed that the school must 
have, and this end could be reached in two ways: by dispensing 
with military drill, which would allow of two more recitations 
per week, or by increasing the length of the daily session. The 
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teachers of the school were inclined to favor the former. There 
has always been a minority of students and parents who have 
objected to the drill. This minority had been able to cause so 
much discomfort that its numbers and its influence had doubt- 
less been overrated. Some boys would dodge drill on all sorts 
of pretexts, or with no pretext at all, and some parents would 
sustain them in such action. A few would never procure a 
uniform, or wear one if provided, and these, too, had the active 
backing, in some cases, of parents. Boys who would not get 
a uniform would “cut” drill on field day and leave the com- 
pany to which they belonged to fail, where it might otherwise 
have won prizes, and when disciplined therefor would have the 
support of parents. 

These cases, happily, were few, but the annoyance they caused 
was out of all proportion to their number, and believing the 
opposition to drill to be much more general than it was, the 
willingness of teachers to dispense with it was natural. When 
however, parents were asked, by means of a circular letter, not 
merely whether they wished the drill to be continued, but 
whether they wished it to be retained on the penalty of a 
lengthened session, and when they had replied in favor of keep- 
ing the drill by a majority of more than five to one, there was 
no longer a question of what should be done. The school 
committee registered the will of the majority; the drill was re- 
tained, and the session lengthened to end at 1.30 p. m. 

By present arrangement the session, after a brief opening 
exercise, is divided into six nearly equal periods, the first three 
and the last two of which are devoted to recitations, while the 
fourth provides time for a twenty minute recess, preceded on 
four days of the week by a thirty-five minute period of military 
drill by the boys, and of physical culture exercise by the girls, 
and by a music lesson of the same length on the fifth day. 
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Both boys and girls are divided into two divisions which alter- 
nate in drill, so that the individual is called out but twice a 
week. No recitations are omitted, and the program is exactly 
the same for each of the five days of the school week. In 
practice this plan is working admirably. Its perfect regularity 
is restful. Omitted hours, shifted lessons, and wondering how 
the morrow will differ from today, are all things of the past for 
both pupils and teachers. On the first morning of the new 
school year all students who were present at all were in their 
places, all had lessons assigned and were at work, and by the 
second morning all were, or should have been, present for reci- 
tation on a plan that has not varied since. It scarcely needs 
to be added that the Entrance Certificate . Board is satisfied, and 
has ‘ ‘ approved 5 5 the school for the next three years. 

Through the kind offices of J. H. Guillet, Esq., President 
of the French Alliance at Lowell, the Federation of the French 
Alliances in the United States donated to the High School in 
1903 two medals to to be given to students in the graduating 
class for proficiency in the studies of the French language and 
literature. The medals were of bronze, and were admirable in 
symbol and workmanship. The teachers of French in the High 
School were constituted judges, and the medals were duly be- 
stowed on the young man and the young woman who had 
earned them, as a part of the final exercises of the school, Mr. 
Guillet making the presentation address. The gift added much 
to the interest of the occasion, and was doubtless of value in 
encouraging the study of French in the school, and so deserved 
the thanks which were voted the donors by the school committee. 

No new course or study has been introduced this year, and 
the newest thing we have is the shorthand and typewriting 
course, which was opened in 1902, and in which a class is to 
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graduate next June. The newness of the work makes' some 
statistics a matter of interest. 

The class to take up shorthand in September, ’02, numbered 
106, and had 97 members at the end of the school year. About 
one-half the class were students in the third year of the com- 
mercial course; the rest were post-graduates and members of 
other classes who took the subject as an elective. Those who 
were of the senior class in other courses, of whom there were 
33, graduated in June; eight others, * including three post-gradu- 
ates, failed to return in September, 1903; six who remained in 
the school discontinued the study, and the class which began 
second year work numbered 50. One, a post-graduate who has 
obtained employment, has since left, and the present class num- 
bers 49. Several others have been offered positions, but have 
chosen to remain. Individuals of the class differ much in pro- 
ficiency, as must always be the case; but at least a dozen are 
believed to be already qualified to take ordinary positions as 
stenographers and typewriters, and it is hoped that as much can 
be said of all by the end of the school year. Of those who 
graduated in other courses last June, having taken less than half 
of the shorthand and typewriting course, several have obtained 
positions as stenographers or typewriters, and others are pursu- 
ing the study further in a commercial school where they can 
give their whole time to it and thus progress faster than they 
could in the High School, where stenography and typewriting 
is but one of four studies which must be taken. 

The second class in the course, which began the subject 
last -September, numbered 75. One or two have dropped out 
but more have come in, so that the present number is 76, of 
whom 39 are in the commercial course, 23 in the classical course, 
1 1 are in other courses, and three are post-graduates who return 
to school to take up this subject. 
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The graduation exercises of the school were in Huntington 
Hall, June 22. In accordance with custom the program, the 
names of the graduates, of the Carney medal winners, and of the 
“honorable mention” students are given herewith.

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TRAINING SCHOOL. 

A class of fourteen young ladies finished their year of teach- 
ing as members of the practice class at the Training School in 
June, and received certificates entitling them to teach in the 
schools of the city. This period of testing is, in effect, a part 
of the examination which the School Committee makes of per- 
sons applying for positions as teachers, and successful work 
through the year not only wins a certificate of qualifications but 
secures a practical monopoly of all possible appointments as 
teachers in the primary and grammar schools of the city. Of 
this year’s class five are graduates of colleges and nine of nor- 
mal schools. Their names are given in the appendix, following 
the names of elected teachers. 

Examinations in June and July resulted in the selection of 
a new class of fifteen to begin work in September. Their names 
appear with others in the roll of the school. Only college and 
normal graduates are eligible, yet there were fifty-two applicants, 
of whom twenty-four were from colleges and twenty-eight from 
normal schools. As scarcely more than one-fourth of those who 
applied could be received, it was thought proper to discourage 
those who lived far from Lowell, and the number actually tested 
was but thirty-two, six of whom were from colleges and twenty- 
six from normal schools. 

The examination consisted of a written test in mathematics 
(arithmetic and algebra), given by the superintendent of schools; 
a language test given by the principal of Ahe Training School, 
and an exercise in reading and another in teaching a class of 
children, which were observed and marked by the superin- 
tendent and by the faculty (principal and three assistants) of 
the school. The reading and teaching exercises were also ob- 
served by the committee on teachers. The standing of the

applicants in the institutions from which they came was obtained as 
far as possible, and the decision as to the persons having the 
highest rank was made by the committee on teachers on a com- 
parison and combination of all the ranks and data thus provided. 

The standard of acquirement and efficiency required of 
teachers has been raised a good deal everywhere in recent years, 
and there is, happily, as yet no sign of any backward step in this 
particular. The time is within memory when eligibility lor 
appointment could be secured by simply passing an examination so 
easy as to be within the reach of most high school graduates and 
of many who had not extended their education beyond the 
grammar grade. Now even the smallest country towns are de- 
manding professional training preceded by at least a high school 
education, and the cities, practically without exception, are in- 
sisting upon experience as well. Many cities, indeed, put far more 
emphasis on successful work already done than on preliminary 
education or training. If a candidate before the school committee 
of such a city asks how she can get experience if refused a chance 
to teach, she is told that that there are other places, country towns 
for instance, which will be glad to employ her on the strength of 
her diplomas alone, and that only after a novitiate of a year or two 
elsewhere can she expect a position in the larger place with the 
larger salary. Lowell demands successful experience added to 
college or normal training, as do her sister cities of the State ; her 
difference from some of them is that she offers candidates an oppor- 
tunity to get this training at home, a privilege for some of them of 
no small importance. v 
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COLLEGE GRADUATES IN ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOLS. 

The relation of college graduates to elementary school work 
is rapidly becoming a matter of interest and importance. Twenty 
years ago such graduates, women, who were seeking positions as 
teachers were few. None would take a position in a grade school, 
and the high school which could get one was considered fortunate. 
Now the women’s colleges are sending out graduates by the 
thousand. High school positions no longer suffice, and the holders 
of college degrees are coming into the grades in very consider- 
able numbers. 

The first graduates of a college to ask admission to our 
Training School, two in number, came in 1899. They were 
received with great satisfaction by the committee, and were 
followed by three others the next yean In 1901 five were admit- 
ted, and in 1902 nine applied, of whom six were accepted. At 
that time as now a choice was made among other applicants on the 
basis of an examination which was practically competitive, but 
college girls were admitted without test, the committee accepting 
their diplomas as proof of scholarship, and not having candidates 
enough to make it necessary to discriminate between them. ' The 
fact that the school was open to college women, that in it one could 
get a year’s experience, ( a qualification so vitally necessary in 
securing good positions ), and a salary of $300 besides, was not 
generally known at first, nor is it generally known now, but as the 
news spread applicants increased until it w’as impossible to receive 
them all, and it became necessary to choose between them. The 
same examinations that are used for other applicants were accord- 
ingly voted by the committee in 1902 and used in 1903. Such 
examinations are more or less of a nuisance to applicants, not so 
much on account of difficulty in attaining a good rank as from the 
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trouble and expense of attending them, and this fact, coupled with 
the certainty that only a limited number can be received, will 
doubtless tend to decrease the number of candidates in the future ; 
otherwise it would certainly be very great. In any case we can 
probably have as many as we wish for and can employ. The 
number in the present practice class of fifteen is three, one who had 
been accepted having declined her appointment. 

At a meeting of the National Department of School Superin- 
tendence last February the question of college graduates found a 
place on the program for the first time, a fact significant of its 
growing importance. Supt. Poland of Newark, N. J., who opened 
the discussion, has twenty-five such teachers, a number larger than 
that of any other superintendent of whom I know. He had found 
them, he said, superior in some respects, yet they had not all been 
successful, and if all the teachers of his city were to be divided into 
five classes on a basis of merit and efficiency only a small minority 
of his college bred teachers would be in the first, or highest, 
division. The general opinion of all who took part in the dis- 
cussion seemed to be, indeed, that the college woman by her wider 
outlook and broader education adds much to the strength and 
power of any corps of teachers, yet her initial work, owing to her 
lack of experience with children, is not likely to surpass, or even to 
equal that of the normal graduate. The very best thing, as all 
seemed to agree, would be professional training and practice in 
teaching added to the riper culture and more liberal education of 
the college. And this, it should be noted, which the best men of 
the country consider an absolutely ideal condition, is just what we 
have in Lowell to the moderate extent to which we have 
cared to go. 

With us thus far the difficulty has not been at all in getting 
college bred women to undertake elementary school work, but in 
keeping them at it. The experience gained in our Training School, 
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and, perhaps, in a little further practice in our grade schools, has 
proved such an effective help in getting secondary school positions 
that a very large part of this class of our Training School graduates 
are already enjoying the higher pay which high schools usually 
offer. Of the nineteen college applicants thus far received one left 
before graduation to take a better position elsewhere, one fell out 
on account of ill health, and three are still in the school, doing, of 
course, elementary school work. Of the fourteen graduates one, 
after a year of teaching, is now engaged in post graduate study ; 
nine are doing secondary school work, six in Lowell and three else- 
where, leaving only four who are doing, or are available to do, 
elementary school work. If the pay in elementary schools was as 
large as in secondary schools, as it well might be and possibly will 
be sometime, teachers would, undoubtedly, be much less anxious 
to change, since some of them, at least, find themselves well 
adapted to work in the grades and very happy in it. 

The teaching done by college trained women in the elementary 
schools of Lowell is as yet too limited to afford any fair basis for an 
estimate of its efficiency. No special difference, indeed, has been 
noted between their teaching and that of other new teachers. The 
personal element comes in here, of course, as everywhere. The 
teachers whom I value most are still, in large proportion, among 
those who have been longest- in service. The liberally educated 
and professionally trained teacher undoubtedly begins with a very 
great advantage over her older sister who too frequently lacked 
both of these important qualifications ; whether however, she will be 
a better teacher in the future than her older sister is in the present 
is a thing yet to be seen, and is to depend very little on that which 
has been done for her and very much on what she is and what she 
cares to do for herself and for the children for whom she 
is responsible. * 
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EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The attendance at evening schools for the term of 1902-3 was 
considerably larger than usual, owing doubtless to the “good 
times ’ ’ prevailing and the abundance of work at the mills, condi- 
tions which always attract to the city many minors who cannot 
read and write in English. A strike of mill operatives early in 
1903 caused many workmen to leave the city, and when work 
began again the help needed to replace the men and women ( who 
had gone away, and who had not returned, came quite largely from 
lands where English is not learned. This fact still further increased 
the number of those who must attend an evening school in order to 
be legally employed, and the first week of the new term in October 
showed an attendance of over 2800. This number decreased a 
little later, as is always the case, but kept up an average of over 
2400 until the Christmas vacation. Of this number about 600 were, 
in the evening high school and about as many more who were able 
to read and write were attending one or another of the elementary 
schools from choice, but the majority were attending under com- 
pulsion because of inability to read and write in English. Al- 
though pupils of this class would not usually attend at all if they 
could help it they yet, as a rule, do good work when once at school, 
and many of them, especially if they attend two or more years, 
acquire the rudiments at least of a good English education.

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CHILD LABOR LAWS. 

During the last few months the attention of the public has 
been called several times to the question of the proper enforcement 
of the laws relating to child labor. These laws provide that no 
child under the age of fourteen years shall be employed in any 
factory, worshop or mercantile establishment at any time. With 
this law schools, or school vacations, have nothing to do. If a 
child is fourteen years of age he may be legally employed in the 
places named ; if he is not fourteen he must not work in them, and 
that is the end of the matter so far as legal employment is con- 
cerned. For the protection of employers the law further provides 
that they shall be furnished with a legal age certificate for each 
child employed, the word ,e child” in this case meaning persons 
between 14 and 16 years of age, and the pleasant and easy cffity of 
issuing these certificates, that is of deciding whether some thou- 
sands of children really are fourteen years old or not, is imposed 
upon the superintendent of schools. Happily he is allowed to 
delegate this duty, to some extent at least, and in Lowell the work 
is done by the truant officers, who issued no less than 2374 such 
certificates in 1903. And there is a suspicion, though as yet no 
proof, that they may have made some mistakes, or may have been 
deceived in some cases ! 

To obtain a certificate asserting that he is fourteen or more 
years old the child must first get from his prospective employer a 
so-called “ employment ticket/’ which states that when the person 
named and described on it has secured an age certificate he will be 
given employment. This ticket he presents to a truant officer at 
city hall, and his parent or guardian, by whom he must be accom- 
panied, testifies to his age under oath. If there is no reason to 
suspect that his age is less than is asserted, and if it is fourteen 
years or more, he is given a certificate on which the employment 
ticket is pasted. The advantage of the ticket is that the name 
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upon it can be copied upon the certificate, which makes it difficult 
for one person to get a certificate for and in the name of another. 
In cases of doubt proof is, of course, -required, a proceeding which, 
though necessary, often involves no inconsiderable amount of hard- 
ship. School records and school census records are both matters 
of reference, but neither has the assurance of accuracy which can 
be relied upon as positive proof. For persons born in Lowell a 
birth record can usually be found in the office of the city clerk, but 
these records are, unfortunately, incomplete, and some persons 
born in the city have very great difficulty in getting documentary 
proof of their age. For persons born in Canada it is usually easy 
to get a transcript of the record of birth made by the parish priest, 
but for persons born in Syria, Armenia and Greece it is more 
difficult. Added to the trouble of sending and the time required 
to get a return is the fact that records in many of the lands from 
which our immigrants come are not well kept. Even when certi- 
fied copies have come from such lands I have been no better 
satisfied than before, for the opportunity for misstatement on such 
papers is obviously very great, and the person who would take a 
false oath here would not be seriously troubled, I think, to get 
from home at small expense pretty much any kind of statement or 
pretended copy which he might desire. 

Now in the face of difficulties like these, when the large 
majority of those who apply are of foreign birth with unpronounce- 
able names, when the numbers are far too great to make it possible 
to remember the faces of all who apply, it would take a braver man 
than I am to assert that no mistake has ever been made, or that no 
boy has taken two certificates a month or two apart, and given one, 
possibly for pay, to a younger brother or friend, but I do assert 
that the work has been done conscientiously, with skill and 
judgment, and until proof of one mistake has been presented I 
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shall continue to hold the opinion that the number, if there be any, 
is far less than would naturally have been expected. 

Two gentlemen have recently stood, on different days, at the 
same mill gates and watched the passing crowd. One told me that 
he saw no one whom he thought to be less than fourteen . years of 
age. I was surprised at his report, and not surprised that the 
other saw several who seemed to him much under age. I too have 
seen, in the truant office, many such, and have seen them refused 
certificates. But I have seen some who returned a few days later 
with incontestible proof that they were really as old as they claimed 
to be. I recall one boy whom I declared to be no more than ten; 
he was born in this country and soon proved beyond a doubt that 
he was really in his fifteenth year. Anyone who sees him at the 
mill gate will doubtless think of him as I did, but such “thinking” 
is not proof. Meanwhile we are doing the best we can under very 
difficult conditions. The statistical report of the truant officers 
follows my own. 

In conclusion I desire to return sincere thanks to the members 
of the school committee for continued confidence and support, to 
all teachers and fellow workers for the faithfulness and zeal with 
which they have done their work, and for the kindly co-operation 
which has done so much to lighten my own, and to make it 
pleasant and successful.

The above table is intended as an approximate estimate of the 
relative importance of the different studies, and teachers are at liberty 
to vary the time for each study within such reasonable limits as cir- 
cumstances may require. 
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FIRST YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — Teach at first by the sentence or word method 
or by a combination of the two, beginning with script letters on the 
blackboard. As soon as a few words are learned use phonic 
analysis to secure distinct articulation and assist in the recognition 
of new words. Consult on the subject of phonetics Ward’s 
“ Manual of Instruction. ” 

Writing. — Short sentences from blackboard copy. 

Language. — Children should be led to talk freely about 
things with which they are familiar and to reproduce short stories 
told them by the teacher. Memory gems, brief maxims, and short 
selections of poetry should be learned and recited in this and all 
succeeding grades. History and literature in the form of short 
stories should have some place from the first, care being taken to 
have such stories very simple as well as short. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers from one to five inclusive. Add, 
multiply, subtract and divide, developing all processes by the aid 
of objects. 

Nature Study. — Lessons to recognize and name a few 
common plants, animals and minerals, and to note single qualities 
of each. Teach only from observation and experiment. The 
“Outline Course,” prepared by the N. E. Conference of Educa- 
tional Workers, may be used as a manual. Copies can be had at 
the office of the Superintendent of Schools. 

Physiology. — Oral lessons, teaching the names and uses of 
the external parts of the body, and the. simplest rules of health. 
Teach the effect of the use of alcoholic stimulants and narcotics, as 
required by the laws of the state. 
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Manners and Morals. — As required by the Public Statutes 
of the Commonwealth and printed on page 26 of the Rules of the 
School Committee in this and all succeeding grades. Mrs. 
Dewey’s “ How to Teach Manners,” or Miss Wiggin’s “ Lessons 
on Manners,” may serve as a manual. 

Music and Drawing. — Throughout the course as directed 
by the special teacher of each of these branches. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Primers or First Readers of any of the dozen or 
more authorized series. Continue phonics with much drill on 
phonograms and their blending into words. See that every sen- 
tence is spoken as a whole. In this, as in all grades, the aim is to 
secure a full comprehension of the thought, natural expression, 
distinct articulation, correct pronunciation and ready utterance. 

Writing. — Sentences from the blackboard, chart, and 
teacher’s copy. The teaching of spelling should be included in the 
same exercise. See Ward’s Manual, page 29. If all the letters of 
the alphabet have not been learned by the pupil by the end of the 
year, unconsciously, give a little special instruction to accomplish 
this object. 

Language. — Conversational lessons and story telling as in 
the first half. History and literature continued. Whenever 
possible make stories more interesting by showing pictures. 
Begin writing short sentences and teach the capital at the begin- 
ning of the sentence, the capital I and the period and interrogation 
mark. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to ten inclusive. 
Use objects at first, but discard them as soon as pupils can do 
without them. Arabic and Roman notation to ten. Teach and 
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use the signs +, — , X, -f-, =, and have their use begun by pupils. 
Teach objectively the fractions \ coins from one cent to 10 

cents, pint, quart, inch. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in first half. Teach only the 
most general and obvious features, and assist pupils to find out all 
facts for themselves as far as possible. 

Physiology. — As in the first half. In connection with 
names and uses teach the proper care of the hair, teeth, 
nails, etc. Do not try to teach too much ; only general facts 
which are within the range of the pupils’ observations are wanted. 
Show importance of cleanliness, exercise, proper clothing, good 
food, pure air, etc., in this and succeeding grades. 


SECOND YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of second readers with phonetic 
drill as before. The ideal in this and all succeeding grades of the 
primary course is to have thoughts given as wholes with no hesita- 
ting over or at the separate words. To enable pupils to do this all 
new and difficult words should be pronounced and their meaning 
explained before oral reading is begun. Then, by questioning, 
make sure that the pupil fully understands what he has seen in 
print, and allow him to read, orally, only when he is ready to do 
so without halt or break. 

Writing. — Sentences and words as in the first year, and 
from dictation. Use capitals, the period and the question mark. 
As before the same exercise should teach spelling. Oral spelling 
may also be begun at the option of the teacher. Teach children to 
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spell their own names and the names of places or objects in which 
they are interested. 

Language. — Teach the use of good English by illustration 
in readings and story telling, using for this purpose selections 
simple enough to be suited to the children and yet such as are in 
good literary form, and give practice in very simple reproductions, 
both oral and written. The literature best adapted to this grade is 
that of fairy tales and folk lore stories, and the history is that of 
mythology and legend. Local history should receive attention 
and such stories as those of Columbus, the Pilgrims, Washington, 
etc. , would be appropriate. Suit history to holidays, as ‘‘The 
First Thanksgiving ” to November, etc. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, in separations and 
combinations, to twenty. Objects may be used if necessary, but 
ought not to be greatly needed. Simple operations in small 
fractions and in denominate numbers also continued. Teach pupils 
to use the signs +, — , etc. 

Nature Study. — Work of the first year continued and 
extended. Of plants name parts, as stem, leaf, bud, etc. Name 
parts and note habits of animals, birds, insects, etc. Remember 
that no lesson is worth giving which does not ^thoroughly interest 
the pupil at the time, and tend to increase his regard for the 
natural objects which are about him. 

Physiology. — The senses ; the eye and sight ; the ear and 
hearing. Teach only the most general features, any thorough 
study of the anatomy of the eye or ear being wholly out of place. 
Temperance teaching as before. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Second readers completed; Phonic drill con- 
tinued and emphasized. 
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Writing. — On paper, from 'blackboard copy, from dictation, 
and from print as found in the reading book. 

Spelling. — W ords of the reading lesson copied by pupils, 
either from the book or from dictation, or spelled orally, or both. 
Teach the spelling also of objects like articles of food or clothing 
with which children are familiar and in which they are interested. 

Language. — As in the first half. Oral and written exercises. 
Continue to give attention to capitals and the most common marks 
of punctuation. History and literature as in the first half. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to fifty, with drill 
as in the first half. Roman notation to fifty. Coins and dollar 
sign ; pint, quart, gallon ; pint, quart, peck, bushel ; inch, foot, 
yard ; hour, day, week, month, year ; dozen. Fractions, 

}6, Vi, /€• 

Nature Study. — As in the first half. Experiment with 
seeds planted in pots in the school room. Have children gather 
cocoons and watch for the change into moths and butterflies. 
Make regard for animal life an integral part of all lessons on 
animals. Observe, draw, describe. 

Physiology. — The senses continued; the nose and smell; 
the tongue and taste ; touch. Show the use and [value of [all the 
senses, and the ill effects of abuse, including under the latter topic 
the effects of alcohol and tobacco. Be careful not to lessen 
influence by overstatements. 


THIRD YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 


Reading. — The first half of advanced second readers, and 
of easy third readers. The habit of reproducing that which has 
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been read, usually orally, but sometimes in writing, which should 
have already been begun, becomes in this and succeeding grades a 
matter of the greatest importance, and every reading lesson should 
have in connection \yith it some work of this kind. 

Writing. — On paper with pen or pencil, and in the writing 
book with pen. In all written work in language, nature study, 
etc., insist on order, neatness, and the very best penmanship of 
which the pupil is capable. 

Spelling. — Words and sentences copied from books or 
from the blackboard, and afterward written from dictation. New 
words in the reading lesson spelled orally, and afterward written in 
sentences. Give much drill on familiar words which are often 
misspelled. 

Language. — Oral and written exercises. Review, continue 
and extend all work of previous grades. Teach different forms of 
sentences ; the use of is, are ; was, were ; did, done ; saw, seen, 
etc. ; the correct use in the sentences of some synonyms as big, 
large ; like, love, etc. ; and a few homonyms, as fore, four ; 
write, right ; no, know, etc. ; the use of capitals with proper 
names, some abbreviations, and such punctuation as is needed in 
the written work done by pupils. 

The work in history and literature may be extended some- 
what, both in use and in subjects. A little written reproduction 
may be added to the oral, and stories for literary culture may 
include myths, fables and folk lore, such as are given by Haw- 
thorne in his “Wonder Book,” or Scudder in his collection of 
folk lore tales. In myths, choose those of natural objects, as 
“Ulysses and the Bag of Winds,” etc. History may include 
more stories of noted men and events. The history of Lowell is 
worthy of much attention, especially the story of its founding. 
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Note use of Indian names, as Wamesit, Merrimack, Pawtucket, 
etc. Use pictures when possible. 

Arithmetic. — -Numbers, oral and written, Arabic and 
Roman notation to one hundred. Emphasize the addition of 
numbers in columns, and the multiplication table. 

Geography. — Teach points of compass with application to 
many objects in and about the school house. At appropriate times 
give easy oral and observation lessons on natural phenomena, as 
clouds, frost, snow, etc. Note temperature as warm, hot, or cold, 
and the weather as sunny, cloudy or rainy. Keep weather records. 
For further suggestions consult Frye’s Primary Geography. 

Nature Study. — Observation lessons on familiar plants, 
animals, and minerals continued, to include some knowledge of 
parts, habits, uses, qualities, etc., with comparisons noting resem- 
blances and differences. 

Physiology. — The bones, teeth, skin and muscles. Teach 
few names, and only the most general features; giving special 
attention to the laws of health. Temperance teaching continued. 

* 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Advanced second readers completed, and sup- 
plementary readers. Continue phonics and enunciation exercises. 

Writing. — Copy book No. 2 with pen, and paper with pen 
or pencil, as before. 

Spelling. — As in first half. 

Language. — At the end of this year pupils should be able to 
write simple statements legibly and in correct form, and should 
have such knowledge of punctuation marks, capital letters and 
common abbreviations as is needed in such writing. They should 
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have had some practice in the simplest form of letter writing. The 
work to be done is indicated in the foregoing statement. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to one hundred. Arabic and 
Roman notation to one thousand. Review and extend the 
work of all previous grades. To be ready for promotion 
to a grammar school, children should be able to add columns 
of figures to a total of 100 rapidly and accurately ; to 
know the multiplication table to ten times ten so as to be 
able to give products instantly ; to use all the common tables of 
denominate numbers in simple reductions ; and to add, multiply, 
subtract and divide small fractions like ^ and 

Geography. — Have children read Carroll’s Around the 
World, First Book, and add such comment and instruction as 
shall give to the subject the highest attainable degree of interest 
and value. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in the first half. 

Physiology. — Circulation, respiration and digestion. As 
before avoid teaching too much, and make the instruction as 
practical as 'possible by relating each fact learned to some simple 
and easily followed law of health. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 
fourth year. 

Reading. — Authorized third readers and supplementary 
reading of the same grade. Correlate history and geography with 
reading by the use of stories of heroes either real or mythological 
and by accounts of strange countries and unique productions. 
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Spelling. — Words in common use, orally and in writing. 
By definition, or use in sentences, make sure that pupils under- 
stand the meaning of all words given for a lesson. Make every 
written exercise a lesson in spelling. Select words for practice from 
all text books used, and for supplementary drill use authorized 
text books as follows : Worcester, first half to page 29 ; second 
half to page 47 ; Reed, first half to page 24 ; second half to page 
38 ; Morse, first half to page 10 ; second half to page 30. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to 1000. Daily oral drill in num- 
bers to 100, as in the primary schools. Written work, with 
numbers usually small enough to be expressed by three figures, in 
addition, subtraction, multiplication and division, no multiplier or 
divisor to to be larger than 9. Use terms, sum, product, multi- 
plier, etc., but do not require definitions. Give problems in 
dollars and cents, using the dollar sign and decimal point. 
Continue the drill of the primary school in easy reductions of 
denominate numbers. Teach the reduction, addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, and division of the fractions, } 4 , 

illustrating all processes by objects, but using the written expres- 
sion from the first. Second half, continue and extend all work of 
the first half. Notation and numeration to 1,000,000. Multipli- 
cation with multipliers large enough to be expressed by two or 
three figures, and long division, no divisor larger than 25. Dec- 
imals to thousandths in addition and subtraction, and in multipli- 
cands and dividends in multiplication and division. 

Language. — The expression of thought, orally and in 
writing, in simple sentences, with practice in the use of such 
capital letters, punctuation marks and abbreviations as are necessary 
to correct writing. ^Oral language should include whole para- 
graphs and the reproduction of entire stories or incidents as well 
as single sentences. Second half, continue work of first-half and 
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add the simplest forms of letter writing as outlined in the authorized 
text book to page 104. Blackboard work strongly recommended. 

Geography. — The earth as a whole, with land and water 
forms ; the air, winds, dew, rain, snow, etc. Teach by observation 
as far as possible, relating that which is beyond vision to that 
which has been observed as far as can be done, and using pictures 
to still further assist the imagination. Second half, the use of globes 
and maps and a brief general study of the hemispheres and their 
grand divisions, North America, the United States as a whole, and 
the New England and Middle States more in detail. 

History. — As many stories should be read by the pupils, or 
told or read to them by the teacher, as time will permit, but the 
number of facts to be required for reproduction should be very 
few, probably not more than could be written on a page of fools- 
cap, or told by a class in the time of a single recitation. These 
few, however, should be learned with the utmost exactness and 
thoroughness ; they should be planned to form the basis of all 
future study of the history of the United States from Columbus to 
the end of the nineteenth century ; should include a few dates like 
1492, 1776, etc., — a half dozen will do very well, but these few 
should be so learned as to be recalled as automatically as the child 
would recall his own name. In the recitation of facts intended to 
be mastered, no mistakes should be tolerated ; nine-tenths of the 
teaching, however, should not have the memorizing of facts, names 
and dates as any part of its object, but should aim to quicken 
interest, broaden vision, stimulate patriotism and develop character 
through appreciation of courage, loyalty and virtue as exemplified 
in the heroes of history. Use pictures, relics, etc., to increase 
interest as far as possible, and remember that whatever else is 
accomplished the lesson is a failure which does not leave the class 
with a desire for further study. 


COURSES OF STUDY.

Nature Study. — Continued study of plant life, emphasizing 
the changes from flower to fruit and seed ; continued study of 
animals for recognition, habits, and adaptation of parts ; second 
half, more detailed study of the plant and its parts, with conditions 
of germination and growth, such as need of air, light, warmth, 
moisture and proper soil ; pebbles, sand and clay with reference to 
life history of rocks. 

Writing, Drawing, and Music as directed by the supervisors 
of these branches in this and succeeding grades. Sewing under 
the direction of the special teacher in this and the next two grades. 

FIFTH YEAR. 

Reading. — -Fourth readers and supplementary books. For 
suggestions see Miss Edmund’s course for this year. 

Spelling. — As in the fourth year, with words for supplemen- 
tary drill, first half to page 69 in Worcester ; second half to page 
93 ; in Morse, first half to page 44 ; second half to page 64 ; Reed, 
first half to page 56 ; second half to page 78. 

Arithmetic. — Continue all the work of the previous year. 
Whatever else is omitted see that oral drill and rapid written work 
with small numbers are given prominent places on the programme. 
In written work give many examples and problems with small 
numbers, rather than a few with large numbers. Long division 
with divisors of not more than three figures. In addition to con- 
stant practice with fractions already learned, teach y 1 ^, J, y 1 -^, 
and continue practice in the use of decimals and denominate num- 
bers. In the use of the authorized text book omit all the examples 
involving long and tedious operations with large numbers. Second 
half, continue work of the first half. Teach fractions to and 
including twenty-fourths. Teach least common multiple when 
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needed as a means of finding the least common denominator of 
fractions, and factoring and cancellation when needed for practical 
use. Extend work of previous years in denominate numbers to 
include all simple reductions. 

Language. — As in the fourth grade the work is still to get 
from the pupil the expression of thought in correct language, both 
oral and written. In this work clearness of thought is of primary 
importance. The pupil must first have something to say, and then 
be taught to say it in terse and correct English. Dictation, repro- 
duction, narration work and letter writing are approved methods of 
securing the result desired. Second half, to work previously done 
add the study of sentences by name, as declarative, interrogative, 
etc., with their division into subject and predicate, and begin the 
study of words and their uses in the sentence to include nouns, 
verbs and pronouns to page 210 in the authorized text book. 
Continue to have pupils do much writing bn the blackboard. 

Geography. — Complete the study of the groups of states 
which compose the United States, and of South America. Second 
half, teach of Europe, Asia, Africa and Oceanica, making the work 
simple, general and elementary, as would be suggested by the 
authorized text books. 

History. — First, review the facts which were taught in the 
fourth year so thoroughly and constantly that no one of them shall 
escape. Second, add about as many new facts, dates, etc., as 
were mastered in the last year, and teach them with the same 
thoroughness and intensity as was then demanded. Cover the 
whole period of the history of civilized man in America, selecting 
the new matter of this year so as to fill out and supplement the 
brief outline of the previous year, and relate our history to that of 
the world’s whole past as far as such relation is natural and help- 
ful. In teaching a few indispensable things be satisfied with 
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nothing less than perfection, and for the rest and by far the most 
of the time have pupils read and enjoy the stories which are the 
life of history, without attempting to burden them with the recol- 
lection of all they read. Correlate with geography, make and use 
maps, draw, use pictures, make collections, etc. 

Nature Study. — Study of trees, for recognition by differ- 
ences in size, form, leaves, bark, etc., study of one insect, as grass- 
hopper, butterfly, or moth, as type ; gather cocoons, and note 
metamorphoses. Second half study of plants and their growth 
continued, emphasizing roots and stems ; of rock-forming minerals 
as quartz, mica, feldspar, hornblende, etc. Note use as building 
stones. 

Physiology. — Book No. t of the Union series, as a reader, 
with such comment and instruction in this and succeeding grades 
as shall comply with the following law of this state : “ Physiology 

and hygiene, which shall include special instruction as to the effects 
of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and narcotics on the human system, 
shall be taught as a regular branch of study to all pupils in schools 
supported by public money.” 

SIXTH YEAR. 

Reading. — fourth Intermediate and supplementary books. 

Spelling. — As before correlate spelling with every subject 
taught. Make every written exercise a lesson in spelling, and for 
supplementary drill use Worcester first half, lo page 111 ; second 
half to page 125 ; Morse, part III to page 73; second half to page 
82 ; Reed, first, to page 92 ; second, to page 106. 

Arithmetic. — Continue *oral drill and rapid written work 
with small numbers. Review and extend work in fractions, but do 
not attempt to master the too difficult problems of the text books. 
Teach decimals more fully than before, and give many problems 
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involving the use of United States money and the reduction of 
denominate numbers. Second half, continue all work of first half. 
Practice in compound numbers should include all common reduc- 
tions, but should omit addition, subtraction (with the exception of 
the subtraction of dates), multiplication and division of compound 
numbers as such, longitude and time, metric equivalents, etc. 

Language. — Study of words and their uses continued to 
include all the Parts of Speech. Second half, classes of nouns as 
common and proper, singular and plural, the changes of form 
which are necessary to indicate possession, and their uses as sub- 
jects or objects of the verb, the distinction of person in pronouns, 
and the use of predicate adjectives. Teach clauses, and the dis- 
tinction between simple and complex sentences. 

The foregoing is the new work of the year, but it should not 
be allowed to prevent the giving of the larger part of the pupil’s 
time to a continuation of the more important work of the fourth 
and fifth years in the correct expression of thought in language 
both oral and written, with careful attention to paragraphing, 
spelling, punctuation, capital letters, abbreviations, etc., in the 
written work. Continue blackboard practice. 

Geography. — Mathematical, physical, and political. Geog- 
raphy of the earth as a whole, with a general study of the 
hemispheres. Second half, North America, the United States as a 
whole, and the New England and Middle States in detail. 

History. — Treat the work of the fourth and fifth years in 
history exactly as the teacher of the fifth year was instructed to 
treat that of the year preceding her own, and make a few additions 
in accordance with the plan and in the spirit heretofore suggested. 

Nature Study. — Study of trees continued. In spring 
emphasize clusters of flowers, maple, elm, horse chestnut, etc., 
and in fall tree fruits, and the dispersion of seeds. Study of birds,

grouping according to habits ; e. g., aerial, perchers ; terrestial, 
scratchers ; aquatic, swimmers ; and the adaptation of parts to these 
habits. 

Physiology. — Book Xo. 2 of the Union series, as a reading 
book, with comment and instruction as before. 

SEVENTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Intermediate and supplemental readers. 

Spelling. — Work of the sixth year continued. For supple- 
mentary drill use Worcester, first half to page 135 ; second half to 
page 145 ; Morse, first half to page 91 ; second to page 112 ; 
Reed, first to page 118 ; second to page 128. 

Arithmetic. — Review constantly the work of all preceding 
years, but especially the work in fractions and denominate num- 
bers. For advance work take up percentage, with applications to 
profit and loss, insurance, brokerage, taxes, etc. Second half, to 
work of first half add interest, simple and compound, with applica- 
tions to promissory notes and discounts at banks. 

Grammar. — “ Study of the sentence as a means of express- 
ing thought, with such attention to the parts of speech and their 
classification and inflection as may be necessary to a clear under- 
standing of the construction of the sentence.” To page 135 in the 
Mother Tongue, Book II. Three lessons each week. 

Language. — - Letter writing, business forms, social notes, 
paragraph and sentence study, descriptions, study of selections, 
etc., as planned in Miss Arnold’s “ Outline of a Course of Study 
in Language,” seventh and eighth grades, pages 18, 19 and 20. 
Two connected periods each week. Some writing on blackboard 
each day is recommended. 
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Geography. — Atlantic, Gulf, and Central States; second 
half, Rocky^ Mountain and Pacific States and Territories, British 
America, Mexico, the Central American Republic and West Indies. 

History. — Discovery, exploration, and conquest of America 
to date of first permanent English settlement in greater detail than 
before, but with constant use of the outline already learned, using 
the order of the authorized text books. Relate the history of this 
country as far as possible to the European, and especially to the 
English history which preceded it. Second half, the settlement of 
North America to the beginning of the French and Indian War. 

Nature Study. — Grains and grasses in the fall ; rose 
family in spring. For animal study, specialize on some typical 
family as e. g., for marine animals, the oyster or clam, the lobster 
or crab. Compare with vertebrates (fish). For work in minerals, 
the study of some common metals and their ores, as iron, 
copper, etc. 

Physiology. First half, food and digestion ; second half, the 
blood, blood vessels and circulation. General facts relating to laws 
of health are to be emphasized rather than minor details of 
structure. Teach effects of the use of alcohol as required by law. 

EIGHTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Fifth readers and supplementary books. 

Spelling. — Relate spelling to all other subjects taught as in 
previous years, and use the authorized text books for additional 
drill. Worcester, first half to page 155 ; second half to page 163 ; 
Morse, first half to page 120 ; second half to page 128. Reed, 
first half to page 140 ; second half to page 153. 

Arithmetic. — Review the work of all previous years, with 
further applications of the principles of percentage and interest, to 
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stocks and bonds, exchange, etc., and add partnership, ratio and 
proportion. Of subjects treated in the authorized text book omit 
equation of payments, problems in exchange involving interest- 
bearing drafts, and the more complicated problems in partnership. 
Second half, involution, evolution, to include second and third 
roots, and mensuration of plane surfaces to and including circles. 

Grammar. — Sentence study continued, with “a detailed 
study of the parts of speech, their classification and inflection, and 
the details of analysis and construction which are necessarily 
associated with such study.” Three periods weekly. Text book 
to page 267. 

Language. — Continuation and extension of the work of 
Grade VII. For details consult Miss Arnold’s outline as before. 

Geography. — South America and Europe. Second half, 
Asia, Africa, Oceanica, with a general study of the principal com- 
mercial routes of the world, and of the chief exports of leading 
commercial ports. 

History. — The conquest of Canada and the development of 
the English colonies in America into the United States to the time 
of the Treaty of Paris in 1783. Second half, the establishment, 
growth and history of the Union under the Constitution to the 
administration of Andrew Jackson, 1829. 

Physiology. — The study of the human body as outlined in 
the authorized text book, Union series, Book 3, to include the 
respiratory system, the bones, joints and muscles. Second half, 
study of the subject as outlined in the text book completed. 

Nature Study. — Birds, from observation, for recognition, 
knowledge of the time of arrival and departure of those which are 
migratory, habits, food, nesting, etc. All pupils ought at the end 
of the year to know from personal observation a dozen kinds, and 
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some, with proper encouragement and assistance, will know from 
seventy to eighty. 

NINTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Fifth readers, Masterpieces of American Litera- 
ture and other supplementary books. Read and study as 
literature Irving’s Rip Van Winkle and Longfellow’s Evangeline 
in the first half, and Whittier’s Snow Bound, Hawthorne’s Great 
Stone Face, and Lowell’s Vision of Sir Launfal in the second. 

Spelling. — As in previous years, with supplementary drill 
on words found in the last part of Worcester’s Speller in the first 
half, and in the whole book in the last half. Morse, first half to 
page 128 ; second, complete and review ; Reed, finish and review. 

Arithmetic. — First half a review of fundamental processes 
with numbers both integral and fractional, factoring, the finding of 
divisors and multiples, percentage, and so much of geometry as is 
found in the Werner Arithmetic, Book III, to page 150 ; second 
half, percentage continued with applications to discounts, interest, 
stocks, etc., ratio and proportion, powers and roots, denominate 
numbers, etc., with general review of the whole subject of arith- 
metic and so much of geometry as is given in the authorized text 
book to page 256. Metrics at the option of the teacher. 

Algebra. — Work in algebra may follow the order of the 
authorized text book on algebra, or of the arithmetic. In the latter 
case algebraic fractions may be omitted in the first half of the year, 
at the option of the teacher, and only so much work is required in 
the whole year as will be equivalent to the completion of the subject 
to page 71 in Wentworth’s “ First Steps in Algebra.” The algebra 
may be taken with the Arithmetic or alternated with it, but should 
not receive more than two-fifths of the time allotted to mathematics 
in the ninth year. 
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Grammar. — Sentence analysis with more difficult construc- 
tions, and such study of more difficult constructions of words in 
sentences and of phrases and clauses as shall be necessary to the 
comprehension and use of the English language. 

Language. — As planned in Miss Arnold's outline, pages 20, 
21 and 22. 

Geography. — Give special attention to local geography and 
that of the state, and review briefly the mathematical, physical and 
political geography of the earth as a whole, and of the United 
States and other political divisions of North America. Omit 
geographical study in the last half of the year. 

History. — First half, complete the history of the United 
States to date. Second half, review the whole subject. 

Book-keeping. — One-half the time allotted to penmanship 
may be devoted to book-keeping. 

Nature Study. — Trees from observation. Pupils ought to 
be able at the end of the year to locate and describe forty varieties 
which they have seen in or near the city. Collections of woods are 
recommended.

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NOTES ON HIGH SCHOOL COURSES 
OF STUDY. 

Pupils who intend to enter the High School are requested to 
consider the preceding courses of study with great care, as changes 
from one course to another during the year are impracticable, and 
a change after the first year may cause the pupil to lose time. 
The teachers of the school will gladly give parents and pupils any 
assistance and advice possible in this selection of studies. 

As the school is organized and the studies assigned during the 
summer, it is essential that all pupils who are to enter the school 
in September should fill in a prescribed blank and send to the 
Headmaster on or before June 19th. 

In each course, certain studies are prescribed, but the pupils 
may make up the remainder of the required studies from a wide 
range of elective subjects. The prescribed studies in each course 
are starred. Satisfactory completion of three years’ work in any 
course will entitle the pupil to a three years’ diploma. Satisfac- 
tory completion a four years’ work in any course will entitle the 
pupil to a four years’ diploma. Those who satisfactorily complete 
the five years’ College Course will be entitled to a five 
years’ diploma. 

The Classical Course is intended for students who do not 
intend to enter College, but who desire the best general education 
that the High School furnishes. 

The College Preparatory Course will fit students for 
any American College and may be completed in four or five years. 
It is necessarily difficult. The student is advised to take five years 
in preparation for Radcliffe or Harvard College. 

The Scientific Course will prepare students for the Insti- 
tute of Technology, the Worcester Polytechnic, the Chandler 
Scientific, and other technical schools. 
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The Modern Language Course is similar to the Classical 
Course, but requires a modern foreign language instead of Latin. 
In educational value it is practically equivalent to the 
Classical Course. 

The Manual Training Course offers a combination of the 
ordinary High School studies with practical work in the use of 
tools and machines, together with a complete course in mechanical 
drawing and technical drafting, and allows the student to specialize 
somewhat in mechanical work. It also furnishes an excellent 
general training. 

Note — Candidates for the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and Worcester 
Polytechnic School should not take this course for more than two years, as manual training 
counts only as an elective in the admission requirements. 

The Commercial Course is designed for those who expect 
to engage in business pursuits upon leaving the High School, and 
has been arranged so that the pupil will receive the same amount 
of mental training and therefore will acquire as much mental power 
as in any other course. It is not less educational than other 
courses and must not be selected with the conviction that 
it is “ easy.” 

Subjects marked hf have a value equivalent to only one-half of 
those without such mark, and such subjects will come on 
alternate days. 

There will be no formal examinations in the middle and at the 
close of the year, but the standing of the pupil will be made up 
from his daily recitations and frequent tests. This standing is 
indicated by letters on the monthly reports, which are sent home 
for the parents’ inspection. A shall indicate a mark from 90 to 
100 per cent; B, a mark from 80 to 90 per cent. ; C, a mark from 
65 to 80 per cent. ; D , between 50 and 65 per cent., and E , any 
mark below 50 per cent. 
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A standing of C for the year must be attained in order to pass 
a given subject, A standing of B is required for certificates for 
college. A final mark of D or E means failure. If the failure is 
in a required subject, the subject must be repeated; if in an 
elective, an equivalent subject may be substituted. Pupils who 
have completed nine, five or twp full subjects will be classed 
respectively as fourth year, third year or second year students. 
Those who have completed a less number for each year will be 
classed respectively as third year, second year and first 
year students. 

In preparation for the Normal School, select either the 
Classical Course or the Modern Language Course, preferably the 
former. The candidate should select four studies for the second 
year and should be prepared in Mathematics and Science for the 
preliminary examinations in June of the third year. For Medical 
Schools and some of the smaller colleges, select the Classical 
Course. For other colleges select the College Course. Tn this 
course French and German may be substituted for Greek, in 
preparation for some colleges. For the Lawrence Scientific School 
select the College Course, or the Classical Course with Manual 
Training in place of Physical Geography. 

By an examination of the courses of study, it will be seen that 
for a diploma a minimum number of subjects in each year of each 
course is required. But in preparing for the higher institutions of 
learning more than the minimum number of subjects, depending 
on the requirements of the college, will need to be taken. At the 
beginning of his second year, the pupil, therefore, should decide 
upon the college or school for which he wishes to prepare and 
should select his subjects to fit the requirements. He should make 
himself familiar with the requirements and also obtain the advice of 
his teachers in selecting his subjects. Candidates for Smith, 
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Wellesley and Mt. Holyoke should send applications for admission 
as early as their third year. 

Classes will not be formed in electives for less than twenty 
pupils in the first or second year, fifteen in the third year, and 
twelve in the fourth year. 

Unprepared work in Music, Calisthenics, Elocution, Ethics 
and Military Drill is required. 

Calisthenics and Military Drill are optional the fourth year. 
Elocution is prescribed throughout the course for all pupils except 
those who are pursuing four full studies. In this connection Book- 
keeping is considered a half study. 

Three years’ work in Calisthenics and Elocution, or Military 
Drill and Elocution, provided the attendance at these exercises is 
90 per cent, of the possible attendance, will be considered as 
equivalent to a half subject for a diploma. Four years’ work will 
be considered equivalent to a full subject. 

Since Bookkeeping requires no preparation outside the class- 
room, when taken as a part of any other course than the 
Commercial Course, it will be counted only as a half subject 
for a diploma.

Report of the Water Board. 


Office of the Water Board, 
City Hall, 

Lowell, Mass., January 1, 1904. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the 

City of Lowell: 

The Water Board herewith submits its annual 
report for the year ending December 31st, 1903. The 
year has been marked by the practice of the strictest 
economy in the Department, made necessary by the 
large bills paid for fuel at the beginning of the year. 
Although the high standard and efficiency of the 
Works was not permitted to be lowered, much work 
was deferred until such time as the financial conditions 
are better. 

The total outgo was $200,232.47 against total 
receipts of $196,127.20 and our balance was reduced 
to $3,059.92. The amount paid for maintenance 
and construction, exclusive of interest and payment 
on notes was $125,305.84 as against $122,512.86 last 
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year; but there was paid $43,824.68 for coal in 1903 
as against $18,516.60 in 1902, a margin of over $25,000. 
The last payment on the second Driven Well loan of 
1894 will be paid in 1904, thus saving to the Depart- 
ment $5,000.00 annually. The extinguishing of these 
loans will be a great relief, for owing to the decreased 
income from water rates, owing to increased use of 
meters makes it necessary there should be less expen- 
diture. The amount paid on loans was $21,600.00 
and for interest $48,190.00; the total debt for Water 
Works is $1,183,900.00; Bonds— Water loan, $1,000, 
000.00, High Service, $75,000.00, Notes, $108,900.00. 
The sinking fund for the bonds amounts to $317,335.14 
for the Water Works loan and $56,170.60, for the 
High Service. 

The Water Board met to organize, as provided, 
on the second Monday in March, when Mr. Robert 
J. Crowley, elected by the City Council to succeed Mr. 
H. C. Taft, took his seat as a member of the Water 
Board. Mr. Weaver was re-elected President and 
Mr. Thomas, Superintendent. The usual ten per cent, 
discount on bills for water was recommended, but with 
the additional proviso that the bills must be paid 
within thirty days to secure the discount and this had 
a very good effect in getting bills paid promptly. 

On Saturday, July 18th, there occurred a fire on 
the Merrimack Corporation, at which the Locks & 
Canals’ reservoir was drawn upon to such an extent 
that the pressure in their pipes went below the City 
pressure, consequently the check valves between the 
two systems opened and the City water flowed into 
the Locks & Canals pipes until the fire was extin- 
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guished. When the Locks & Canals Co. started pump- 
ing, it was found that their reservoir did not fill, and 
on investigation it was found that a check valve 
situated on the Massachusetts Corp. near the comer 
of Canal and Bridge Streets had failed to close and 
water from the Locks and Canals was flowing into the 
City mains; the gates at that point were immediately 
shut. Within a few days an epidemic of sickness 
appeared resembling “Summer Complaint,” so called, 
or cholera morbus and later developed numerous 
cases of typhoid fever, so that on July 28th the Board 
was called together to consider the charge, “ That the 
prevailing epidemic of sickness is caused by the City 
water.” The State Board of Health was notified to 
take samples of the water for examination, and it 
was voted to have the water blown from the mains. 
On July 31st it was voted to notify the Locks & 
Canals Co., and the individual members thereof, that 
at the next meeting of the Water Board the subject 
of discontinuing the connections between' the Locks 
& Canals and the City system of pipes would be taken 
up for consideration, and on August 4th a meeting was 
held at which the Corporations were represented and 
the subject was discussed at considerable length, and 
various plans were suggested for supplying the Locks 
& Canals with water from the City supply but nothing 
definite was adopted. At a meeting August 18th, it 
was voted to advise the Locks & Canals that all the 
gates between the Locks & Canals and City systems 
would be closed on Saturday, August 22nd, at 9 a. m. 
August 20th there was another meeting with the 
representatives of the Corporations, when it was 
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arranged that the City should prepare and present to 
the Locks & Canals a plan for the most expeditious 
way to bring about a settlement and put it into 
practice. Mr. Bowers and Mr. Thomas were appointed 
a Committee to prepare a plan. 

October 3rd a communication was received from 
the Locks & Canals, as follows: 

Office of the Proprietors of the Locks and Canals on 
Merrimack River. 

Lowell, Mass., September 30th, 1903. 
Mr. George Bowers, City Engineer, 

Mr. Robert J. Thomas, Superintendent of Water Works. 

Gentlemen: — By letter of August 25, I was informed that 
the Lowell Water Board had voted to refer the matter of adjust- 
ment of the City Water and Corporation system of extinguishing 
fires to the City Engineer and the Superintendent of Water 
Works. At the following conference on August 27th, you took 
the ground that the City’s supply of driven well water was so 
small that you wished to reserve it for drinking and would 
prefer not to have it used merely for putting out fires ; that the 
supply of river water to the Locks & Canals was unlimited and 
suited to putting out fires, and that you would much prefer the 
two systems should be entirely distinct. 

You expressed willingness that the City should put as many 
hydrants along the streets bordering the mill property as on the 
streets adjacent to other valuable property and might agree to 
putting some hydrants within the mill yards to be sealed and 
opened only for fires, but in the latter case you would expect 
pay for the pipes entering the mill yards. 

At a former conference with the Lowell Water Board the 
Chairman of the Board had proposed that the Locks Sc Canals 
should cut off all connection of their system with river water 
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and connect steam pumps to the City mains at several points, 
and force City water at greater pressure into the Locks & Canals 
system of pipes and reservoir. 

Upon consideration of this proposition it was found that the 
City mains are not large enough to supply such quantity of water 
as may be needed to protect the mill property in addition to the 
general demands of the City service. 

The alternative is to produce in the mill yards an adequate 
supply for the higher pressure of the Locks & Canals system 
independent of the City mains, and depend upon these mains for 
supplementing this supply from hydrants connected with the 
City mains and placed as conveniently accessible to the mill 
property as practicable. 

To accomplish this, additional steam pumps will be set up 
as soon as practicable in the mill yards and the Locks & Canals 
will ask from the City permission to lay a new twenty-four-inch 
main from their reservoir on Lynde’s Hill to the mills either in 
the place of the twelve-inch main now in Fairmount, Nesmith 
and East Merrimack Streets or by some other route soon to be 
determined. 

We have now to ask the Lowell Water Board, through you, 
to have set up additional hydrants, shown upon the accompany- 
ing plans, generally near the City mains and near the entrances 
to the mill yards where steamers may be placed to force water 
upon adjacent buildings or into mill yards.

It is important that these additional hydrants be erected as 
soon as practicable, in order to be of service in a fire this winter, 
before the Locks & Canals system can be completed.

Mr. Mills also stated that, “They had been over 
the matter of hydrant service for the different Corpo- 
rations very carefully and find some already well 
protected and believe with the thirteen hydrants 
described that no more will be needed.” 
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There were 168 cases of Typhoid Fever reported 
and 9 deaths from August 1 to September 26 in 1903, 
as against 15 cases and 6 deaths in 1902, and 13 cases 
and 1 death in 1901. 

The following rules governing Fire Services were 
adopted : 

No Fire Service pipe shall be laid into the premises 
of any Corporation, Firm or Individual having connected 
therewith, directly or indirectly, supplementery or 
secondary Fire Service consisting of fire pump, cistern, 
tank, standpipe or other apparatus, excepting where 
such fire pumps, cistern, tank, standpipe, etc., is 
supplied with water from the City Water Works 
system and subject to the following regulations: 

First. All water for Fire Service pipes shall be 
metered; meter to be furnished and set by City at 
owner's expense. No charge shall be made, however, 
for water used exclusively for the extinguishing of fires. 

Second. All main pipes for Fire Services shall be 
furnished and connected by the City at the expense of 
the owner. 

Third. Where a standpipe, tank or cistern is 
used it shall be constructed in such a manner as to 
shield and protect the water from all possible pollution. 

Fourth. Provision shall be made in its construc- 
tion for means of access to the interior of it by the 
Superintendent or other Agents of the Water Depart- 
ment for the purpose of inspection, and so as to allow 
for its cleaning as required by the Water Department. 

Fifth. It shall also be fitted with a pipe for the 
purpose of drawing off all the water at such intervals 
as required by the Water Department. 
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Sixth. Said draw-off pipe must not be connected 
with a sewer or drain in a way that might lead to the 
contamination of the water from such source. 

Seventh. All expenses not mentioned herein, 
incurred on account of Fire Services, shall be borne by 
the Corporation, firm or individual owning the protected 
premises. 

Eighth. The Water Board shall have the power 
from time to time to prescribe whatever other rules 
they may deem necessary. 

It was also voted, “ That the Superintendent shall 
notify all persons, individuals and corporations having 
private Fire Services connected with the City system 
with check valves, that the Water Board look with 
disfavor on all check valves, and that all fire pumps 
must be discontinued to prevent any possible con- 
tamination of the City water by other water entering 
the City pipes.” 

We expect this to prevent the possibility of a 
recurrence of this kind of accident.

Superintendent’s Report. 


Lowell, Mass., January 1st, 1904. 

To the Lowell Water Board : — 

Gentlemen: — Following is the Annual Report of 
the Superintendent of Water Works for the year of 1903 : 

All the water supplied by the Department during 
the year was drawn from the Boulevard Wells. The 
Lower Boulevard Pumping Station was operated 288 
days, pumping 1,593,254,456 gallons, and the Upper 
Boulevard Pumping Station 87 days, pumping 406, 
781,726 gallons, making a total of 2,000,036,182 
gallons obtained from this source for the year. And 
it is gratifying to note here that these wells were 
capable of yielding double that quantity were it 
needed. Analyses of the water made monthly by the 
State Board of Health shows that it continues to 
maintain its high standard of purity, and its effect on 
the health of the City, so far as it depended on drinking 
water, would continue favorable were it not for the 
unfortunate escape of polluted river water from the 
pipes of the Locks & Canals into our mains on the 
night of the Merrimack Mill fire, July 19th, of which 
more will be said later on in this report. 
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Of the 345 2h" wells constituting the source of 
supply at the Boulevard Well Plant, two have been 
renewed, eighteen repaired and all of them cleaned 
twice during the year. A 20" x 14" tee on the main 
suction pipe at the Lower Pumping Station was found 
cracked so badly that it admitted large quantities of 
air into the suction of the pumps, thereby interfering 
seriously with the work of pumping and causing a 
material increase in the use of coal. As soon as 
discovered, the crack in the pipe was covered with 
cement to stop the air leakage, and a new tee was pro- 
cured from the Builders Iron Foundry Co. of Provi- 
dence, and finally inserted in place of the old one. An 
examination of the old tee showed the break was due 
to the lightness of the casting, it being only I" thick. 
The new tee is made much heavier and has a thickness 
of I". 

For the purpose of ensuring a constant supply of 
river water for the boilers, a basin was constructed 
in the rear of the Lower Pumping Station near the 
river bank. The river water is conducted to this basin 
first through a partly open culvert, thence through a 
24" pipe. The culvert is made of cement concrete, 
fitted with stop planks set in grooves of the cement, so 
as to regulate the flow of water and to hold back the 
river silt. The basin itself is 16' deep, 24' x 24' wide 
on the top, with sides sloping inwards towards the 
bottom. Both the bottom and sides are made of 
cement concrete. Before the basin was built, water 
for the boilers was taken from the river through a 6" 
pipe laid about 40' into the stream; but the service 
was very unreliable, resulting in the Station being 
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compelled most of the time to use well water for the 
boilers. The buildings, machinery and other property 
of the Department at the Boulevard Well Plant is in 
good condition, considering the equipment is only 
temporary and experimental. A much needed and 
desirable improvement made was raising the floor of 
the rear part of the coal bin to a level with the front, 
making it easier for handling the coal. In connection 
with .this work, a passage was made under the coal 
bin so as to have access to the wells located there at 
all times without interfering with the coal pile. An 
extra set of guy wires was attached to the smoke stack, 
thereby securing it more safely. A new crank had 
to be purchased for the Forbes Engine in connection 
with the electric lighting set, the old one having 
broken. 


CENTRALVILLE PUMPING STATION. 

As pumping machinery grows older, it is to be 
expected that more or less repairs become necessary and 
that various parts of the pumps and connections need 
renewal. At the Centralville Pumping Station the 
Morris Engine was used while the daily consumption 
of water was within its capacity, excepting when out 
of order, which happened occasionally during the year. 
After using it twenty-four days it was stopped March 
27th, on account of a crack in the valve chamber. 
It was repaired, started again April 10th, running until 
May 16th, when a much worse break was found in the 
valve chamber, causing a slip of about 20% back into 
the well. It was thought at first that a new valve 
chamber would be necessary before the engine could 
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be used again, but it was finally put in running condi- 
tion by bolting a new sheet of steel so as to cover the 
opening made. At the present time it is out of com- 
mission because of a break in the filling-in piece 
between the condenser and high pressure cylinder. 
A new filling-in piece is now being finished from a 
pattern made in the Department Shop. 

The High Duty Worthington Pump at this 
Station continues to do its work well, although the 
cost of maintaining it in running condition is increas- 
ing continually. The past year the four plungers, 
one air pump coupling and one of the cylinders on 
the compensating attachment were in such a bad 
state that they had to be replaced with new ones. 
A new foot valve and base plate are also new in stock 
ready to take the place of the old foot valve and base 
which are badly worn. The Low Duty Worthington 
Pump has been run but very little during the year. 
The great cost of running it, owing to the amount of 
coal used to pump a million gallons, makes it useful 
only in case of an accident to the other pumps; so 
that all things considered, the pumping equipment at 
this Station is far from satisfactory. The quantity 
pumped at all of the Pumping Stations and the cost 
of the same is shown in the City Engineer’s Report. 

MAIN PIPES, EXTENSIONS, ETC. 

While the extension of Street mains, new service 
pipes laid, and hydrants added, was comparatively 
small the past year, an unusual amount, however, of 
relaying, lowering, etc. was done, owing to changing 
Street grades and lines. Some of this work could 
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not have been avoided, but much of it also was the 
result of laying pipe on unaccepted Streets or not 
fully considering or allowing for the matter of future 
line and grade when the work was first done. On 
Gorham Street near the City line, the main pipe for 
a distance of 200 ft. had to be relocated and lowered, 
and about 100 ft. of pipe was abandoned because it 
was in such a position under the Street railroad tracks 
that it would cost more to remove it than it was 
worth. The Street surface of Phoebe Avenue was 
graded so low that about 100 ft. in length of the 
Street main had to be dropped to prevent freezing. 
The discontinuance of Poplar Street, which ran through 
the land of the Lowell Gas Light Co., necessitated the 
complete removal of the pipe from there. When 
10 ft. was taken off the northerly line of French Street, 
the 6" main, which, according to the new Street line, 
would be under the sidewalk, was discontinued and a 
new 8" main laid instead from Bridge to John Street. 
The lines of Parker Street at the junction of Pine 
were moved, easterly several feet and the main pipe 
also changed to meet the new conditions. 

The widening of Vamum Avenue, while not com- 
pelling the Department to move the main pipe, yet 
caused the resetting of the hydrants and service stops 
on the street. The most important extension of the 
year was on Dutton Street connecting Market and 
Merrimack Streets. For a considerable distance the 
trench for this pipe was excavated out of solid ledge, 
adding materially to its cost. All of the extensions 
voted last year were laid, excepting Webber and 
Cashin Streets. Delay in receiving the pipe ordered 
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prevented work on those streets until it was too late 
in the season. However, they will be attended to as 
soon as the frost is out of the ground. Beaulieu 
Street, where an extension is applied for, will, when 
it is granted, require an extension on West Sixth 
Street. As the main in that street is only 6" and in 
the midst of a rapidly growing Section, now almost 
wholly supplied by 6" pipe, I would recommend that 
instead of extending the present main further on this 
street, that it all be taken up and replaced with at 
least a 12" pipe, extending from the terminus of the 
12" main opposite the Pumping Station, through West 
Sixth Street to Lakeview Avenue. 

Accompanying this report is a schedule of main 
pipe laid, hydrants and gates set and the size and 
locations. 

Contained in the appended tables is the size, 
kind and number of fire hydrants in use to date. 
Of the thirteen fourway hydrants petitioned for by 
Agent Hiram F. Mills of the Locks & Canals Co. in 
behalf of the large corporations, two have been set 
in place on Market Street and the others are in stock 
all ready to be located as petitioned for when the 
season permits of such work. In tapping the main 
for those set on Market Street it was found necessary 
to remove the Lowell Electric Light Co.’s wire conduit 
for the time being. Five post hydrants broken and 
otherwise rendered beyond repair were condemned 
and replaced with new ones.

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FIRE SERVICES. 

Besides 1125 public fire hydrants placed at 
various points in the City for general fire protection, 
74 hydrants are in service for private use;. they are 
set on private pipe lines connected with the City 
system. In all, 103 Fire Services varying from 2" to 
10" are laid into the premises of private concerns, 
supplying stand pipes, sprinklers, hdyrants, etc. This 
number does not' include the fifteen 12" and two 8" 
connections with the Locks & Canals system which 
were shut off August 20th. 

Many of these connections were made and pipes 
laid in the early years of the Department, especially 
those with the Locks & Canals Co., but in more recent 
years the demand for private fire protection has 
increased considerably, due in a great measure to the 
encouragement held out by the Insurance Companies 
in way of smaller premiums or reduced cost to sprinkled 
risks. So it has become an important question with 
Water Works officials as to why those receiving the 
benefit of this extra protection at an increasing 
expense to the Water Works should not pay for it. 
But the experience through which the Department 
passed during the year has brought forward another 
and more important phase of the question. That is, 
the menace to the health of the people involved in the 
connection of the City supply mains with private fire 
pipes, which may be filled with water taken from a 
polluted service (as in the case of the Locks & Canals 
service). It was commonly supposed that check 
valves on fire service pipes would act as an absolute 
safeguard against the backing or entering into the 
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City mains of water from any other source. After 
the fire in the Merrimack Mills, however, it was demon- 
strated beyond doubt that it was possible for a check 
valve to become inoperative and not act as a check, 
permitting contamination of the City’s water service 
with serious results. Acting under instructions of 
your Honorable Body, all private fire services were 
inspected and where there existed connections between 
the City mains and private or secondary sources of 
supply that might prove dangerous to the public 
health, they were discontinued, so that the possibility 
of infection or contamination from this cause is 
effectually removed and a recurrence of the epidemic 
of illness' which prevailed in the City during the months 
of August and September prevented. Further, the 
connections with the Locks & Canals pipes now shut 
off will be cut out and entirely severed as soon as 
practicable in the spring, making it impossible under 
any circumstances for their water to flow into the 
City service hereafter. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK. 

Every summer, for many years back, a gang 
known as the “ Barrow Men ” have been employed by 
the Department for the purpose of general mainten- 
ance work, such as keeping the service, hydrant and 
gate boxes in condition to use, to evacuate for leaks, 
to relay street paving where removed by the Depart- 
ment for any reason, to assist in sewer flushing and 
other emergency work. 
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This gang is divided into couples, each couple is 
given a certain section or district to cover and pro- 
vided with a wheelbarrow containing the necessary 
tools and wrenches for their work. They are generally 
men who have worked years for the Department, are 
more or less skilled and familiar with the location of 
Street mains, services, gates, etc. Last year in addition 
to their other work they were required to lay new 
service pipes and to change old services ; on this 
account the gang was increased from six to ten men. 
Formerly, when other men were employed on service 
work, the barrow men were obliged to follow after 
them and relay the street, gutter or sidewalk pave- 
ments. It also occasionally happened that the new 
service boxes were not properly set and the barrow 
men were obliged to reset them. Again, it frequently 
occurred that the service men finished a service an 
hour or so before the regular time of quitting work, and 
it not being convenient for various reasons to start 
another service they went home; whereas, when the 
barrow men complete a service they can find plenty of 
other work to do in their regular line. A daily report 
is made by them and a record kept of their work, 
from which it appears that during the past year 
besides the service work, they set 459 curb or side- 
walk boxes, 44 gate boxes, 16 hydrant boxes, repaired 
40 curb boxes and dug up and repaired 11 leaks. 
The following work was also done, in which they 
assisted: 18 private sewers were flushed, 339 hydrants 
and 115 street gates were inspected and repaired, 178 
cases of drinking fountains out of order were attended 
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to and they were given a general cleaning 13 times. 
The fountains on Hosford and Pawtucket Squares 
were moved and reset. ’ Several leaks were caused 
during the year by sewer work. On Central Street 
the 12" main had to be hung up by rope in a trench 
while the sewer was in process of construction; the 12" 
main crossing the Wamesit Canal on Lawrence Street 
was broken by the employees of the Lowell Gas Light 
Co. From time to time, during the summer, a gang 
was employed in completing, the lowering of the 
suction pipe and wells at the Cook Plant. The pumps 
at the Cook Wells were also started and run several 
days to facilitate the work; the water pumped was 
discharged into the brook. The Filter Gallery, Tunnel 
and conduits were flushed out and inspected. The 
painter and carpenter were both kept busy during 
the year repairing and improving the property of the 
Department. A sag noticed on both sides of the roof 
of the boiler room at the Centralville Pumping Station 
led to an examination which revealed the fact that 
the 8" x 10" timbers strung diagonally to hold the roof 
from the point where it was extended in 1891 had 
dropped down and were almost ready to fall. They 
were jacked up and fastened in place, but some time 
the roof should be stripped and new rafters put in 
where the short rafters which were used on the old 
roof still remain supported by the 8" x 10" diagonals. 
The lawns about the Centralville Pumping Station 
were re-graded in the spring and drains were laid con- 
necting the rain conductors with the sewer, which, 
with the flower beds set out, made a marked improve- 
ment in the appearance of the grounds. 
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The Street mains were blown off twice during the 
the year and the hydrants were also blown off in answer 
to complaints of dirty water, 49 times. The 10" main 
on Middle Street was raised for a short distance on 
account of the construction of a subway by A. G. 
Pollard & Co. under the street; A. G. Pollard & Co. 
bearing the expense. 


PUMPAGE, CONSUMPTION, ETC. 

Notwithstanding that the expense of pumping as 
set forth in the City Engineer’s Report shows a large 
increase per million gallons, the annual consumption of 
water decreased 168,813,355 gallons and 238 tons of 
coal less were used last year than in 1902. The 
increase in the cost of pumping was due to the extra- 
ordinary price of coal, it costing $25,000.00 more for 
this single item of fuel than it did in 1902. Consider- 
ing this exceedingly large outlay for coal the Depart- 
ment did well to show a balance on the right side, and 
this, too, without neglecting any necessary work or 
allowing the interests of the Department to suffer. 
To be sure, the construction work of the Department 
was considerably less than in former years and the 
amount of supplies purchased, other than coal, was 
not nearly so great as the year previous. 

The remarkable showing of the year was in the 
daily consumption of water — it being only 5,256,823 
gallons — the lowest since 1889. This naturally affected 
a reduction in the charges and receipts for water to 
some extent, all of which is . for the benefit of the 
water takers as well as the Department. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In closing I wish to thank the Members of the 
Board individually and collectively for the considera- 
tion shown me during the year.

The State Board of Health has made analyses of water each 
month from the Merrimack River (for record only), wells at 
Pawtucket Boulevard and West Sixth Street Pumping Station, 
a record of which is annexed, together with a statement of the 
typhoid epidemic taken from the records of the Board of Health. 

On July 18th, after a fire in the works of the Merrimack 
Manufacturing Company, the check valve which acts between 
the Merrimack River water (used by the manufacturing com- 
panies for fire purposes and owned and controlled by them) and 
the city water, failed to operate, with the result that a large 
quantity of river water was pumped into the city mains through 
this open valve. In about three weeks a large number of cases 
of typhoid fever were reported, followed by a serious epidemic. 
The following table shows the number of cases of typhoid fever 
and deaths from the same during the months of August and 
September for the last three years.

Your Joint Standing Committee on Appropriations 
have considered the estimates presented to them by the 
departments for the current year, and now respectfully 
make their report in accordance with the Ordinance. 

Your Committee have held eight meeting exclusively 
devoted to the estimates, and no item has escaped inquiry 
and scrutiny. Your Committee have had before them, 
and have been assisted in their work by the heads of 
departments or their representatives. All meetings have 
been open to the public, and one meeting held to which 
the taxpayers of Lowell were specially invited. 

The almshouse was visited and a careful inspection 
made. An entire day was occupied in an examination of 
our public buildings to determine amounts necessary for 
needed repairs. 
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Individual members of your Committee having special 
knowledge of departments and their needs have conducted 
investigations, and in such manner rendered the Committee 
valuable service.

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From their investigations and from information fur- 
nished they have been impressed with the fact that the 
departments of the City, with but few exceptions, are con- 
ducted honestly, intelligently and economically. Your 
Committee deplore the fact that they have been unable 
in all cases to satisfy the urgent and honest requirements 
of such departments. 

Your Committee cannot refrain from commending the 
management responsible for the present excellent condi- 
tion of the Almshouse and the earnest work apparently 
done by the Park Commission. 

The appropriations contemplate the establishment of 
a City Store for outdoor relief and the transfer of the 
wood yard from the Almshouse. 

The so-called Luce Bill will increase the expense of 
elections by a substantial amount. The appropriation 
does not cover such probable increase and a deficit in this 
department may be expected. 

The heads of departments are earnestly admonished 
to keep expenditures within appropriations, so that tax 
payers may at no distant day obtain a u breathing spell.”

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 


OF THE 

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR 


To the Boat'd of Over sect's of the Poor , 

City of Lowell , Mass . 

Gentlemen : — 

In compliance with the rules of your board I here- 
with submit the following- as the report of the Out Door 
Relief branch of the pauper department for the year 
1903. The year was. a memorable one in the annals of 
the department as it marked the beginning- and end of 
one of the largest strikes that the textile business of 
this country ever knew. At the outset the prospects for 

a year of little business in this office were very good. 

Business was generally good, there was plenty of work 
and prosperity was felt on all sides. 

The textile workers of the city had some contro- 
versy over the increase of wages which they had re- 

quested from the mill employers the year before. This 
request was the source of controversy between the em- 
ployers and the employees which was referred to a com- 
mittee of citizens, neutral in minds on the disputed claims, 
who fixed the dispute up mutually satisfactory to both 
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sides. In this controversy it was brought out that the 
mill people’s reason for not granting to their employees 
the 10 per cent increase in wages asked, was because they 
could not afford to do so. This the employees denied and 
the result of the investigation was that the help would 
go on with their present wages but if in the future the 
market showed any improvement in business the 10 per 
cent increase would be allowed. That was the condition 
of things at the opening of last spring. At that time the 
labor unions again pressed their demands for the in- 
crease of wages, claiming that the time was ripe for 
such increase. Several ineffectual conferences were held 
between committees from the unions and the mill man- 
agers, which resulted in no satisfactory settlement. A 
conference between the Mayor, Board of Trade, repre- 
sentatives from the mill managers and mill employees 
aud State Board of Arbitration was then held but that, 
too, yielded no beneficial results. Each side clung tena- 
ciously to its position, the mill agents that the increase 
could not be given, and the mill employees that the busi- 
ness in the mill warranted the increase. 

Matters were brought to a head on Satuaday, March 
28th, when the employees notified the mill manegers that 
unless the increase was granted to go into effect the fol- 
lowing Monday, work would cease. To offset this the 
mill people posted notices Saturday morning that the 
mills would stop for an indefinite- period at noon. The 
following Monday morning found the mill bells silent, the 
mill gates closed and fully 15,000 operatives out of em- 
ployment. Such an event was looked upon with great ap- 
prehension by the pauper officials of both city and state. 
It was expected that we would be overrun with business 
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and the state authorities considered the advisibility of 
having one or two of their agents stay here permanently 
during the strike. Happily, for the good name of the 
city and to the credit of the operatives those fears were 
groundless and the demands on this department were not 
one-half w T hat we were expecting. At the outset the 
president of the Textile Council assured me that they 
w r ould look after the needs of every worthy applicant who 
was out of employment on account of the strike. This 
they must have done in a great many cases as it was 
only towards the last of the strike that the demands on 
us became insistent. 

I don’t mean to have you infer that the strike did 
not increase the business of this office for that isn’t so. 
It did increase it and added a great many names to the 
pauper rolls who would not have been there only for it. 
But there wasn’t that great rush which strikes in other 
cities had led us to believe we were in for. The strike 
in New Bedford some few years previous was small in 
comparison to ours, still their pauper department w T as 
rushed with business. There was a rush and crush of 
applicants to get into the office daily and there was never 
any time during each day when the office was not full. 
With us it was altogether different. There was never a 
time from the March 28th, when the strike began until 
June 21st, when it was officially declared off, when we 
could not handle our business easily, having often done 
more at other times of the year. As a matter of refer- 
ence I have prepared a few tables of the amount of fuel 
and provisions given at similar times in each of the past 
four years so that a comprehensive idea can be formed 
of the increased amount occasioned by the strike. The 
tables are as follows: — 
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The foregoing tables give a detailed account of 
the expenditures of the department and I would recom- 
mend them to your careful examination. The expenses 
are yearly growing, altogether too fast in my opinion, 
and I would respectfully request your united co-operation 
to very materially reduce them. A well managed pauper 
department, , in normal times, should not cost the city 
more than one: dollar per capita of its population. At 
that the wants of all the needy should be supplied and 
there shouldn’t be any great suffering. A too generous 
policy is not only bad for the present but is harmful for 
the future. 

To the members of the Overseers and to the em- 
ployees of the department I return my thanks for their 
many kindnesses to me during the year.

Superintendent's Report, 


Lowell, Mass., Dec. 31, 1903. 

To the Overseers of the Poor: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to 
present to you the following- report of the City Hospital 
and Almshouse for the twelve months just ended. 

On the first day of January of this year there 
remained in all departments of the Almshouse one hund- 
red and seventy-nine males and two hundred and thirty- 
nine females, and in the Workhouse thirty-seven males 
and forty-one females, making a total of four hundred 
and ninety-six inmates, of which ninety were in the 
hospitals and twenty-four in the nursery. 

During the year there were six hundred and twelve 
admissions to all departments of the Almshouse, while 
one hundred and fifty-two prisoners were committed to 


the Workhouse, mainly for drunkenness, making' the total 
number cared for twelve hundred and sixty, of which 
three hundred and forty-eight were patients in the 
hospitals. 

The discharg-es from the Almshouse aggregated 
six hundred and fifty-three, of which three hundred and 
fifty-five were males and two hundred and ninety-eig-ht 
were females, while from the Workhouse were discharg-ed 
or pardoned one hundred and ninety-five — one hundred 
males and ninety-five females. 

Of the inmates remaining- at the close of the year 
seventy-two were aliens. 

There were one hundred and eig-hteen deaths — 
fifty males and sixty-eight females — of the total fourteen 
being- due to acute diseases and seventeen to tuberculosis 
alone. The necessity for better care of our consump- 
tives I have urg-ed on you before, and can only beg- your 
help in furthering- my former plans. 

There were sixteen births in the maternity ward, 
eig-ht of each sex, forty-four per cent of the total being 
illegitimate. 

One of the subjects with which we have to deal, 
and which I regret to say has suffered neg-lect owing- to 
the pressure of matters of more immediate import, is the 
housing- of tramps or vagrants, of which we harbored 
eighteen hundred and eighty-two during' the twelve 
months. They are required to saw wood or shovel snow 
or coal according to the season at which they apply, and 
as a rule do sufficient work to average a fair return for 
the entertainment accorded them. 

During December and the latter part of November 
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there was a noticeable increase over the preceding- months 
of this year and corresponding months of the previous 
years, and this can only be accounted for by charging it 
to the rounding up of the lodging houses in Boston. 

If we are to continue receiving these travelers, and 
I see no possibility of discontinuing it,' they should un- 
questionably be given better quarters. Further than 
this, for the safety of the public and ourselves, every 
tramp should be compelled to take a shower bath, and be 
examined by a physician, so that those who are a menace 
may have their freedom curtailed; and not be allowed to 
depart in the morning for new territory, with every prob- 
ability of leaving disease in their train. This brings me 
to the necessity of having an interne to whom this work 
with other duties can be delegated. 

Hospital care has been given to at least a fourth of 
the inmates, and this can not properly be done under the 
present system. The marvel is that you have not been 
subjected to more serious epidemics in the past. 

There has been constant progress through the 
year, as the obstacles interposed were less than in the 
year preceding, and I pray that your efforts be directed 
toward further improvement, for there is no such thing 
as standing still; you must progress or you will retro- 
grade. 


I have twice requested and shall again repeat the 
request for an appropriation of ten thousand dollars to 
improve the physical condition of the buildings. No one 
has denied the necessity, but the money has each time 
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been refused on the ground that it should be expended 
by the Building's department and not by your Board, 
and now the City Solicitor has g-iven a decision to 
that effect. I consider this decision conclusive, and 
urg-e that you allow the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings to perform the necessary repairs before we meet 
with some of the disasters that every day are becoming 
more threatening. 

It is a waste of time for me to recount the absol- 
utely urgent repairs that are needed, as I have reiterated 
them so often that I am disheartened; but I cannot pass 
two items that are endangering the lives of both inmates 
and officers, even while I am speaking to you. These 
are the floor of the laundry, which is in imminent danger 
of collapse and the awful possibilities of fire, for the pre- 
vention of which no expense is too great. I have instal- 
led fire pails and extinguishers, in addition to which there 
are stand-pipes and about half enough hose. Your only 
safety, however, lies in preventing, and not in the hope 
of extinguishing after discovery, and to that end I again 
ask for the installation of electric lights and thermostats, 
the expense of both being comparatively small and their 
possibilities of immense advantage. 

Tin-clad doors are being put in all openings where 
possible, and I would suggest that automatic sprinklers 
be placed in the attics. 

The necessity for an operating room you will 
appreciate when you remember that seventeen operations 
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were performed during- the year, one of which was a 
laparotomy, and despite the difficulties which we had to 
overcome, it was successful. In this case it was neces- 
sary to wall-off a bay-window in one of the wings with 
sterile sheets and to cover the cracked floor and shaky 
ceiling in a like manner; the preparation and then the 
removal of all this impedimentia consuming more time 
than would be necessary for twenty operations if we had 
decent facilities. 

The floating Almshouse population has had notice- 
able diminution, which can be attributed to two causes. 
First, the labor difficulties in the Spring, which prevented 
many of those who worthily try to care for themselves 
when able, from going out; and, second, compulsory and 
hard labor imposed on a certain element of lazy hiberna- 
tors, made even the cold world outside preferable. 

The installation of the card system for registration 
has enabled us to follow the movements of these chronic 
paupers to good advantage. 

The farm and blacksmith shop averaged about as 
usual; a mattress shop was opened during the year, 
which will keep the institution supplied; the carpenter 
shop turned out one hundred and twelve pieces of new 
hospital furniture, exclusive of chair-caning and repairs ; 
and the sewing room produced two thousand eight hund- 
red and thirty-three new articies of clothing, and mended 
eight thousand five hundred and forty-five. 

During the coming year the painting which was

commenced eighteen months ago will be completed, thus 
taking nearly three years to go thoroughly through the 
entire system. 

A pavilion with awnings was added the past sum- 
mer to the tenth hospital, thus making a desirable open- 
air dining room for those patients who are able to rise 
during the day. 

The chimneys which were crumbling away and a 
constant menace were re-capped, and a new system of 
sanitaries placed in the north wing of the women’s build- 
ings. 

The boilers were re-lined and re-tubed at the 
instigation of the boiler inspector. 

These repairs, the cost of which has to come out 
of our maintenance fund, together with the enormous 
increase in the price of coal this year, has materially 
increased the weekly per capita cost. 

During the coming year I hope to be able to 
arrange the help in such a manner as to allow a night 
nurse for the male hospital. Under the present arrange- 
ment it has shown admirable results, but with none but 
inmates for attendants at night you lose a part of the 
benefits derived during the day. 

I again ask, however, for a clerk in the storehouse 
to check incoming and outgoing goods, in order to prevent 
that waste or neglect that must follow the handling of so 
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large an amount of material by inmates who have no 
responsibility. 

% 

In the dispensary two thousand one hundred and 
twelve prescriptions are put up annually. Registration 
of the dispensarian has never been required, but after 
the unfortunate accidents that have occurred in other 
places this year, you ought to safeguard yourself at least 
to the extent of having a registered pharmacist, and this 
product you can not get at the present salary. 

With regard to the Workhouse, my first recom- 
mendation is that it be abolished. There is nothing to 
be said in favor of retaining it, and* much against it. 

Under the present physical arrangement (and there 
is no chance for improvement 1 ) there is absolutely no 
separation between paupers and prisoners. 

The best that can be said is that it is a cruel con- 
dition. It has been urged that the prisoners committed 
would be able to work, thereby saving the cost of paid 
labor. This is a fallacy, as the ratio of prisoners able 
to do labor of any value is small. 

Again, we have not the facilities for working such 
prisoners as are able to do hard labor in a manner to 
make confinement distasteful. 

The number of commitments to the Workhouse is 
about thirty per cent less than during the previous year, 
but it is a question whether the matter of license has 
any bearing on this subject. 
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In conclusion, I beg your co-operation, for you 
must know that after the abuses extending over so many 
years, formidable difficulties lie in the path of improve- 
ment, and you are also aware that divers sordid influences 
are constantly trying to disturb the harmony and 
efficiency of the administration of the office which is 
essentially the heart of the plant. 

While we all regret the need of an almshouse, yet 
since the occasion for its existence and increase will 
always continue, we should take pride in its adaptation 
to the relief of suffering, and this depends on the per- 
fection of its organization.

The Board of Health respectfully submits its 
twenty-sixth annual report covering the operations 
of the department for the past year, together with a 
statement of the receipts and expenditures to Decem- 
ber 31, 1903. 

The opinion of the City Solicitor having been 
received that the appointment of William B. Jack- 
son, M. D., as a member of the board was legal, he 
was recognized by the board to the exclusion of J. J. 
O’Connor, Esq. 

The case was prepared and presented to a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court and with the understand- 
ing that both parties to the controversy would ac- 
cept "his decision, he decided that Acting Mayor 
Badger had the right to make a permanent appoint- 
ment, ,and that Dr. Jackson was the proper and legal 
member of the board for a period of three years. 

The term of J. H. McGuinness having expired 
on the first Monday of February, and the Board of 
Aldermen refusing to confirm an appointment to fill

the vacancy, Mr. McGuinness has attended all meet- 
ings during the year, upon the theory that there is 
no vacancy and that his term does not expire until 
confirmation of a successor.

REGULATIONS FOR BARBER SHOPS. 

“ The place of business, together with all the furniture, 
shall be kept, at all times, in a cleanly condition. 

Mugs, shaving brushes and razors shall be sterilized by 
immersion in boiling water after ever} r separate use thereof. 

A separate, clean towel shall be used for each person. 

Alum, or other material used to stop the flow of blood, 
shall be used only in powdered form, and applied on a towel. 

The use of powder puffs is prohibited. 

The use of sponges is prohibited. 

Every barber shop shall be provided with running hot 
and cold water. 

No person shall be allowed to use any barber shop as a 
dormitory. 

Every barber shall cleanse his hands thoroughly imme- 
diately after serving each customer.’ ’ 

Two inspections of every shop have been made 
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during the year, and legal notice will soon be served 
upon all delinquents under probable prosecution if 
there is further delay. 

At the meeting May 5th, the Board received the 
resignation of Miss Elizabeth M. Rafter as regis- 
trar, she having served in that capacity for the last 
five years, to the entire satisfaction of all with whom 
she was brought in contact, and on May 5th Miss 
Katharine W. Snow was elected to fill the vacancy. 

OFFENSIVE ODOR FROM GAS. 

There having been numerous complaints of a 
persistent and foul smelling odor from residents 
near Suffolk, Broadway and Cross Streets, its cause 
due to leakage from gas retorts owned by the Lowell 
Gas Light Company, it was voted January 6th to in- 
vite all complainants to appear at a meeting of the 
Board January 13th. 

At that meeting the City Engineer explained 
the situation and the Gas authorities promised to do 
all in their power to abate the nuisance. 

It was believed that the cause was from the 
overflow of an old and unused gasometer, and that 
after its contents were removed, the trouble would 
cease. The Board declined to allow the foul smelling 
liquid to be turned into the sewer, but the Gas Com- 
pany obtained permission of the Locks and Canals 
to pump a large portion into the canals, and the 
smell was reduced thereby very materially, but still 
at frequent intervals there breaks out through the 
manholes and in the cellars, the penetrating odor 
that causes nausea and discomfort in many families. 
It is now more than a year during which the pa-

tience of everyone has been sorely tested, and the 
dawdling experiments towards relief must give way 
to more radical measures, even if it compels the un- 
covering of the entire length of the sewer, when will 
probably be found some breaks that have allowed large 
amounts of foul leakage to penetrate the earth, 
which must be removed and replaced with fresh, be- 
fore any permanent relief will come to residents 
along the line. 

If the Gas Company had given the same energy 
to the abatement of a very serious nuisance that 
they have to the enlargement of their plant, and the 
offort to still further increase their capitalization by 
issue of additional stock, this trouble ought long 
ago to have ceased, but instead, they have been feed- 
ing out promises and requests for time in which 
they desired to experiment, and the requests have 
been granted. 

The oft-repeated answer to complaints, that 
everybody is doing all possible for the relief of citi- 
zens along the streets, that are obliged to suffer from 
the odor, is hoary with age, and receives but scant 
respect. It is unbearable that a Corporation, given 
such privileges in digging up streets and placing 
pipe lines without cost, after years of successful 
operation, steadily paying large and increasing divi- 
dends, and constantly building and modernizing the 
plant, should experiment and procrastinate for mon- 
ths in the effort to find the least expensive way to 
relieve a large section of the city from the foul smell 
caused by it in the manufacture of gas, and the time 
is close at hand when an appeal must be taken to 
the Courts. 
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PAPER WASTE. 

The department collects from the business 
stores and blocks twice each week the refuse paper 
and teams it to the Aiken Street Dump, where a par- 
ty selects what is salable and burns the remainder, 
for which right he pays the sum of fifty dollars an- 
nually. November 3rd the Board awarded to Fran- 
cis Gallagher the right to control the product for a 
period of 'ten years, upon the payment of one hun- 
dred twenty-five dollars ($125.00) per year, and a con- 
tract was written covering the transaction, it com- 
ing under the three hundred dollar clause of the re- 
vised ordinances which required the signature of the 
Mayor, it was sent to him for consideration and was 
returned to the Board without approval. 

Lowell, Mass., Dec. 14, 1903. 

To The Board of Health , Lowell , Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I return herewith, unapproved, a contract of your Board 
made with Francis Gallagher for the control and disposal of 
the waste paper of the City of Lowell, for a period of ten 
years, for the sum of one hundred and twenty-five dollars per 
year, payable quarterly. 

An objectionable feature of this contract to me is the 
long term of years which it covers, during which the City 
would be helpless to alter the conditions, in order that it 
might reap any advantage from the increase in value of the 
waste paper consequent to the natural and expected increase 
in population. Nothing can be gained by a contract for so 
long a term. On the contrary it is unwise to attempt to 
control, so far in advance, the supervision of future Boards 
of Health. 
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1 am not able to discover that advertisements for bids* 
were regularly made. I find that a standing offer of a larger 
amount for a shorter term was in the possession of the Board 
at the time the contract was made. Also I have before me at 
the present time an offer from a reputable Lowell firm to take 
the waste paper just as it is collected now for twice the 
amount of money per year which the City would receive un- 
der the contract proposed. 

For the reasons stated above I feel compelled to return 
the contract without my signature or approval.

It was voted to place on file the letter, and to-* 
ask the City Solicitor for his opinion as to the legal 
right of the Board in proceeding, if they thought 
wise, notwithstanding the objection and practical 
veto of the Mayor. At the moment of writing, this 
has not been received by the Board.

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Very many of the above Alleys are, from a sani- 
tary point of view, in a condition to be deplored and 
condemned. It must be remembered that it is into 
the alleys that much of the filth of a city finds its 
way from dwelling houses and stores. 

Where there has been a cobble-stone paving, at 
different times large parts have become displaced, 
leaving ruts and holes, which form permanent hold- 
ings for decomposing filth difficult to remove. 

Where there has been no paving, the black fil- 
thy mud into which has been stamped all kinds of 
refuse is continually in evidence, and when it is 
warm and dry, the particles of dust are very object- 
ionable to the passers and residents, and while the 
Health teams visit and clean them all every week, 
and most of them oftener, they very soon become 
unsightly again, making the time, labor and money 
expended, very discouraging and unsatisfactory in 
the results obtained. 

No city can maintain proper sanitary conditions 
where the back alleys are unpaved or paved with the 
cobble-stone. 

The alleys in Lowell are full of holes and filthy 
ruts, which are always ready for the absorption of 
impurities, and for the growth and multiplication of 
the mud or dust units which are, both unsightly and 
unhealthy. 

Alleys and lanes into which is carried the ashes,, 
waste and garbage for collection, should have smooth 
and durable paving, so that the natural process of 
cleaning may be as perfect as possible from storm 
water or hose sprinkling washing into the sewers. 
It is more important to have the alleys in the rear 
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of business houses and tenements paved with a 
smooth material than the main streets and thorough- 
fares on which the residential houses front. 

While the Board recognizes the obloquy that 
in the minds of many is attached to the name of 
smooth paving, they wish to express the desire to 
enter the ranks of its friends to the extent of recom- 
mending the paving and re-paving of all alleys with 
the best kind of smooth paving, as one of the most 
important methods of protection to the public health 
and comfort. 

They are aware that the question of ownership 
and responsibility and the rights in land where the 
deeds of property include one half of passageways, 
is somewhat complicated, and they offer this sugges- 
tion to the Mayor and City Council : 

A committee to be appointed consisting of the 
Mayor, one member from both branches of the City 
Council, City Engineer, City Solicitor, and one 
member of the Board of Health, under whose super- 
vision the work shall be commenced as soon as pos- 
sible of paving and re-paving of all alleys with the 
best material, to decide what alleys are most in need, 
which should be done first, and to supervise and in 
spect the work as it is being done. 

Following the suggestion of the Mayor that 
“ the repairing and beautifying of the streets is of 
more importance than the erection of a contagious 
hospital,” the Board believes that it should ask in 
the name of the entire city, that a part of the appro- 
priation which will probably be made during the 
year 1904, be expended for the purpose of smooth 
paving the worst if not all the back alleys of Low- 
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ell, and it ought to have the assistance of all old 
friends with a reinforcement of a large number who 
have hitherto held aloof from helping raids upon 
the treasury for favored localities in the outskirts of 
the city, that were only selected because of some 
political combination. 

UNWHOLESOME FOOD. 

Rule . u No person shall sell or offer for sale, 
or have in his possession with intent to sell in this 
city, any unwholesome, decayed, or stale fruit, vege- 
tables, or provisions of any kind, nor any veal of a 
calf killed under four weeks old, or any tainted, dis- 
eased, corrupted, decayed or unwholesome meat or 
fish. 

No poultry, except it be alive, shall be sold or 
exposed for sale until it has been properly dressed 
by the removal of the crop and entrails wnen con- 
taining food.” 

At different times during the past year, the reg- 
ular inspectors of the department have examined 
markets, and have found and destroyed meat and pro- 
visions unfit for sale, and with the aid of a member 
of the Police Force who has been a butcher of meat, 
have seized some carcasses of immature veal and 
prosecuted to a fine, the vendor. 

This important work cannot be done properly - 
by any one not familiar with the diseases and effect 
upon meat offered for sale, of the changes which oc- 
cur in the carcass after slaughter, and in order for 
him to do his work properly, he must not only know 
unwholesome meat when he sees it, but he must also 
know why it is unwholesome so that if called upon 
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to testify in court, he can defend the position he has 
taken. The work constantly exposes one to tempta- 
tion, as any one who is willing to sell diseased and 
unlawful products is not usually above bribing an 
inspector, if it is possible for him to do so, and the 
extraordinary power with which an officer delegated 
for that purpose by a Board of Health is vested, af- 
fords opportunities which he must be morally strong 
enough to resist, so that he should have the respect 
and confidence of the entire community and even of 
the dealers whose meat he must condemn. 

At meeting of the Board December 29, it was 
voted that the Agent be authorized to appoint a meat 
inspector for at least once a week during the winter 
and spring months. This has been done, and the 
inspector has commenced the duty required.

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OFFICE INSPECTOR OF ANIMATS. 

Lowell, Mass., Dec. 31, 1903. 
To the Board of Health, 

Lowell, Mass. : 

Gentlemen : — As is customary, I herewith submit 
my annual report for the year 1903. 

Since January 1st, as Inspector of Animals for 
the City of Lowell, I have personally examined six 
hundred and thirty-seven animals for contagious 
diseases. 

I have had twenty-three horses in quarantine as 
having glanders. Seventeen have been killed, six 
released, and the stalls in which they were kept have 
been thoroughly disinfected. There were also ten 
horses reported to me as showing symptoms of 
glanders, which upon hunting up and examining, I 
released as being free from the disease. Three cases 
of glandered horses have been traced through Lowell 
for the Cattle Bureau. 

In the Spring there was such an increase in the 
number of cases of glanders that I asked the Water 
Board to close all watering troughs for a month, 
during which time they were thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected. This had the desired effect and 
stopped the spread of the disease. It will be 
impossible to entirely eradicate glanders from Lowell 
so long as so many poor horses are offered for sale at 
public auction. 

Two cows have been in quarantine on suspicion 
of having foot and mouth disease, but were released 
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after being kept under observation for about three 
weeks. 

Lowell has been free from this disease up to the 
present time, while the towns all around us were bad- 
ly infected, causing great havoc with the milk in- 
dustry. 

There have been one hundred and fifty-seven 
cows brought into the State by different parties,, 
which I have identified and released. 

A physical examination has been made by me 
of two hundred and sixty-five cows, three bulls, two 
oxen, nineteen young cattle, one hundred and fifty- 
five hogs, and one sheep. 

Five cows were placed in quarantine for tuber- 
culosis, and after the State Agent had agreed upon a 
price for them, they were killed, and at, the post- 
mortem all were found badly diseased with it. 

I have examined and reported on the sanitary 
conditions as regards air, light, water, cleanliness, 
etc., of thirty-eight stables in which milk cows 
have been kept, and forwarded the data to the State 
Cattle Bureau.

KEEPING OF HENS. 

It very often happens that complaints are made, 
that upon investigation betray the existence of 
quarrels and spite, and there are always people who 
seem to expect that any annoyance can be stopped by 
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a rule, regulation or action of the Board. While the 
Health Board is given power to frame and adopt 
rules, they must be reasonable, and if unreasonable, 
they are therefore void. 

A complaint was made and a summons was issued 
from the Police Court for keeping hens without a 
license from the Board of Health. It was done at 
the request of a Howell attorney and resulted in a 
fine of $10.00. The defendant appealed to the 
Superior Court, where, after a hearing, he was dis- 
charged. The complaint was based on an obsolete 
ordinance, passed prior to the transfer of all matters 
pertaining to the public health from the City 
Council to the Board of Health. 

The rule governing the keeping of hens does 
not require a license, but insists that they shall be 
removed when ordered by the Board of Health. No 
such order in the above case was issued, as after an 
examination of the premises it was not thought that 
there was sufficient cause for such an order. The 
keeping of hens is not a nuisance per se, as in the 
keeping of swine, and whether they can or can not 
be kept, depends upon the place, s.urroundings, and 
care of the owners, to be determined in each case by 
the inspection of the department. 

Although the crowing of a rooster may annoy a 
person who desires to sleep in the morning, it would 
not be a reasonable ground for the adoption of a rale 
that no rooster shall crow before 7 o’clock in the 
morning. 

All of us are subjected to annoyances that have 
to be borne in patience, and rules that antagouize a 
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citizen’s personal rights and liberty could not be 
enforced, and besides would bring into discredit those 
founded upon the desire to protect the comfort and 
health of the community. 

Within the last year there have been personal 
and written requests to abate, by action of the 
department, the barking of licensed dogs in a 
neighbor’s yard, the social and frequent calls of 
doves to a house where they, if the mistress was 
away, politely left their cards on the window blinds > 
and the complaint, which evidently supposed that 
the Board had the power and should therefore pro- 
hibit the marriage ceremonies of the cat family from 
dark to daylight, and we expect a call from some 
aggrieved guest asking that we issue a permit before 
anyone is allowed to snore in a hotel. 

Since this chicken case was aired in court, the 
health office has been quite busy at times in giving 
information t'o owners of hens, and if licenses were 
issued, it would require a house to house inspection 
to locate and notify, that would result in a considera- 
ble amount of labor and clerical work, and the 
possessor of the license could then compel the 
presentation of proof that a nuisance existed, before 
a revocation of the license could be made. Under 
the present rule of the Board, we can proceed and 
compel the removal without obtaining such proof, 
throwing upon any refusal the additional offence of 
disobeying and obstructing a reasonable regulation 
of the Board. It takes away no right or power, but 
leaves open to investigation every case, with the 
opportunity to approve or condemn, as the circum- 
stances seem to require.

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During the year eight families containing 38 
members who were referred to the Health Depart- 
ment by physicians for treatment for diphtheria, 
were attended at their homes. In their treatment 
the same plan was followed as in the previous year: 
to examine all those exposed to the original case and 
to give to those found infected with the disease a 
sufficient quantity of antitoxin in a single large dose, 
if possible. Among the 38 exposed, 17 were found 
to have diphtheria. 

None of these cases were seen earlier than the 
third day and most of them later. Of the 17 cases, 
but one died. This patient was not seen until it had 
been sick seven days, at which time it seemed 
moribund and had a paralysis of both palate and 
larynx. Under large, repeated doses of antitoxin 
she improved considerably, but died suddenlj^ of 
cardiac paralysis on the twenty-fourth day of the 
attack. None of the other cases required more than 
one large primary dose of antitoxin. Four of them 
suffered temporarily from paralysis of the palate or 
larynx. The quarantine period in these cases 
averaged 23 days. 

These eases, though few in number, tend to show 
the vital importance of the early administration of 
the antitoxin and the value of a large initial dose.

In October an examination was made of a large- 
family living in a crowded tenement block in which 
several deaths from consumption were said to have 
occurred within a few years. The family was found 
to consist of eight members, four males and four 
females, ranging in age from six to forty-two years.. 
Three cases of pulmonary tuberculosis were found, 
a girl of 10 years, and two young men of 17 and 20 
years. 
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The intention of the Health Department was to 
send those infected with the disease to a hospital for 
treatment and to remove the rest of the family tem- 
porarily to another tenement until the old one could 
be thoroughly disinfected, but the offer was declined 
by the family.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

It is with pleasure we report that the city has 
again returned to a normal rate of reported cases and 
deaths from diphtheria, it having taken two years to 
recover from the epidemic of 1901— 2, caused paltly 
by the infection of a large milk supply, through the 
milking and vending by the owner and his help, 
while they were walking cases of diphtheria. 

Another year’s experience has confirmed our 
belief that the death rate in this disease can be 
almost eliminated if antitoxin is injected the first 
day of its discovery. It is as harmless as water, and 
no injury can follow its free use. Instead of the 
patient being seriously sick from ten days to weeks, 
lying at the point of death, then either slowly con- 
valescing or given to the undertaker, by the use of 
this remedy we have prompt recovery without serious 
loss of vitality. 

Indeed the quick and perfect cure of the patient 
causes many people to come to the conclusion that 
they have been fooled and the trouble was simply a 
bad cold, and when the quarantine is imposed, the 
health officer frequently has a hard road to travel, 
as it requires sometines one or more deaths to convince 
some that the disease really exists. 

Diphtheria is a terrible disease, and an early 
diagnosis is often a matter of life or death to the 
patient. It will not do to get the antitoxin, and lug 
it around in one’s pocket, undetermined as to its use, 
until the patient is so poisoned by the toxin as to be 
beyond help. Cultures should be taken in every 
•case, but the physician should not await the report

of the bacteriologist if he thinks from the clinical 
symptoms he is dealing with diphtheria. 

Based upon a knowledge that many patients 
suffering with the disease, for various reasons were 
neglected until too late, the department two years 
ago requested all physicians to surrender to our care, 
all to whom they could not give immediate and 
continual care, from notification to recovery or 
death. 

In every case they will either be sent to the 
hospital or treated at their homes by our physician, 
without expense. During 1903 seventeen were treated 
at their homes with but one death of a patient', who 
had been sick many days without notice or antitoxin. 
There does not remain the slightest doubt that in 
antitoxin we have a remedy that is sure and safe if 
it is administered early enough and in sufficient 
quantities. 

Our expense at the Lowell Hospital for 1903 was 
$260.00 as compared with $747.42 in 1902.

SMALLPOX. 

Eleven cases of smallpox, a majority of which 
were of mild character, existed in the city during 
the past year. The fact that the infection did not 
spread was due to the prompt isolation of the cases 
in hospital or at home during the maximum period 
of incubation ; but this favorable result was some- 
what 'unexpected, from the fact that in many of the 
cases they were not brought to the attention of the 
department until the disease had almost reached its 
final stage, leaving a probable trail over which we 
had 110 control or supervision. 

There were no deaths, and the cost was a little 
in excess of $1000.00, from which should be deducted 
the amount received from the Commonwealth, six 
hundred and sixty-eight dollars and thirty-three 
cents ($668.33).

Typhoid Fever should not exist as an endemic 
disease in the City of Lowell. The consumer of 
pure water is exempt. The Health Department can- 
not exterminate typhoid by the process of segrega- 
tion, isolation and fumigation, as it can do in the 
eVent of other contagions. 

They must have the co-operation of the local 
authorities in furnishing the only remedy — a pure 
water supply — that the City of Lowell possesses. 

In 1890 Lowell had 454 reported cases of Typhoid 
Fever and 123 deaths. It was then obtaining its 
water supply from the Merrimack River, and about 
one victim per day, multiplied by the average dura- 
tion of the disease, gave say thirty persons always 
balanced between recovery or death. 

Upon the introduction of a driven well supply 
of water, the cases and deaths began to show a 
gratifying and immediate decrease, so that in 1902 
there were but 83 reported cases and 16 deaths. 

Up to the month of July, 1903, from the cases 
reported, the Board had every reason to expect that we 
should not have an increase over the last year, but 
Saturday night, July 18th, the storehouse of the 
Merrimack Manufacturing Co. was burned, calling 
for large quantities of water from the Corporation 
reservoir and from the driven well supply of the 
city to extinguish the conflagration. 

It was under control at 2 a. m., Sunday morning 
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and an effort was at once commenced to replenish 
the Corporation reservoir drawn low by the use of its 
supply in fighting the fire. As the canals were 
drawn off (as is always done Saturday nights) the 
water was pumped from the wheel-pit of the Law- 
rence Manufacturing Company, within one hundred 
feet from the outlet of the Suffolk Street sewer. 

This wheel-pit is lower than the bed of the 
Merrimack River, and the powerful suction required 
to lift and send the water two miles to the reservoir 
disturbed the collection of years at the mouth of 
the sewer, so that the supply was of the worst imag- 
inable quality, sufficient to depopulate the city with- 
in twenty-four hours if unrestricted in its entrance 
to the driven well pipes of the city’s drinking sup- 
ply. Perhaps no blame should be placed upon the 
Corporation authorities, as they could not forsee an 
accident by which water would be diverted from 
the reservoir from which it would return if drawn 
upon for fire and washing purposes in the mills. 

It was found at 9 o’clock the next morning that 
no progress was being made towards filling, which 
led to the discovery that the liquid sewage was being 
pumped into the driven well supply, owing to the 
refusal of the check valves between the two systems 
to do their expected work. 

Nine hours seems the time during which unre- 
stricted damage was in full operation, lessened there- 
after by the gradual absorption by use and waste, 
and the driving out of the polluted material through 
the force of the pumping engines of the city supply. 

Within forty-eight hours the physicians of 
Lowell were very busy in answering calls for relief 
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from all forms of stomach troubles. The diarrhoeal 
disturbances gradually passed away, and from August 
ist (14 days after the infection) cases of typhoid 
fever began making an appearance with increasing 
and alarming frequency. 

In the month of July there had been but four 
cases of typhoid fever reported to the Board. In 
August there were one hundred and thirty-six (136) 
cases, a larger number in the corresponding time 
than ever before in the history of Lowell. The 
number decreased in September to thirty-eight cases. 

The history, time limit of appearance, increase 
from exposure and decrease when the cause has been 
removed, show plainly the cause of the early stomach 
troubles, and that the large proportion of those into 
whose systems the germs gained entrance were able 
to overeome typhoid by the possession of sufficient 
resisting power. 

All connection between the two systems is now 
closed. The experience gained by the accident led 
the Board to an examination of all the corporations 
for the purpose of obtaining all information possible 
as to the source of supply and method of distribution 
in order to determine whether the requirements of 
the law passed by the Legislature in 1902 were being 
complied with by the corporations. 

CHAPTER 322, ACTS OF 1902. 

An act to require manufacturing establishments to supply 
their employes with pure drinking water during working 
hours. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 

Section 1. All manufacturing establishments in this 
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Commonwealth shall provide fresh and pure drinking water, 
to which their employes shall have access during working 
hours. 

Section 2. Any corporation, association, firm or person, 
owning in whole or in part, managing, controlling, or super- 
intending any manufacturing establishment in which the 
provision of this act is violated, shall, upon complaint of the 
Board of Health of the city or town, or of the Selectmen of 
the town in which the establishment is located, be liable to a 
fine of one hundred dollars for each offence. 

The mills of Lowell are supplied with water 
from three different sources. 

First. A corporation reservoir, into which 
canal and Merrimack River water can be pumped 
from the Lawrence Manufacturing Company; or the 
Lowell Machine Shop. This supply is for fire , pro- 
tection, and has been since the fire on the Merrimack 
entirely disconnected from the driven well supply of 
the City of Lowell. 

Second. When the mills are in operation, the 
water wheels supply to tanks, canal and river water, 
which is sent through a system of pipes into all the 
rooms, and in theory is only designed and allowed 
for washing and sanitary purposes. 

Third. The city driven well supply for drink- 
ing purposes only. 

The second or pumped corporation supply is a 
source of serious danger, and should be curtailed 
and scrupulously guarded at all times. It would be 
very desirable, if possible, to reduce the number of 
taps to the lowest possible limit consistent with the 
work to be accomplished, and still further to change 
all into “ key faucets ” if practicable, holding some- 
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one responsible that they are not used under any 
circumstances for drinking purposes. 

The third or driven well water in some of the 
mills is ample for the needs of the operatives, and in 
others should be increased and extended. The tank 
system is open to criticism, and the question natur- 
ally arises whether the water drawn from the primary 
tanks on the Hamilton and Middlesex Mills is “ pure 
and fresh,” as required by the Statute, and if it, is, 
greater care should be used that they should be 
emptied and refilled oftener, so that the slippery film 
should not form on the sides of the tank. 

The standard rule of excellence should be : — 

First. A supply that would furnish in every 
room direct from the taps an ample amount of fresh 
and pure driven well water. 

Second. The cutting out from the canal and 
river system now in use for washing and sanitary 
purposes, every possible tap that can be spared 
without impairing the efficiency of the system. 

Third. On the remaining taps, if ' it is prac- 
ticable, to place a system of lock faucets so that it 
will be impossible for the operatives to gain access 
to the water for drinking purposes during working 
hours. 

Fourth. The removal of all tanks, pails or 
receptacles, as far as possible, from the line of 
urinals and water closets. 

With the above objects in view, any change 
towards the accomplishment will be in the line of 
distinct improvement. 

When there is a well driven and owned by a 
corporation, and furnishing a quality of water that 
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will stand the test of a chemical and bacterial 
analysis made by experts of the State Board of 
Health, all that should be done is to have it supplied 
as direct and often as to keep it fresh and pnre. 

When the city supply is used, through the 
medium of tanks and pails, the primary outfit should 
be given frequent cleansing and refilling, if kept 
at all. 

The Board of Health believes that in most cases 
the above suggestions will be followed, and where 
there seems to be a valid reason why only partial 
change should be made, they will be open to any 
statement of reasons that may be presented. 

It would seem as if it were for the interest of 
all concerned'that harmony and co-operation should 
exist in the introduction of any plan towards check- 
ing the dangerous possibilities of a polluted water 
supply, and the greatest possible extension of a fresh 
and pure supply. 

The value of the results obtained will depend 
largely upon the spirit manifested, and the satisfac- 
tion, when completed, that every interest has been 
fairly and judicicially considered. 

If the different corporations will state in some 
way what, if anything, they are willing to do along 
the lines suggested, whatever remains will be 
reduced and simplified for conference. 

November 19 the report and suggestions were 
presented to the mill authorities, and early in 1904 
another inspection for the purpose of noting the 
response that has been made to the suggestions, will 
be made by the Board.

In the years the Census is taken, we can obtain 
an exact rating, but in the intermediate years, when 
an estimate only of the population can be made, exact 
reliance cannot be placed upon it. While one year 
may be higher, another lower, if we take a series of 
years, we ascertain correctly whether the death rate 
is increasing or not. 

In Lowell the average number of deaths during 
the decade 1890-1899 was 1929 and the death rate 
23.13 P er thousand living. 

During the four years 1900-1903 the average 
annual number of deaths was 1957 and the death 
rate 19.83. 

It is therefore certain that a marked decrease has 
been taking place during the last few years, and this 
decrease means the continuation of many lives that 
in former years and other conditions would have 
earlier ceased. If asked to indicate the causes for 
such satisfactory results, we should say that it was 
due partly to the introduction of a pure driven well 
supply of water, helped by the removal of all privy 
vaults, and the care and extension of the public 
sewers. 

There can be no doubt that this saving of life 
has also been helped by improved sanitation and by 
the great advance in medicine and surgery. 

The introduction of the microscope and labora- 
tory, the bacteriological examinations for diphtheria, 
typhoid fever and tuberculosis, the general use of 
vaccination, the discovery and use of antitoxin, the 
scientific demonstration that yellow fever is a 
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mosquito, and typhoid a water-born disease, and so 
in a way are to be guarded against by preventive 
methods, are some of the wonderful advances of the 
few last years that are now showing results in a 
decreased death rate. 

And quite important has been the development 
of modern sanitary methods ; the recognition of the 
importance of cleanliness, municipal and personal, 
and the success in controlling contagious and infec- 
tious diseases. The triumphs of the bacteriological 
discovery of the true nature of epidemic diseases has 
removed almost the last trace of the superstitious 
fear which their presence engendered even fifty years 
ago. Never again will the black death destroy its 
million of victims in the civilized portion of the 
world, never again will men fold their arms while 
hundreds of thousands are dying around them, call 
it a visitation of God, and await their own fate in 
helpless terror. 

Hand in hand with the vast improvement in 
medicine and surgery, have come more rational views 
upon cognate matters, ventilation, light, food, drink 
and personal cleanliness. If men and women are 
furnished with the knowledge and means of improving 
or maintaining their health when well, and for reliev- 
ing sickness, they will avail themselves of such 
means and will subsequently be healthier, stronger 
and more resistant to the slow sapping of energies 
during the progress of years towards old age and the 
natural close of life. 

The mortality in every community varies greatly 
at different ages. In infancy it is very high, in 
childhood very low, from ten to fifteen years of age 
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lower than at any other time of life, continuing low 
though increasing gradually, until middle age, and 
then rising rapidly in every succeeding decade. 

The idea of finding a fountain of perpetual youth 
has long since been abandoned, and we now seek the 
means of preserving the health of people during the 
few years of existence granted them on earth, and it 
is the greatest of boons, which the poorest man would 
not part with for money, while the richest would 
gladly part with all his money for health. 

Organized effort for the restriction of diseases by 
preventive medicine and effort, is of recent date, but 
the work of health officers and boards within the 
last ten years has been made more certain and satis- 
factory in its results by the help of bacteriological 
examinations. There is now no excuse for error in 
diagnosis of diphtheria, t}^phoid fever or tuberculosis. 
The use of the laboratory for strictly sanitary pur- 
poses is a comparatively recent move, for it is but 
little more than a decade ago that there was no 
laboratory in any state of the Union where analysis 
could be obtained free or upon the payment of a 
small fee. 

It is a pleasure to remember that the initiative 
was taken by the State Board of Health of 
Massachusetts in 1886. 

The experience of health officers bears the same 
relation to sanitary science, and of the same practical 
value as the bedside experience is to the practitioner 
of medical science. 

In pursuing their official duties, they have 
opportunities of observing the various conditions 
and circumstances in the environments of the com- 
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munity which are prejudicial to health and may 
propagate disease. They observe the influence of 
contagion and learn to recognize the causes which 
intensify it, and often trace it to its primary origin. 
They brave the contagion of the most malignant and 
infectious diseases with no additional reward than 
the sense of not having shirked any duty.

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In presenting to the Committee on Appropria- 
tions the estimate of expense for 1903 they were 
promised that whatever was granted would not be 
exceeded if it was possible to accomplish such a 
result. 

But owing to the loss of the revenue derived 
from the licensing of the sale of liquor, the Commit- 
tee were tinable to meet the requirements of the 
reduced estimates by some two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00). 

We have met the severe task imposed by that 
reduction, and take pleasure that our balances have 
even then been on the right side on all our appropri- 
ations. We have been fortunate in not having to 
meet the expenses ,that would have been unavoidable 
following a severe epidemic of smallpox or diphtheria, 
and therefore our office appropriation was ample, and 
we believe that the Department or the community 
was not injured by the economy practiced. 

Fortunately the coal famine of 1902-1903 allowed 
the saving of $763.30 in the yard expense of ash col- 
lection, as it lessened materially the cost for men and 
horses. Upon the other hand the expense of swill 
collection was increased $919.93 by the addition of 
one team and two men during a part of the year, in 
order to give stich service as was asked for by house- 
holders, and it must be still further increased to give 
all parts of the city two collections a week during 
nine months of 1904. 

We have received for our swill a larger amount 
than ever before in the history of the Department, 
$5,028.84, and it has been collected and paid into the 
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city treasury without, at the end of the year, the loss 
of a single dollar, or the possession of a single 
uncollectable bill, and while the sale for the purpose 
of feeding to swine is an objectionable method of 
disposal, our facilities for such disposal have been so 
satisfactory that we have not received a single com- 
plaint from any citizen, and every night after the 
close of the day’s traffic, a visitor at our yard would 
have been unable to detect any evidence of the nature 
of the business transacted during the day. 

The appropriation for sundries at the yard was 
very small, and compelled the most careful attention, 
necessitating the postponement of purchases of 
material that must be made soon, or the efficiency of 
the service will become impaired. . 

Of the thirty horses we now own and employ 
daily, seven are over fifteen years and at least five 
should be replaced with young and sound reinforce- 
ments, so that the stronger horses can be relieved 
from overwork in pulling and straining while haul- 
ing heavy loads of ashes over the soft yielding 
material that is always present until the surface 
becomes hard through age and shrinkage. 

The Department yard has been improved in its 
facilities and appearance, through the assistance of 
Superintendent Conlan and a part payment from his 
regular appropriation, in addition to a special one 
granted by the City Council. 

A 6o-foot shed for the storage of garbage wag- 
ons and a more extensive line of two-story sheds 
where the ash wagons are under cover, and the sleds 
above, have been completed, the roof of one stable 
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has been shingled, and the floor re-planked, and 
everything connected with the yard is in better and 
more presentable condition than ever before in its 
history. 

It is the wish of the Board to still further im- 
prove the service the present year by building two 
new ash wagons, two new swill wagons, and readjust- 
ing by repairs and new material, the harnesses of the 
thirty horses in our service. 

In conclusion the Board wishes to acknowledge 
the assistance in the appropriations granted during 
the year by the City Council, and the courtesies ex- 
tended by his His Honor the Mayor.

The apparatus is kept in the best possible con- 
dition and consists at present of six Engines, four 
one-horse and seven two-horse Hose Wagons, one 
Babcock Aerial Truck and three Trucks of other 
patterns, two Chemical Engines, one Hale Water 
Tower, one Patrol Wagon and Sleigh, fully equip- 
ped, six Hose Pungs, eight Fuel Wagons, two 
Wagons and one Sleigh for use on fire alarm, one 
Wagon and Sleigh for Chief’s use, one Wagon for 
Assistant Chief’s use, and nineteen fire extinguishers. 
In reserve there are three two-horse Hose Reels. 

FIRE-ALARM. 

This branch of the service has been maintained 
in most excellent condition by the operator. Mr. H. 
C. Fernald, and has given perfect alarms the past 
year. 

There have been one hundred and fifty-five 
alarms given from signal boxes; and No School 
signal has been given fifteen times the past year. 

Connected with the circuit there is one ten-cir-

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cuit non-interfering repeater, one ten-circuit cutout 
and testing switchboard, one slate protector, twelve 
galvanometers ten bell-strikers, fifteen large gongs 
for engine houses, eight small gongs, seventeen in- 
dicators, sixteen electro -magnets and connections for 
opening stall doors, twenty- three electric light current 
protectors, one hundred and seventeen public and 
eight private signal boxes, one hundred miles of wire, 
the whole supplied with a storage battery of four 
hundred cups. 

There is also one large gong and indicator com- 
bined in the Police Station, one large gong at Pump- 
ing Station, Merrimack Square, Tower’s Corner, and 
near the Northern Depot. 

An additional appropriation will be needed this 
year to extend the placing of wires underground. 

TELEPHONE. 

There are connected with this system twenty 
stations, consisting of transmitter, telephone bell, and 
battery; there are also twenty-two tap bells for the 
rooms of the Engine Houses, and about forty miles 
of wire owned by the city, under the care of the Fire 
Alarm Operator, except the telephones and trans- 
mitters, which are leased from the Telephone Com- 
pany. The ringing line is supplied by a storage 
battery of one hundred and ten cups. 

HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

There are fifty-five horses in the service of the 
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department. Thirteen new ones have been purchased 
the past year to take the place of twelve that had 
passed their usefulness for this department. There 
are twelve sets of double, ten sets of three-horse hitch 
harnesses, and four single swinging harnesses of the 
Berry and Hale Patents. 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

This department is maintained by the city and 
consists of six permanent men. They responded to 
one hundred and eighty-nine alarms, in service one 
hundred and seventy-two hours; spread three hun- 
dred and ninety-four covers, and used one hundred 
and thirty-nine extinguishers, raised 85 feet ladders, 
laid 1450 feet of hose. 

Chemical Engine C, attached to Truck 2, has 
used thirty-nine tanks. Chemical B, attached to 
Truck 3, has used 52 tanks. 

HYDRANTS. 

Five new hydrants have been added the past 
year as follows: Westerly side of Andrews Street, 
southeasterly side of Dutton Street, two on Market 
corner of Shattuck Street, northerly side of Third 
Avenue, making a total of eleven hundred and seventy 
seven. 

HOSE. 

The department will need two thousand feet of 
new hose the present year. 
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FIRES AND LOSSES. 

The whole number of alarms of fire during the 
year ending December 31, 1903, was four hundred 
and forty six (446). One hundred and fifty-five were 
given from signal boxes (three second and two gen- 
eral alarms included), one hundred and sixty-three 
stills, one hundred and twenty-three telephones and 
fifteen automatic alarms. The No School signal was 
given fifteen times. In addition there were eighty- 
one (81) reported alarms. There were two hundred 
and thirty-nine fires extinguished by chemicals and 
one hundred and twenty-one where water was 
used; the remaining number were extinguished by 
other means, or had been put out before the arrival 
of the department. 

The whole amount of loss was $230,238.88; in- 
surrnce, $4,077,078.00; insurance paid, $223,585.02; 
loss above insurance, $6,653.86- the valuation was 
$6,317,250.00. 

There have been nine alarms for fires out of the 
city, to which some part of the department has re- 
sponded the past year, for which no insurances are 
kept; Tewksbury 4, Chelmsford 3, Dracut 1, and 
West Andover 1. 

One of the most notable fires the past year occurred 
February 27th, in the Burbank Block on Prescott Street, 
owned by H. B. Shattuck, containing - four stores, offices, 
lodging - rooms, and hall. The alarm was sent in at 2.56 
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a. m. followed by a second and general alarm, the recall 
was sent in at 11.25 a. m. The fire started in the ele- 
vator from some unknown cause, and with the assistance 
of a light shaft' in the rear of the building soon carried 
the fire to the roof and when the department arrived the 
flames were shooting through the roof and windows near 
the Belvidere Hotel. Women frantic with fear were look- 
ing out of the windows begging to be taken out. The 
department was handicapped by the large number of 
wires in front of the building preventing the quick use 
of ladders, but soon every one was removed that could 
be found. Attention was then given to the fire which 
had gained considerable headway, there was no way to 
fight it except from the front, a solid brick wall backed 
by the Massachusetts store house, being in the rear, the 
Howe Block on one end and the Hotel Belvidere on the 
other. Both blocks were damaged more or less by smoke 
and water. The rear wall fell on the roof of the Mass- 
achusetts store house breaking through and setting the 
contents on fire which opened the sprinklers and with the 
assistance of two lines of hose the fire in this building 
was soon under control, but there was a large water 
damage to the contents. 

A report that a number of the inmates were missing 
the debris of each room was thoroughly searched and 
only the remains of Miss S. F. Kittredge was found. 
The loss on the Burbank and Howe Blocks and Hotel 
Belvidere was $23,112.83, the loss on the Massachusetts 
Store House was $69,400.00. 

July 18th, at 8.20 p. m., the department was called to 
what proved to be a very bad fire, a young man saw the 
reflection in the sky and pulled in an alarm from Box 113 
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which is a long- ways from the fire, sending* the Depart- 
ment some ways around, a second alarm was sent in soon 
after, by orders of the Chief. The fire started from the 
explosion of coal gas in the coal shed, containing thousands 
of tons of coal which had been burning a long time, and 
workmen were removing it when the explosion happened, 
none of whom made any effort to give an alarm to the 
Department. The boiler house alongside of the shed was 
soon in flames and was doomed before the Department 
arrived, and their efforts were directed to saving the 
surrounding property. The fire extended to the roof and 
windows of the No. 5 mill of the Tremont and Suffolk 
Corporation, the sprinklers were let on and with the 
number of streams of water a large water damage oc- 
curred, the recall was sent at 1.30 a. m. The loss to the 
Merrimack Corporation was $65,000, and to the Tremont 
and Suffold $33,000. Daring this fire an alarm was sent 
in from Box 7 for a fire in a block owned by J. Gates 
Estate and occupied by T. M. Bolton as a harness shop. 
Combustion in a barrel of waste was the cause. 

July 29th, at 9.06 a. m., an alarm from Box 138 called 
the Department to one of the worst disasters that ever 
occurred in this vicinity, caused by the explosion of the 
magazines in Tewksbury. When the Department arrived 
nine buildings were on fire and a number of others had 
been blown into kindling wood. The dead and wounded 
lay scattered over the ground, except the body of one 
lady which was taken out of a burning building. The 
hose was quickly removed from the wagons, wnich 
were used to remove the bodies to the hospitals and un- 
dertakers’ rooms, after which the Department set to work 
to put out and stop the spreading of the fire. . There 
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were over twenty people killed besides the injured. Two 
two-horse teams loaded with powder were blown into 
small pieces, the largest piece found was the head and 
shoulders of one horse. No piece of three of the men 
large enough to identify either has ever been found. 
Fragments of men and horses were found more than one 
quarter of a mile away. The Department was on duty 
nearly eight hours. 

December 6th, 10.51 a. m., an alarm from Box 42 
called the Department to Davis and Sargents Mill oc- 
cupied by Davis and Sargent, Box Manufacturers, and 
Charles T. Crosby, Furniture Manufacturer, where a 
fire had got under a good headway on top of a pair of 
stairs in a room near the boiler room with no connection 
except a door through a brick wall in front of the boilers. 
It started from an unknown cause, but looked very sus- 
picious; it was finally overcome without much loss. At 
7.17 p. m. the same day Box 42 was pulled in followed 
by a second and general alarm for another fire in the 
same property but ‘ in another part of the building, this 
fire had no connection with the first one as a thick brick 
wall separated the. two, and men were working in this 
room where the fire caught — cleaning up until 5 o’clock. 
When the Department arrived this room was all on fire, 
and the bla^e was coming through the skylights in the 
roof, it extended through the windows into the main 
building and burnt off part of the roof, this fire also had 
a bad look. An investigation by Mr. Casey, the Fire 
Marshal’s Aid, was held, but nothing could be shown as 
to the cause of either of the fires. The loss was $8,470.83. 
Recall, 10.57 p. m: 
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There were only nine other fires where the loss 
was $1,000.00 and over. Jan. 12th, a building on 
Merrimack Street owned by A. C. Wheelock and oc- 
cupied by J. M. Ghiz, Fancy Goods Store, loss 
$1,750.00. Jan. 15th, Mrs. E. Tuttle’s dwelling on 
Hanks Street, loss $1,576.25. May 26th, J. M. G. 
Parker’s estate, dwelling occupied by H. W. Coburn, 
loss $1,567.15. June 4th, dwelling on Tolman Ave. 
owned and occupied by J. Gaynor, loss $1,014,50. 
July 4th, a fancy goods store owned by the Appleton 
Corporation and occupied by Mrs. F. Goldenberge, 
loss $2,092.37. July 8th, stable and dwelling owned 
and occupied by C. S. Merrill, loss $1,322.75. July 18 
block on Market Street Owned by J. Gates estate, 
and one store occupied by T. M. Bolton as a harness 
shop, loss $1,250.53. Aug. 14th, dwelling on Hil- 
dreth Street owned and occupied by O. H. Stafford, 
loss $1,108.32. Dec. 22d, stable owned and occupied 
by A. Bibeault, loss $4,000.00. Making a total loss 
of the nine fires, $15,681.87. Insurance $67,775.00. 

There has been twelve incendiary or supposed 
incendiary fires the past year, all of which were in- 
vestigated by the Fire Marshal’s Aid, M. F. Casey. 
While a thorough investigation was made, not enough 
evidence could be ascertained to make an arrest ex- 
cept in one case, as it is almost impossible to convict 
any one on a fire case. March. 22, 24, 26, a block on 
Tyler Street belonging to H. B. Hill was set on fire. 
Frank H. Curran, aged 20, James Jones, aged 18., 
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and Agnes McLaughlin, 16, were arrested, pleaded 
guilty, and were sent away. There were a number 
of other fires recorded as unknown which looked very 
suspicious and were investigated by Mr. Casey. 

There have been five false alarms. Two boys, 
John Donnelly and Thomas Archibald, were caught 
and sent to the reformatory; another boy was caught 
pulling x a box, there being a chimney fire in the 
vicinity; he was let go with a reprimand. 

There have been eighty fires which the Depart 
ment did not attend; the loss was $101,331.75; in- 
surance, $7,316,700.00. 

For further particulars in regard to fires and 
losses I refer you to the tables annexed to this report.

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There have been two deaths in the Department 
the past year. Charles S. Hibbert, permanent En- 
gineer on Engine 2, was one of the oldest men. His 
death was a severe loss to the Department. He was 
a great sufferer for a year or two from a bladder 
trouble, and after an operation did not have strength 
enough to pull through. He joined the Department 
November, 1865, and died February 1st, 1903. 
Robert B. Seeton, a call man on Engine 5, died De- 
cember 24th, of pneumonia. He was always faithful 
to his duties as a fireman. He joined the Depart- 
ment August. 1892. 

The following is a list of the injured: Asst. En- 
gineer G. F. Salmon; Thomas McNamara, Engine 1; 
J. H. Tracy, Engine 4; B. M. Simpson, Hose 10; 
J. D. Finnegan, Truck 1; James Adams, Truck 4; 
and D. W. Russell, Protective Co. 

There were three death by burning during the 
past year. On February 26th, Mrs. F. A. Cross, 
Mt. Vernon Street, was lying on a lounge. Her little 
boy set the lounge on fire, and in trying to extinguish 
it the woman’s clothes caught on fire. She died the 
next morning. February 27th, Miss S. F. Kittredge 
was burned in the Burbank Block fire. May 18th, 
Mrs. E. Foster, lived just over the line in Tewksbury. 
Her clothes caught fire from a kerosene stove. Mem- 
bers of the Department did all that could be done to 
relieve her sufferings, until the arrival of the ambu- 
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lance, when she was sent to the hospital. She died 
before morning'.

REPORT. 


Lowell, January i, 1903 


To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — Herein is submitted the Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of Street Lights for 
the year ending December 31, 1903. 

The lighting of the streets is all done by 
contract, with a rebate for all lights not burning 
the designated time. In addition to the police who 
report all lights not burning, and out of order, 
one permanent man from the Fire Department 
( but paid for by this department ), is detailed to 
look after all lights and see that they are kept in 
good order and giving the amount of light the 
city pays for. 

During the past year the old electric lights have 
been changed to the enclosed arc and are giving 
much better satisfaction, the rebates being less than 
one-half. At present we ■ have 522 electric lights, 
fifteen of which have been added the past year. 
Three of them were ordered by the Board of 
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Aldermen for 1902, and located as follows: Shattuck 
street and Railroad ave,, Pine street and Sanders 
ave., Suffolk street opposite entrance to Parochial 
school. The twelve ordered this year are located 
as follows: Westford between Grand and Royal 
streets, under the Boston and Maine R. R. bridge on 
Lawrence street, Central street near entrance of Trust 
Co., corner of Fayette and Bartlett streets, Church 
street opposite Washington House stable, junction 
of Aiken ave., Dalton and Ludlam streets, opposite 
No. 478 Gorham street, Stevens between Middlesex 
* and Troy streets, opposite No. 41 Chapel street, 
front of Notre Dame Academy, Adams street ; 
Bellevue and Thayer streets, Stackpole and Brown 
streets. There are also eight lights on Fort Hill 
Park that burn four or five months in summer ; 
they burn all night and cost 33 cents each light 
per night. 

The gas and gasolene lighting is contracted with 
the Welsbach Street Lighting Co. The gas contract 
expires Sept., 1905, and the gasolene June, 1906. 
The price of the gas lights is $23 per year, burn 
every night but four in each month until one o’clock 
a. m. There are seven lights that burn all night 
and cost $30 each per year, also three double burners 
that cost $36.50 each per year, At present there 
are 1112 gas lights. Fifteen have been added the 
past year and two changed from gasolene. Five of 
these were ordered by the 1902 Board of Aldermen, 
located as follows : Doane, Jefferson, Avon, New 
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Nichols and B streets. The other ten are located 
as follows: Berkley ave., No. 16 Lipton street, 
Pendergast court, 175 Stevens street, Apple street, 
Avenue between 204 Lakeview ave. and Front street, 
Walker ave. corner Eleventh street and Merrill ave. 
corner of Perry and Pond streets and Clitheroe 
street. There has been nine discontinued on account 
of electric lights, as follows : Shattuck, Fayette, Aiken 
ave., Gorham, Stevens, Chapel, Adams, Stackpole 
and Pine streets. There are seventeen gas lights 
owned by the Corporations, the City paying for the 
gas. Lawrence 6, Tremont and Suffolk 6, and the 
Merrimack 5. The gasolene lights cost 9^ cents 
each light per night. They burn twenty-five nights 
each month until one o’clock, a, m. There are at 
present 408. Eleven have been added the past 
year, two changed to gas, and one discontinued. 
Nine of these were ordered by the 1902 Board of 
Aldermen, located as follows : Magnolia, First 

Boylston, Corey and Princeton streets, one each ; 
Cashin and Dingwell streets, two each ; the other 
two are located on Varnum ave. and 201 Manchester 
street. The two changed to gas are on Chelmsford 
street, the one discontinued on Lawrence street. 

I would recommend that the gas lights ( and if 
the finances will allow I would include the gasolene 
lights ), be kept burning all night, as I think in the 
end it would be a saving to the City by preventing 
the demand for electric lights, as one of the arguments 
used is that they burn all night.

Dear Sir : — The Board of Police of the City of 
Lowell has the honor to submit herewith the annual 
report of the administration of the Lowell Police 
Department for the year ending May 31st, 1904. 

On the first of May, 1903, the city entered upon 
a year of what is called no-license, which ended April 
30th, 1904, and while all other laws necessary to the 
orderly conduct of the city had to be enforced as usual, 
some very good citizens had an idea that all business 
ought to be suspended, and the whole time and atten- 
tion of the department be given to the regulation of 
the liquor traffic. In its annual report for 1902-3, 
made a year ago to your honor, this Board said, among 
other things: “As there exists in the mind of the public 
a good deal of misconception as to the scope of the law 
and the extent of the authority of those who enforce 
it, it may not be out of place to make a few statements 
of fact at this time which will help to give a cooler and 
more correct view of the value of the vote taken at the 
polls, and of the results likely to be obtained under a 
no-license law. 
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“No-license does not mean no drinking, because 
no-license does not mean that the buying of intoxi- 
cating liquors ceases as soon as the law goes into effect. 
The no-license law simply means that the local licens- 
ing board shall have no authority to grant licenses to 
sell intoxicating liquors in Lowell ; but it does not mean 
that liquor cannot be bought elsewhere and brought 
to Lowell. By complying with the plain and simple 
requirements of the transportation law, any citizen 
desiring intoxicating liquors' can obtain all he wants, 
keep it in his house and use it wisely or unwisely, as 
his taste and thirst may direct. 

“The so-called open saloon has been closed and 
its activities for good or evil have been transferred to 
and divided between the express companies and the 
homes. About 1171,000 in direct revenue has been 
lost to City and State; some hundreds of thousands 
of dollars worth of assessed property has gone 
from the levy of the tax collector, and the money 
usually expended for liquor in this city is being sent 
elsewhere to swell the trade of other cities. These, 
however, are mere matters of detail, which will disturb 
no one, if- the general average of law and order, sobriety 
and happiness, is raised. As a general proposition, 
virtue is its own reward, and the good people of Lowell 
will probably obtain the usual results plus the approval 
of their consciences. There may be, and doubtless 
has been, some illegal traffic in intoxicating liquors 
since the first of May ; but it has been small in volume 
and secret and shifty in character, the vigilance and 
activity of the police making this sort of illegality 
dangerous and unprofitable. While there are people 
in every community willing to risk arrest and punish- 
ment by engaging in profitable, if illegal, business, 
there are not many who are anxious to run risks when 
the business is unprofitable. It is well to remember 
that while enthusiasm may run high at the polls for 
no-license, the efforts of the police to enforce the law 
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later are not always supported with an excess of ardor. 
The illegal vendor cares more for profits than ethics ; his 
patrons are not lying awake nights to aid the police; 
the average citizen is busy minding his own business; 
the friends of the law are well disposed but occupied 
with other affairs; and the task of enforcing the law 
against the thirst of the many is left to the few — -to a 
police force of one hundred men, of whom perhaps a 
dozen are specially delegated to do this special work. 
The average citizen, in estimating the measure of suc- 
cess to be obtained, must in all fairness measure the 
size and strength of the opposing forces. 

‘ ‘At the same time the task of detecting the baser 
sort of traffic — the so-called kitchen barrooms — is 
surrounded by so many physical difficulties and legal 
technicalities, and the changes of base of the traffickers 
are so frequent and rapid, that the exposure and detec- 
tion of the traffic do not necessarily mean the arrest of 
the law breakers. The frequent and easy communi- 
cation between Lowell and the neighboring cities and 
towns where intoxicating liquors are sold will doubtless 
lure many of our citizens afield to assuage a thirst 
which appears to increase as the facilities at home 
decrease; and if the experiences of the last no-license 
year are to be repeated, we will find street railroad 
travel made disagreeable and dangerous after dark, 
and our local courts congested with drunkards made in 
Lawrence, Nashua and other towns. Amenities of this 
sort must be borne philosophically, even when the 
imported drunkenness is laid to the door of police 
negligence and called home-made by good people, 
whose intentions are better than their knowledge and 
judgment.” 

This forecast of the year’s outcome has been pretty 
well verified by the results ; and this Board in the execu- 
tion of the law has received all the aid and sympathy 
it expected from the strenuous friends of no-license. 
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During the no-license year — from May 1st, 1903, 
to April 30th, 1904 — the force specially delegated to 
look after the enforcement of the liquor laws served 957 
search warrants and made 227 seizures of intoxicating 
liquors, consisting of 954 gallons of ale; 1,476 gallons of 
whiskey; 224 gallons of wine; 45 gallons of brandy; 75 
gallons of gin ; 44J gallons of rum ; 32| gallons of porter. 
The seizure force made some 30,000 visits to places 
where liquor had been sold under license in former 
years and to places suspected of doing illegal business — 
a record of unusual activity. The results flowing from 
this activity may be seen in the fact that despite the 
difficulties encountered by officers well known to law 
breakers, evidence enough was secured to initiate 174 
prosecutions in court, of which convictions were obtained 
in 159 cases. These convictions resulted in fines 
amounting to $9,535.00. 

The return to a system of licensed liquor selling 
has done away with the necessity for maintaining a 
special liquor force, and the men thus employed have 
been returned to regular route duty, where they were 
needed. 

In the month of April licenses to sell intoxicating

The amount of revenue derived from all minor 
sources during the year and turned in to the City 
Treasurer was $2,527.00. 

The strength of the police force at the end of the 
year numbered 135 men, officers, inspectors and patrol- 
men, the regular and supernumerary force being included 
in this number. Only the regular officers patrolling 
regular beats are a charge on the city treasury, the 
supernumeraries being paid only for the work done on 
routes during the absence of the regular men, or for 
police duty done for persons and societies needing their 
services. Under the conditions prevailing in the past 
year the discipline of the force has been very satisfac- 
tory, only some eight men being disciplined for infrac- 
tions of the rules or neglect of duty. One officer was 
summarily dismissed from the service after a trial, 
previous warning and punishment having effected no 
reform; three were fined in various sums ; and four were 
reprimanded and transferred to new routes by the 
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Superintendent of Police, their offences being deemed 
of a character making their appearance before the 
Board unnecessary. 

Patrolman Michael J. Counihan was commended 
in general orders last December for his zeal and atten- 
tion to duty, when he arrested three shoplifters, 
women, whose predatory activity was the occasion of 
much loss and annoyance to our local storekeepers. 

Eight members of the probationary reserve were 
promoted to the regular or permanent reserve; and 
four members of the permanent reserve mere promoted 
to the regular force. 

The enactment of Chapter 242 of the Acts of 1904, 
entitled an Act to regulate public lodging houses in 
certain cities, goes into effect June 1st, and places 
certain duties on this Board to perform, which must 
entail hardship on some people unless the City Govern- 
ment remedies the defects in our local legislation. The 
law requires that every keeper of a lodging house of a 
certain character must be licensed by the Board of 
Police if he wishes to continue in business ; but, under 
Section 3 of the Act, “No such license shall be granted 
in any such city until the inspector of buildings there- 
of, or the other officer or board having authority to 
administer the laws and ordinances in regard to the 
construction of buildings therein, has certified that the 
building is provided with sufficient means of escape in 
case of fire, and that suitable appliances are provided 
for extinguishing fires and for giving alarm to the 
inmates in case of fire.” 

There does not appear to be any official in the ser- 
vice of the city to whom has been delegated the author- 
ity and duty contemplated in this act, and until there 
is, there is no one to issue the certificate required by 
this law as a necessary preliminary to receiving a 
license. This Board would respectfully suggest that 
some action be taken to supply this defect at an early 
date, since in the meantime, lodging-house keepers of 
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the class contemplated by this law have no legal stand- 
ing, are doing business unlawfully, and are simply 
continuing on sufferance. The matter, it seems to us, 
calls for immediate action, and we would ask that it be 
brought to the attention of the City Council for suit- 
able legislation. 

The police signal telegraph system is in excellent 
condition. The new boxes connected with the under- 
ground wires are neater and more ornamental than 
those still in use with overhead wires; and their con- 
struction and equipment make them more serviceable, 
more durable, freer from accidents and interruptions, 
and more satisfactory all around. A large part of the 
system must necessarily remain over head, the Board 
having no means of complying with the orders and 
ordinances of the City Council in relation to placing 
wires underground, until subway conduits are con- 
structed and appropriations made to complete the 
work. While the change from one system of wiring to 
the other costs money, there can be no question that 
in the end economy, efficiency, and freedom from the 
destructive elements of a varying climate are secured. 
With the extension of the conduit system the Board 
will place as much of the signal system under ground 
as it is feasible to do. 

For years this department has been caused a good 
deal of anxiety by the tendency of despondent and 
unbalanced prisoners to injure themselves and others, 
and to commit suicide when recovering from the effects 
of a prolonged debauch. In order to correct this evil 
as far as care and vigilance could do so, the keepers of 
the lock-up were placed on eight-hour tours of duty, 
frequent visits to the cells were required, these inspec- 
tions and visits being recorded on electric watch-clocks 
installed in the prison for that purpose. The comple- 
tion of the insane detention rooms has enabled the 
department to separate the insane from those whom 
despondency and drink had brought to the verge of 
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insanity; and the result has been that the prison has 
been free from suicide and attempts at suicide since 
these changes and improvements were made. 

The statistics of the work of the department are 
appended to this report.

REPORT 


OF THE 

Park Commissioners of the City of 
Lowell for the year 1903 


In compliance with the requirements of Chapter 
28, Section 13 of the Revised Laws of the Common- 
wealth, entitled, “Of Public Parks , Playgrounds and the 
Public Do?nainf the following report is submitted to 
the City Council. 

Prior to the first Monday of May of the current 
year, the parks and commons of the City were under the 
supervision and control of a committee of the City 
Council, an appropriation for the care and maintenance 
of the parks was made by the City Council, and the 
money appropriated was expended under the direction 
of the committee. This method was in vogue in most 
of the cities of the Commonwealth until within twenty 
years past In many of the cities there has been a 
change in the mode of administration of the parks from 
the supervision by a committee to the supervision by 
commissioners, usually nominated by the Mayor and 
confirmed by the Board of Alderman or by the City 
Council. For several years, in the large cities espec- 
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ially, there has been a marked interest manifested in the 
subject of parks, their location, their development and 
their supervision. The belief of the few has become the 
conviction of the many that the pleasure grounds of the 
public ought to receive a high degree of consideration in 
the administration of civic affairs. It is urged that the 
services of an expert landscape engineer should be ob- 
tained to lay out, to design and to beautify the parks, 
that they should be intelligently supervised with a view 
to securing unity of design and continuity in the execu- 
tion of the work of the maintenance and the develope- 
ment of the parks. 

There has been a working out of these theories in 
the park system established in the City of Boston and in 
the cities and towns near Boston afterwards compre- 
hending the Metropolitan Park System. The public 
sentiment was crystallized into the form of legislation by 
the Act of the General Court known as the Park Act. 
Many of the cities accepted this act and commissioners 
were appointed in pursuance of its provisions. In this 
City, last autumn, the sentiment favoring the appoint- 
ment of a commission to have the care of the parks took 
definite form, and by reason of the efforts of the 
Middlesex Women’s Club, aided by the Press of the 
City, a public sentiment was created that resulted in the 
question whether or not the Park Act should be accep- 
ted being submitted to the voters of the City, and the 
vote was in favor of the acceptance of the same. 

On the twenty-seventh day of January, the Mayor 
appointed the members of the Commission as it is at 
present constituted, their duties to begin on the first 
Monday of May following, and the appointment was 
confirmed by the City Council. On the first Monday 
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of May, the members of the Board met and organized. 
Mr. John J. Pickman was elected the Chairman of the 
Board, and Mr. John E. Drury the Secretary. Mr. 
Charles A. Whittet was elected Superintendent. 

Meetings of the Commission have been held fortnight- 
ly, and the superintendent has made reports in writing 
to the Board at each meeting containing a statement of 
the progress of work being done under his direction, 
together with financial exhibits and recommendations 
relative to work and other matters pertaining to the 
Department. An inspection of the buildings used for 
the stabling of the horses and for the storage of carts 
belonging to the Department made it clear that the 
stables were unfit for the purpose and that there was 
not sufficient accommodation for the carts, they being 
exposed to the weather. Arrangements have been 
made whereby the horses have been put in the stable 
under the control of the Department of Streets, in which 
there are abundant light and air, and the assurance has 
been given that sheds or other structures will be erected 
to provide for the storage of the carts and other property 
of the Department. 

The Commissioners have thought it the prudent 
course at the outset to familiarize themselves with their 
duties, to learn the needs of the parks, and to determine 
upon some plan of improvement appropriate to each, 
measured by the amount of the appropriation at their 
disposal, and to do something every year in the execu- 
tion of the plan agreed upon. 

When the Commissioners entered upon their duties 
the present year, the amount of the unexpended appro- 
priation was $6,653.90, and there has not been afforded 
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the means to spend much money for permanent 
improvements.

THE ROGERS FORT HILL PARK. 

In addition to the ordinary work of maintenance at 
Fort Hill Park, the entrance spaces about the pond have 
been filled with loam and plants placed therein. A large 
flower bed has been laid out and planted in the lot to 
the right of the entrance. Trees have been planted 
along the walks in the park and on Rogers street 
adjoining the Park. The walk on the south side of the 
street has been widened and curbed, turfed and 
graded to conform to the walk above it. It is proposed 
early next year to have a plan prepared for improve- 
ments in the lot to the right of the entrance recently 
laid out by the City. 

BELVIDERE PARK 

A large flower bed was planted in the center of this 
park. The walk from the entrance at the corner of 
Andover and Park streets, extending to the entrance at 
the corner of Nesmith and Chestnut streets, has been

relaid with concrete and a cross walk that seemed 
unnecessary has been taken up and turfed. 

VARNUM PARK 

The walks in this park have been relaid and settees 
placed in it. It has been opened to the public, and 
although there were some fears expressed that the 
privileges would be abused, no complaints have as yet 
been made. 


SOUTH COMMON 

A good deal of attention has been given to the 
South Common by the Commissioners. It is located in 
a thickly settled neighborhood, accessible to a large 
number of people, and its large space, its contour, and 
the large number of beautiful trees within its limits, 
afford the opportunity to make it one of the most 
attractive pleasure grounds within the limits of the City. 
A large tract on the easterly side has been ploughed and 
sowed with grass seed, and it is intended to plough and 
sow the remaining tract next season. The walk or mall 
on the easterly side of the Common has been widened, 
turfed on either side of the walk, and the walk rolled 
and covered with trap rock. It is intended to continue 
the walk further down South street and along Summer 
street; a playground with an out-door gymnasium will be 
made near the South street entrance, and a base-ball 
diamond laid out. 

With respect to the other commons and parks, 
little has been done except in the line of maintenance, 
and the lack of funds has, to some extent, hampered the 
Commission in bestowing the care upon them that they 
should have received. 
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TREES 


Our City is fortunate in the number and variety of 
the trees growing within its limits, and no pains should 
be spared to care for and to preserve them. At present 
there seems to be uncertainty as to where the power is 
lodged to deal with the removal of trees or their care, 
and there should be speedy action taken by the proper 
authorities to clothe some one with the necessary power 
to deal with this important subject. 

There have not been this year any gifts or grants 
of land to the City for park purposes, and indeed the 
Commission has found its time fully occupied in caring 
for the parks now under its control. 

Lowell has many beautiful places bordering upon 
its rivers and canals that are admirably adapted for park 
purposes, and with the growth of interest in our parks, 
and the confidence that they are being honestly admin- 
istered in the interest of the public, and not for the 
advantage of the few, it is probable that some of these 
attractive places may be added to the parks of the City. 
We live in an industrial city in which many of the 
citizens are obliged to remain at their labor, often times 
close and confining, during the twelve months of the 
year. Here, if anywhere, ample provision should be 
made to make the breathing places of the City attractive 
and inviting for all classes of the community. Play- 
grounds should be provided for the children and open 
air gymnasiums erected, and the parks should be well 
kept and fully protected and supplied with all the reas- 
onable facilities for the public for whose use they were 
dedicated and set apart. It rests with the servants of 
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the people to afford the means to give to the people the 
the privileges rightfully belonging to them. 

A detailed statement of the receipts, expenditures 
and liabilities is herewith appended. 

The report of the Superintendent to the Commis- 
sion is also submitted herewith.

General Superintendent’s Report 


Lowell, Mass., January i, 1904. 

To The Park Commissioners. 

Gentlemen : 

I have the honor to submit to you the Annual Report of 
receipts and expenditures for the Park Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1903, and a review of the work done in the 
parks and commons under your direction. 

The limited amount of funds appropriated for the parks and 
commons necessarily keeps them in about the same condition as 
they have been, with the exception of the improvements that have 
been made by the economical expenditure of the park 
appropriation. 

In all my work I have endeavored, so far as consistent 
with proper park construction, to put things in such condition that 
the city will in the future be called upon for the least annual ex- 
pense for maintenance. 

A carefully prepared report of the receipts and expenditures 
has been made. To this statement your attention is especially 
called; I will not duplicate statements of details, but will call 
your attention to the chief expenditures and the results attained. 

We began the first Monday in May with a balance of 
$6,653.90 to the credit of our fund for labor and sundries. We 
have paid for labor, $5,456.82, and for general expenses, 
$1,249.30, and have a balance of $5.77 to the credit of the general 
treasury. During the spring we received a donation of plants for 
the parks from Messrs. Whittet & Co., and from Commissioner 
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Harvey B. Greene. In this, as in all respects, our parks offer an 
especial field for private gifts. 

The constant and large increase of visitors each year is the 
best evidence that the people generally are entering into the fuller 
use and enjoyment of the parks. 

Yet, after all, parks are but larger door-yards or lawns, — or 
rather, in many cases, a series of them. The landscape gardening 
applied to them is essentially the same as that employed in con- 
structing the most modest home grounds. There is nothing really 
different in the general theory of landscape gardening of parks 
from that of ordinary grounds. The apparent difference simply 
lies in the special application to some particular individual 
undertaking. 

In actual practice, one part must, of course, be treated differ- 
ently from another, but the lesson acquired by considering one 
piece of work of this kind, must always be helpful in carrying on 
other park work. 

Statistics from all sources invariably show that a park — 

First — Increases the value of abutting property 300 to 500 
per cent. 

Second — Increases revenue from taxation on such property 
in the same ratio. 

Third — Reduces the general tax rate, instead of increasing it. 

Fourth — Thus gradually pays for itself and helps to reduce 
the general city indebtedness. 

Fifth — Greatly beautifies the city. 

Sixth — Attracts investors, and those that are seeking 
attractive homes. 

In parks, as in everything, results count. Parks, parkways 
and boulevards have no significance unless improved and brought 
into the fullest use and enjoyment of the people. 

In the fifty years that have passed since Andrew Jackson 
Downing pleaded so eloquently the cause of public parks for 
America, we have made such advances that we now outrank other 
countries in the number established, and in the ability displayed in 
the majority of cases, in their design and development. 

The development of the park idea in all of our American cities 
is remarkable. Within a few years a great awakening has taken 
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place as to the vital importance of preserving and beautifying large 
and conveniently situated tracts of land. 

The parks belong to the people. The humblest laboring man 
with his family can go out from the hot and dusty street into the 
beautiful parks, and carries with him a sense of ownership. It is 
his estate. 

The peoples’ needs call for parks, and they will be the better 
in all relations of life for possession of them. It is manifest now in 
our city that the desire for park improvements has assumed larger 
dimensions, and I think it is safe to say that from this time 
forward the people may be depended upon for active co-operation 
in all measures that have for their purpose the building up and 
improving of our parks ; and they will not be satisfied until those 
of our city stand in the same class as the beautiful parks of 
other cities. 

The park idea is only about fifty years old in the United 
States. Little squares, like those found in Philadelphia, laid out 
by William Penn, were the only parks, except Boston Common, 
known fn America until A. j. Downing of New York, in 1850, 
began to write on the subject of parks. He suggested Central 
Park ; his idea was endorsed by the mayor of the city, and in 
1853 an act was passed setting aside the site of Central Park. 

Fairmount Park, in Philadelphia, was originally purchased to 
preserve the waters of the Schuylkill from pollution. It contains 
2,740 acres, and is one of the largest parks in the world. 

Druid Hill Park, in Baltimore, is a piece of ground unsur- 
passed in natural scenery, diversified with dells, glens, streams, 
lawns, and lakes, all improved by landscape artists. This was, 
until i860, an old wood containing 450 acres. Additions have 
been made until there are 693 acres, acknowledged to be one of 
the most attractive pleasure grounds in America. 

Chicago, situated upon a lake, has designed a park system 
that should extend in a semi-circle around the city. The boule- 
vards and parks of this city will afford you a single drive of over 
forty miles, and have increased the value of land from 300 to 
500 per cent. 

As far as known, the total areas of parks in cities of 50,000 
population or over amount to 59,717 acres at a valuation of 
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$ 53 i, 57 I > 947 - There are probably in the United States in cities 
of less than 50,000 population 75,000 acres of land in parks, on 
which are expended $11,000,000 annually in maintenance and 
improvements. 

I mention these facts to show what other cities have done on 
a large scale and what we can hope to do. 

There is one thing I would strongly recommend and emphasize 
the necessity of, and that is playgrounds for the children. We 
really need these playgrounds. In this country we are far behind 
all others in this respect. In speaking with a gentleman who had 
recently visited Europe, ‘ 1 he said that he did not remember visiting 
a park in any country there where there was not set apart a certain 
portion for the use of children to romp over and play, and where 
they could enjoy their games without any reference to the grass. ’ ’ 
We have all heard of the great Carrousel in Paris. In the heart of 
that city there is a large area that is devoted entirely to the use of 
children and youth as a playground. There is no grass there, yet 
it is beautiful. It is planted with trees, and the whole surface of 
the ground is covered with gravel, and there all kinds of games are 
played. The city of Boston has gone farther than any other city 
in this country in this respect. It has made a grand start, but in 
our own city we have been neglecting this matter. But I trust that 
before another year is past we may do something in this direction. 

Another recommendation I would strongly urge is that the 
pond on the South Common be made into a wading pool for the 
happiness and comfort of the little children, who throughout the 
long, tiresome days of the hottest weather will assemble here and 
forget the heat in the pleasure of being able to splash, wade and 
sail miniature boats without the least danger to themselves. 

When in Buffalo, N. Y., this summer, it was one of the most 
beautiful sights I ever saw to see the little children playing and 
enjoying themselves in the wading pool in Delaware Park. 

I would also call your attention to the great need of more 
drinking fountains in our parks for the accommodation of the 
hundreds of people who visit them. 

I have been informed that in some of our cities the study of 
trees now form a part of the public school curriculum, and that it is 
no uncommon thing to .see a group of boys or girls, or both, stand- 
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ing under a tree discussing the branching of the tree, the lobing of 
the leaves, and the devices of nature to give to each part its 
essential condition, that of the light relation. On all sides the tree 
is an object of interest, and I would recommend that a neat label be 
placed on the different trees with the common and the botanical 
name of each. 

I would call your attention to the need of more lights in 
the parks. 

I wish to thank your honorable board for the kind attention 
and courtesies rendered me during the year, and for the frequent 
visits of the different members of the board. Neither would I 
forget the workmen, for great credit is due them for the faithful 
performance of their duties. 


THE ROGERS FORT HILL PARK. 

The latest and most beautiful acquisition to the park system 
of this city is The Rogers Fort Hill Park, the gift of the Misses 
Rogers in 1886. It is part of the old Zadoc Rogers farm which 
originally consisted of 247 acres. Zadoc Rogers was born in 
Tewksbury in 1774, he purchased the farm in 1805, and it was 
kept intact until 1883, when it was purchased by a syndicate. 

This hill is said to have been the last abiding place of the 
Indians in this part of the country, and a cave in which Indian 
relics were found runs fifty feet or more under the hill. 

The summit of the hill is two hundred and sixty-seven feet 
above the street at its foot. It is laid out in lawns, with trees and 
shrubs, and it is traversed by roads and foot paths which make its 
ascent easy. The view from the summit is wide, and, when the 
smoke from the mills has not settled upon the city, of 
singular beauty. 

At one’s feet is the city which is here surveyed as a whole. 
No sound is heard, but the intense energy and tremendous power 
of the city are easily appreciated. It is the finest park in the city, 
and visited the most by strangers who visit our city. From the 
top of the hill in looking to the south one can see several bends of 
the Concord River flash out in the sunlight, also Billerica Centre 
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aud Loring Hill, Lexington ; to the southeast, Boston and the 
Water Tower at Stoneham ; to the east the Almshouse, Tewks- 
bury ; Insane Asylum, Danvers; Andover, North Tewksbury; 
to the northeast Lawrence; to the north the High Service Reser- 
voir; to the northwest Uncawonuch, Goffstown; Joe English, 
New Boston; Crotched, Francistown; Lyndeborough, Temple, 
Peterborough, Mt. Monadnock, Jeffrey; Kidder and Barrett, New 
Ipswich; to the west Mt. Wattaic and Mt. Hunger, Ashby, N. H.; 
to the southwest Mt. Wachusett, Princeton and Robbins Hill, 
Chelmsford. 

On the top of the hill is a marble marker presented by the 
Corona Marble Co., of Brandon, Vt., which tells you in what 
direction to look for the above-named places. 

The approach to the park is through a broad avenue leading 
from Rogers street to the top of the hill; on either side of the 
avenue there is a grass plot about io feet wide, and on either side 
of these is a foot-path eight feet wide; on each side of the drive- 
way at the point where the park proper begins two massive granite 
columns 15 feet high and 7 feet square have been erected. 

Under one of the foundation stones is a copper box containing 
a Bible of the year 1806, manuscript relative to the purchase of the 
Rogers Farm in 1806, and three half dollars of 1826, 1834 and 
1836, signifying the years of the incorporation of the Town and 
City of Lowell and the annexation of Belvidere, presented by Miss 
Rogers; a large number of public documents and newspapers 
having reference to local events connected with the history of 
Lowell and the Rogers land are included in the deposits made in 
the box; on each of the massive granite posts at the entrance is a 
copper plate with the following inscription : 
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THE ROGERS FORT HILL PARK — CROW’S NEST

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On September 22, 1886, the following communication was 
received at the meeting of the City Council and referred to a com- 
mittee, to consist of the mayor, two aldermen, the president and 
two members of the common council. 

To the Honorable, the Mayor and the City Council of 
the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen : 

On August 30, 1883, Miss Emily Rogers and Miss Eliza- 
beth Rogers conveyed to us 30 acres of land, comprising what is 
historically known as ‘ 1 Fort Hill,” with certain provisions, that 
when it had been properly prepared as and for a public park, for 
the use and enjoyment of the people forever, subject to the follow- 
ing restrictions and provisions. 

First — That said park should forever be known and called 
“ The Fort Hill Rogers Park.” 

Second — The hill constituting the principal portion of said 
premises shall forever remain and be preserved in its present 
general shape and outline, and shall not be cut into, dug down or 
graded, except so far as the same may be necessary in the con- 
struction of walks, drives and such other works and changes as 
may be suitable for park purposes. 

Third — That the large rock or boulder on the summit of 
said hill shall never be broken up or removed from its present 
location, but shall remain where and in the same external form in 
which it now is. 

Fourth — That no spirituous or intoxicating liquors shall 
ever be kept, sold, used or admitted upon said premises, nor shall 
gambling in any form or any games of chance be allowed thereon. 

Fifth — That no building or structure of any kind shall ever 
be erected or permitted to remain upon said premises except only 
such as may properly appertain to and be consistent and in har- 
mony with the uses and purposes for which said park is designed. 

The subscribers having at very considerable expense, under 
the direction of Mr. Bowditch, the celebrated landscape gardener, 
prepared said property as and for a park, are desirous, in compli- 
ance with the wishes of the generous donors, of conveying the

same to the city, provided the city will accept the same, subject to 
the foregoing restrictions, and agree that it will comply therewith 
and forever keep, preserve and maintain the premises in all 
respects as usual for a public park. 

We respectfully await the action of your honorable bodies in 
respect to this communication.

Lowell, Sept. 21, 1886. 

On October 8, 1886, the committee which had been appointed 
paid a visit to the park, and after looking the ground over voted 
to recommend to the city council that they accept the same; in 
the meantime the trustees had spent the sum of $25,000 on the 
laying out of walks and drives and grading the hill and putting it 
in shape ; they also spent $5,000 for shrubs and planting of same. 

The following communication was received at the meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen on November 6th, 1886. 


Lowell, Nov. 4th, 1886. 

To the Honorable the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen 
and the Common Council of the City of Lowell. 

Messrs. Hoyt, Shedd, Smith and Garity, Trustees, having 
complied with their agreement made in reference to the preparing 
of Fort Hill for a public park, it is my wish that the city should 
accept the same in conformity with the terms of the trust.

ELIZABETH ROGERS. 
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On November 9, 1886, the following resolutions were passed 
by the city council and approved on November 12, 1886. 

Resolved : That the City of Lowell hereby accepts the offer of 
Ethan A. Smith, Eli W. Hoyt, Freeman B. Shedd and Thomas R. 
Garity, Trustees, to convey to said City the premises described in 
a deed to them from Misses Emily and Elizabeth Rogers bearing 
date August 30, 1883, and recorded in Middlesex North District 
Registry of Deeds, Book 16 1, Page 574, the same to be held, used 
and enjoyed as and for a public park subject to provisions, re- 
quirements and restrictions in said deed contained; and the city 
hereby agrees that it will comply herewith. 

Resolved: That said trustees have suitably prepared said 
property as and for a park, in accordance with their agreement 
referred to in said deed to said trustees, and that the same is now 
in suitable condition to be conveyed to said city by said trustees as 
and for a public park subject to the provisions, requirements and 
restrictions in said deed to said trustees contained, and according 
to the requirements therein. 

Be it further Resolved : 

First — That said park shall forever hereafter be known and 
called “The Rogers Fort Hill Park.” 

Second — The hill constituting the principal portion of said 
premises shall forever remain and be preserved in its present 
general shape and outline, and shall not be cut into, dug down or 
graded, except so far as the same may be necessary in the con- 
struction of walks, drives and such other works and changes as 
may be suitable for park purposes. 

Third — That the large rock or boulder on the summit of 
said hill shall never be broken up or removed from its present 
location, but shall remain where and in the same external form in 
which it now is. 

Fourth — That no spirituous or intoxicating liquors shall 
ever be kept, sold, used or admitted upon said premises, nor shall 
gambling in any form or any games of chance be allowed thereon. 

Fifth — That no building or structure of any kind shall ever 
be erected or permitted to remain upon said premises except only 
such as may properly appertain to and be consistent and in har- 
mony with the uses and purposes for which said park is designed. 
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Resolved: That the Mayor of the city be and is hereby 
authorized in behalf of said trustees the conveyance of the premises 
offered to said city and cause the same to be duly recorded. 

Resolved : That the thanks of the City of Lowell are hereby 
tendered to Miss Elizabeth Rogers for the generous acts upon her 
part in making arrangements for this park and that the memory of 
her sister, who in her lifetime joined with her therein, will forever 
be recalled with the same gratitude which our citizens entertain for 
the sister now living. 

Resolved: That the name of Emily Rogers and Elizabeth 
Rogers will be forever preserved in connection with this park as 
public benefactors, and their family name in which the title of the 
premises stood long before the corporate or municipal existence of 
Lowell was established, will be honored by the present and future 
inhabitants of this city and by all who enjoy the benefits thereof. 

Resolved : That the thanks of the City of Lowell are hereby 
tendered to Messrs. Smith, Hoyt, Shedd and Garity, the Trustees, 
for the generous outlays, expenditures and improvements which 
they have made on the premises, and their liberal and tasteful 
preparation thereof for a public park. 

Resolved : That we commend to the inhabitants of the City of 
Lowell, now and hereafter, this generous donation, the value of 
which will be more and more appreciated as they become familiar 
with and enjoy the benefits thereof, in the future. 

Resolved : That the conveyance of the premises to the city be 
made under the direction of the City Solicitor and the City 
Engineer, and subject to their approval. 

In the latter part of the year 1886 an attempt was made to 
have the city make a loan of $200,000 for the purpose of buying 
108 acres of land which lay at the foot of the hill and which was 
owned by the trustees, and which they desired to sell to the city for 
addition to the park, but the project was overwhelmingly defeated 
by the city council. 

In 1894 the city purchased a strip of ground containing about 
four acres lying between High and Hanks Streets as an addition to 
the park, for the sum of $72,000. 

I wish to call your attention to the strip of land lying between 
Belrose Avenue and Knapp Avenue which will, in my judgment, 
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some day be needed for park purposes to make the grounds of the 
park more complete. 

As a whole the park was in excellent condition the year 
through. During the entire season the lawns were an unbroken 
healthy green; no defoliated trees were seen, the flower beds were 
at all times in good condition in spite of the wet season, which 
induced too strong a growth, which was detrimental to the produc- 
tion of flowers. 

A large number of the California Privet was winter killed on 
the park, which is attributed, first, to the extremely moist and cool 
season of last year which produced a continuous slow growth; 
second, to the very early heavy frost which we had at the end of 
October. The wood had not ripened enough to stand that early 
frost, and I would recommend that they be replaced by other 
hardier shrubs. 

During the year the following improvements were made: The 
walks on the east side of the main entrance to the hill have been 
regraded and raised, and they are to be covered with crushed stone; 
the sand has been removed from the walks on the west side of the 
entrance, and a 35 foot flower bed containing 1354 plants was made 
in the centre of the plaza; the strip of ground on Rogers street 
between High street and the main entrance to the park have been 
regraded and returfed, and the two grass strips which extend from 
Rogers street to the foot of the hill at either side of the main 
entrance have been raised, regraded and returfed. 

There is of course still room for many improvements which 
can be carried out from year to year. 

This park should be better lighted by electricity, especially in 
front of the hill and on each side of the main entrance where there 
are no lights at the present time. The park is very much frequen- 
ted, and in the summer evenings hundreds of people go there. 

I would recommend that a curbing be laid on the High street 
and Hanks street sides of the park, and that it be graded in con- 
formity with the Rogers street side, and trees be planted where 
necessary; that a fountain be procured for the pond, that more 
seats be placed in the park, that the plot of ground on the west side 
of the main entrance be laid out in conformity with that on the east 
side. I would also recommend that some thinning out be done 
among the spruces and hemlocks, and the surplus plants to be used 
in planting other portions of the park where practicable. 
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BELVIDERE PARK. 


The so-called Belvidere Park was at first much larger than it is 
now, but on the subsequent location of streets the area was circum- 
scribed to its present limit, surrounded by a slab fence and occupied 
as a cow pasture. After a while it was leased to Mr. Edwin Sheppard 
for a garden and thus acquired the name of “ Park Garden,” which 
still adheres to it to some extent. 

Mr. Sheppard occupied it for ten years for the cultivation of 
plants, fruits and vegetables. He built a saloon upon the premises 
for his dwelling and the entertainment of his patrons. At the 
expiration of Mr. Sheppard’s lease the spot was sold to the city for 
a park by Thomas and John Nesmith in the year i860, on the 10th 
day of April, for the sum of $2100.00 ; it is in that part of Lowell 
called Belvidere, bounded on the north by Chestnut, on the south 
by Andover, on the east by Park, formerly called Washington, and 
on the west by Nesmith Street. It has been improved from time 
to time until it has become one of the most beautiful spots in the 
city. It is now surrounded by a nice granite curbing. 

The only improvements made during the year have been a top 
dressing of concrete on the main walk running from Andover street 
diagonally through to Nesmith street, the placing of a large flower 
bed in the centre of the circular grass plot which greatly beautifies 
the park, and the removal of the walk leading from the centre of 
the park northerly to Chestnut street, and the filling in of the same 
with loam and turfing; several trees were removed that were fast 
going to decay, and several that were crowding other and better 
trees were removed. I would recommend the planting of shrubs, 
also of trees in the center of the park. 
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VARNUM PARK. 


On July 9, 1895, a petition was presented to the .city council, 
signed by David H. Varnum and others asking that the Bradley 
landing near the Centralville bridge be laid out and improved, that 
the river wall be built up even with the sidewalk and run back at 
the same level to the First street sidewalk, leaving the present 
roadway to the river, which must always be kept open, in proper 
condition to reach the “Ferry” for which it was originally 
provided. 

On July 15, 1895, the committee on streets to whom the 
petition was referred, paid a visit to the landing and voted to im- 
prove it as asked for, and it was done by the street department. 

On July 22, 1895, the committee on streets paid a visit to the 
public landing in Centralville, which was then being improved, and 
it was voted unanimously to name it Varnum Park as a compliment 
to the chairman of the street committee; it was later turned over to 
the Common Department. 

It is one of the smallest parks in the city, and it is one of the 
prettiest. It is situated af the junction of Bridge and First streets, 
and the people on that side of the river owe a great deal to Mrs. 
George H. Frye who first started the petition to improve it. This 
park is always a cheerful spot, having a large flower bed which is 
resplendent with tulips, in the early spring, and later with 
foliage plants. 

This year the park was opened to the public. It was regraded. 
We raised the walks and top dressed with red trap rock. 
Ampelopsis Veitchie was planted against the walls, and we placed 
seats in the park. 
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PENNIMAN SQUARE. 

This Square is situated at the junction of Liberty and Pine 
streets. It is a triangular strip of ground surrounded by a granite 
curb, and was deeded to the City of Lowell for a public park on 
January 26, 1880, by Valentine L. Wilson and George F. Penni- 
man in consideration of one dollar, and contains 3220 square feet. 

It is surrounded by well shaped maple trees, making it a cool 
and pleasant spot to rest at in the summer. No new work was 
done here. 
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SOUTH COMMON. 


The South Common was sold to the City of Lowell on the 
1 2th day of May, 1845, by the Proprietors of the Locks and Canals; 
at that time it contained 897,749 square feet of land. The Common 
was not as large as at the present time, for about 1837 the 
Proprietors of the Locks and Canals had sold to Patrick Manice a 
strip of land containing 4400 square feet on the westerly side of 
South street, subject to a mortgage due Loammia Chamberlain for 
about $1320.00. This piece of land the city bought on June 14, 
1856, for the sum of $3500.00. 

The South Common is bounded on the north by Summer 
street, on the east by South street, on the west by Thorndike 
street, and on the south by Highland street ( formerly called 
High street ). 

A large amount of work has been done on this common this 
year; over two acres of ground has been plowed up, well manured, 
regraded and sown down, a broad walk on the South street side 
between the two rows of elm trees has been laid out and a space of 
15 feet on each side has been returfed after having removed a ledge 
and a large number of very large boulders; several trees which 
were decayed and several that were crowding other and better trees 
were removed. The work which has been done has improved the 
common greatly. 

I would recommend that the work begun be continued around 
the common, that a playground be laid out for the children, that 
the pond be made into a wading pool, and that a base ball ground 
be laid out for the benefit of those interested in the sport. I would 
also recommend the placing of two additional drinking fountains in 
this common. 
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NORTH COMMON — LOOKING WESTWARD 


NORTH COMMON. 


The North Common contains 400,248 square feet of land. It 
is bounded on the north by Clark street, on the south by Cross 
street, on the east by Common street, on the west by Fletcher and 
Willie streets. It was sold to the City of Lowell on the 12th day of 
May, 1845, by the Proprietors of the Locks and Canals. This 
piece of land with the South Common cost the city the 
sum of $29,962.42. 

The grass has been kept cut and the common clean and in 
good condition; no improvements have been made. Several tree 
stumps have been removed and also several trees that were decayed. 

We have, however, not neglected it entirely, for we have 
plans under consideration for its improvement and we hope before 
another year passes to show some progress. I would recommend 
that a ball ground be laid out and that drinking fountains be placed 
in the different sections of the common.

LINCOLN SQUARE. 

This tract of land was taken possession of by the park de- 
partment in May, 1899, when it was a dirty, unsightly tract of 
ground; it is situated at the junction of Chelmsford and Hale 
streets. There has been a neat curb stone placed around it and it 
has been graded and grassed over so that it makes a very pretty 
and pleasant green spot. No work has been done o n this spot this 
year. I would recommend that if possible it be enlarged and 
planted with shrubs. 
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MONUMENT SQUARE, 


This is a triangular piece of land directly in front of the City 
Hall. It is bounded on the south by Merrimack street, on the west 
by Worthen street, and on the north by Moody street. It was 
deeded to the City of Lowell May 30, 1846, by the Merrimack 
Manufacturing Company and the Proprietors of the Locks and 
Canals in consideration of one dollar, and for the purpose of a 
public square. 

In this square which is enclosed by an iron fence is erected a 
monument of Concord granite. The plan is cruciform, measuring 
fifteen feet on the longer arms and twelve feet on the shorter. The 
whole height is twenty-seven feet and six inches. The prominent 
features of the design consist of a central shaft placed upon a plinth, 
and also of a high base, upon two sides of which forming the longer 
arms, are two sarcophagi, having on each side respectively the 
names of the martyred soldiers, L. C. Ladd and A. O. Whitney, 
and inserted in the ends are raised laurel wreaths. 

The cornices of the sarcophagi are ornamented with thirteen 
raised stars. Upon the other two sides of the base forming the 
shorter arms, are two plinths the same height as of the sarcophagi 
with the inscriptions. On the Merrimack street side are the words: 

“Addison O. Whitney, born in Waldo, Me., Oct. 30, 1839; Luther C. 
Ladd, born in Alexandria, N. H., Dec. 22, 1843 ; marched from Lowell ‘in 
the 6th M. V. M. to the defence of the National Capitol, and fell mortally 
wounded in the attack on their regiment while passing through Baltimore, 
April 19th, 1861. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the City of 
Lowell dedicate this monument to their memory,” 

“April 19, 1865” 

On the Moody Street side is the following : 

“Nothing is here for tears, nothing to wail 
Or knock the breast ; no weakness, no contempt, 

Dispraise or blame ; nothing but well and fair, 

And what may quiet us in a death so noble.” 

“ 1861 ” 

The horizontal are merged into the vertical lines by fluted 
trusses, with raised stars resting upon the four arms, and above 
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these is a plinth with a moulded base and ornamented cornice, on 
two sides of which are bronze medallions of the Coat of Arms of 
the State of Massachusetts and the City of Lowell. Upon this 
plinth is a shaft terminating with a pyramid below which are four 
stars, one on each side. 

Here, beneath the monument which bears their names, there 
now rests, and there they shall remain “ till a clarion louder than 
that which marshalled them to the combat shall awake their 
slumbers,” the bodies of Luther C. Ladd and Addison O. Whitney, 
the first martyrs in the most gigantic civil war the world has ever 
witnessed. 

There also stands in the square in an appropriate spot, near 
the monument which commemorates the first martyrs of the 
Rebellion, the statue of Victory. The figure is that of a draped 
woman, of heroic size, with wings, handing forth in her right hand 
the laurel wreath of victory, and holding in her left the harvest 
sheaf of peace. This figure was moulded by Rauch, the great 
German sculptor for the King of Bavaria. The original in antique 
bronze stands in front of the king’s palace at Munich. 

The one at the square with its granite pedestal stands seven- 
teen feet high and was erected at the expense of Dr. James C. 
Ayer, who thoughtfully conceived the idea of honoring the city 
with this gift while absent in Europe. 

It was presented to the City of Lowell by him on July 4th, 
1867, in the presence of the Mayor and the members of the City 
Council and from 15,000 to 20,000 people. Appropriate addresses 
were delivered by Mayor Richardson, Collector Russell, Postmaster 
Goodwin, Judge Underwood of Newton, Gen. W. W. Bullock of 
Boston, Gen. William Cogswell of Salem, Hon. Joseph A. Pond 
and Dr. Ayer. 

There also stand in the square four cannon which were used in 
the war of the Rebellion. 

I would recommend that a new fence be erected around this 
spot, the two trees which are fast going to decay be removed and 
the spot regraded. 

A fresh coat of paint was given the iron fence and the cannon 
and cannon balls, and the place kept in as good condition as 
could be. 
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TYLER PARK. 


On Tuesday, February 7, 1893, the following communication 
was received and referred to a joint special committee of the City 
Council consisting of Aldermen S. B. Puffer and Elwyn W. 
Lovejoy, Councilmen Hoban, Custy and Hills. 

Respectfully represents your petitioners that they are residents 
of the City of Lowell, and that they are and their family have been 
for many years owners of land therein ; that recognizing the 
advantages that may accrue to the inhabitants by means of public 
parks and open space within our city, and the enhancement of its 
beauty thereby ; and being mindful also that by the rapid growth 
and extension of the building both public and private, the land 
which may be dedicated to such a purpose is yearly becoming less ; 
desirous also, as representatives of the family in giving some 
tangible expression of the interest and affection entertained towards 
a locality which for more than a hundred years has been the family 
home, your petitioners hereby offer and present to the City of 
Lowell, as a free gift, a territory situated on the southerly side of 
Westford Street between West Pine and Foster Streets, containing 
about 2.74 acres, including the streets surrounding the same, as 
represented on the plan herewith submitted, to be forever kept 
open and maintained as a public park, together with the streets 
immediately surrounding aud adjoining it, the said park and street 
to be called and known as u Tyler Park” for the free use and 
enjoyment of the inhabitants forever. 

Said tract of land, partly wooded and partly field, has been in 
the family for many years and the park has been located and laid 
out by Mr. Eliot, the well known landscape artist of Boston. 

Your petitioners reserve the right to cut the wood standing 
upon the said street, as shown on the plan, and they also under- 
take to work and prepare the said street so it will be passable. 

And as in duty bounded will ever pray. 

Mary Ann Sanders Tyler, 
Susan Emma Tyler. 

At that time as a piece of unimproved land it was valued at 
$2000 or thereabouts. 

The joint special committee of the City Council to whom was 
referred the consideration of the gift of the Tyler Park land, met 
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on Monday, February 13, 1893, and agreed to recommend to the 
City Council that the gift of the land be accepted, provided all 
agreements herein set forth are complied with ; that is, the laying 
out of the streets by the donors satisfactory to the street 
committee. 

On May 13, 1893, the gift of the Tyler Park land under legal 
title was accepted with thanks. 

Tyler Park is situated in that part of the city known as the 
Highlands, and it was deeded to the City of Lowell on May 24, 
1893, by Mary Ann Sanders Tyler and Susan Emma Tyler in 
consideration of one dollar. 

Nature has done much to make the spot selected for this park 
a place of beauty, and in engaging the services of a landscape 
gardener to embellish and further enhance the natural attractiveness 
of the place, the best talent available was sought in the person of 
Charles Elliot, son of Charles Norton Elliot of Harvard College. 
The wisdom of this selection is seen today in the layout of the 
park, one of the most artistic to be found in this part of New 
England. 

No new improvements have been made here except to remove 
several stumps which had been left in from last year. 

I would recommend that some other arrangement be made in 
regard to the drinking fountain and the rockery, also that the oval 
be done away with and its place be filled with loam and it be 
grassed down. There are several trees which should be removed 
as they are crowding other and better trees.

MT. VERNON PARK. 

On March 29th, 1865, a petition was received by the City 
Council signed by R. B. Caverly and others, asking that the 
Common on Central ville Heights be laid out and graded. It was 
referred to Aldermen Watson and Latham. Councilmen Rugg, 
Gerry and North. 

To Hon. Tappan Wentworth, Esq., 

City Solicitor of Lowell. 

Sir : — 

On the 28th of March last past a petition was received by the 
City Council numerously signed by the citizens of Centralville, 
praying the city to grade and fence the small Common in that 
locality, and thereupon the City Government appointed a joint 
special committee to consider the same and make report thereon, 
and at a meeting of said committee thereafterwards held thereon, 
it was proved that on November 2, 1831 (34 years ago) said 
common was run out and surveyed as a common by the 
proprietors of the Bradley farm, together with several hundred 
house lots around and adjacent thereto, which common was 
marked upon the plan thereof, then made and recorded in the 
Middlesex Registry of Deeds, as Mount Vernon Square. 

Said square as appeared has ever since remained open as a 
common and that the lots ol land in that neighborhood since that 
time have generally been purchased with the understanding that 
said square is ever to remain a public common. 

The said committee respectfully submit to you the following 
questions : 

1st. Do the facts above stated prove or constitute in law a 
dedication of said square to public use ? 

2nd. If they do, would or not the city be legally justified in 
properly grading, fencing and taking care of it as a common ?

Sir : — 

The supreme court has decided that in order to establish a 
street by dedication it is necessary that the owners of the land upon 
which the street is made, should throw the same open to public 
travel, and that the city or town should accept the same by some 
public act such as keeping it in repair or lighting it. 

I suppose that the court in the case of a square or common 
would hold that in order to establish the same as a public square or 
common by dedication it would be necessary that the same shall be laid 
out as such by the owners of the soil and accepted as such by the city. 
The facts stated by you are evidence of a dedication, and if the city 
should accept the same either by a vote or by grading or fencing 
the land I presume that a jury would be instructed that the facts 
stated by you were an acceptance by the city in either of the ways 
above stated, would be evidence of a dedication, and if unexplained, 
conclusive evidence of dedication. 

I have been informed that Mr. J. B. French, one of the pro- 
prietors of Bradley farm has stated that it was the intention of said 
proprietors to give the land in question to the public for a common 
or square. That statement makes the case still stronger, and if it 
be true, would, accompanied with an acceptance, be conclusive. 

I return your communication so that your committee may have 
before them the facts upon which my opinion is founded.

On May 9, 1865, the committee to whom was referred the 
matter of a public square in Centralville submitted a report covering 
an opinion of the city solicitor, both in favor of improving the 
square which was opened thirty-four years ago. A resolution was 
passed to lay out, grade, fence and place shade trees on said square 
at an expense not exceeding $200, and the expense thereof be 
charged to the appropriation for commons. 
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This part of the city has a park of which it may well be proud 
of. It is high and airy, and is remote from all noise. And it 
certainly affords one of the most charming views to be found in 
the city. 

Situated as it is on a high elevation, the eye readily sweeps the 
surrounding country for miles, and one can see the famous Mer- 
rimack at his feet, and in the distance the rugged hills and mountains 
of old New Hampshire, making a suitable foreground for the 
beautiful sunsets. 

One might go far from home before finding a more beautiful 
outlook than can be seen here. 

We have under favorable consideration the placing of a drink- 
ing fountain, the planting of a flower bed and the improving of the 
park in general 
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WATER WORKS SQUARE. 

A petition was presented to the board during the year asking 
for the improvement of the small triangular spot at the junction of 
West and West Sixth Streets in front of the Water Works Pumping 
Station. After a careful study of the grounds and controlling con- 
ditions and requirements of the adjoining streets, your superinten- 
dent presented a plan, drawn by the city engineer, and recom- 
mended that it be laid out. Said plan was accepted by your board 
and approved, and will be executed during the coming season if the 
necessary money is appropriated.

SHADE TREES. 

Shade trees on the public streets are of vital importance to 
our city, and should be given care if their beauty is not to be 
marred by the injurious insect pests which are making great inroads 
upon many of the trees, and the indiscriminate cutting by the line- 
men and others. The trees on our public streets should be the 
pride of every citizen. My object in calling your attention to this 
important subject is that if, in your judgment, you think they 
should be protected, your honorable body may take such action 
as will lead to that end. 

There is a woeful lack of interest in the subject when we con- 
sider its importance to civic beauty . 

At the present time little or no thought is given by the city 
government to the matter of street planting, and unless public 
spirit is aroused to the necessity of arresting the decay, and taking 
measures to promote growth and give vigor to such trees as may 
yet be benefited, Lowell will soon lose the name she has for 
beautiful trees. 

And a city cannot be beautiful without trees, trees that are 
graceful, strong and numerous.

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Rules and Regulations 

GOVERNING THE PUBLIC PARKS WITHIN THE 
CITY OF LOWELL. 


The Board of Park Commissioners of the City of Lowell, by 
virtue of its authority to make rules and regulations for the use 
and government of the Public Parks and Commons of said City, and 
to fix penalties for breaches of rules and regulations, hereby 
ordains that, within such Public Parks and Commons, except by 
and with the consent of the Board : — 

1. It is forbidden to cut, break, injure, deface, defile or ill-use 
any building, fence or other construction, or any tree, bush, plant 
or turf, or any other property of said city which may be in the care 
of the Board, or to have possession of any freshly plucked tree, 
bush or plant, or any part thereof. 

2. It is forbidden to disturb or injure any bird, bird’s nest or 
bird’s eggs, or any squirrel or other animal, within any of said 
Parks or Commons. 

3. It is forbidden to throw stones, balls or other missiles ; 
to discharge or carry firearms, fire crackers, torpedoes or fire- 
works ; to make fires ; to have any intoxicating beverages ; to sell, 
offer or expose for sale any goods or wares ; to post or display 
signs, placards, flags or advertising devices ; to solicit subscrip- 
tions or contributions, to play games of chance, or to have 
possession of instruments of gambling ; to utter profane, threaten- 
ing, abusive or indecent language, or to commit any obscene or 
indecent act ; to solicit the acquaintance of, or to follow, or in any 
way annoy visitors to said Parks and Commons. 
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4- It is forbidden to play ball or any other games in any 
public Park or Common, except in such portions thereof as may be 
set apart for that purpose. 

5. It is forbidden to drive any carriage, automobile, bicycle, 
cart, wheelbarrow, hand-cart or horse in any Park or Common, 
except upon the regular carriage roads. No heavy teaming what- 
ever will be allowed within said Parks or Commons. 

6. Visitors to said Parks or Commons must comply with the 
orders or requests of any member of the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners, or of the Park Police, or other agents of the Board, and 
assist them when required so to do. 

Any person convicted of committing any of the acts above 
forbidden shall be punished by a fine of not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 

Compliance with the foregoing rules and regulations is a 
condition of the use of these premises.

Chapter 28. 

Of Public Parks, Playgrounds and the Public Domain. 


Sections 1-16. Public Parks. 

Sections 17, 18. Improvement of Public Grounds. 

Sections 19-22. Public Playgrounds. 

Sections 23-29. Public Domain. 

Section 30. Penalty. 

Park Commissioners. Section 1 . — A town in which, at a 
meeting called and notified at least seven days in advance in 
the same manner as meetings for the election of town officers, 
a majority of the voters, voting by ballot with the use of the 
voting list, adopt the provisions of the first fourteen sections 
of this chapter or have so adopted the corresponding provis- 
ions of earlier laws, may elect a board of park commissioners, 
consisting of three persons, and prescribe their terms of office ; 
and the mayor of a city which, at meetings to be held at one 
time in the usual voting places of the city on such days as the 
board of aldermen, at a regular meeting, shall designate, 
called in the same manner as meetings for the election of city 
officers, accepts said provisions may, with the approval of the 
city council, appoint a board of park commissioners for said 
city, consisting of five persons, who shall hold office for terms 
of one, two, three, four and five years respectively from the 
first Monday in May next following such appointment, or 
until their successors are appointed and qualified ; and 
thereafter the mayor shall annually before the first Monday in 
May, with like approval appoint one such commissioner for a 
term of five years from said first Monday in May. No select- 
man, member of the city council, clerk or treasurer of such 
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city or town shall be such commissioner. A vacancy in such 
board shall be filled in like manner for the residue of the 
unexpired term. A commissioner may be removed by a vote 
of two-thirds of the voters of the town at a meeting called for 
the purpose, or by a concurrent vote of two-thirds of the 
whole of each branch of a city council. Such commis- 
sioners shall serve without compensation. 

Powers and Duties. Section 2 . — Such boards may locate 
public parks within the limits of their respective cities or towns 
and for that purpose may from time to time take in fee, by 
purchase, gift, devise or otherwise, land which they consider 
desirable therefor, or may take bonds for the conveyance 
thereof to their respective cities or towns. They may lay out 
and improve such parks, make rules for their use and govern- 
ment, appoint all necessary engineers, surveyors, clerks and 
other officers, including a police force to act in such parks, 
define their powers and duties and fix their compensation, and 
do all acts needful for the proper execution of their powers and 
duties ; but no land shall be taken or expenditure incurred 
until an appropriation sufficient for the estimated expense 
thereof shall have been made by a vote of two-thirds of the 
legal voters present and voting at a town meeting, or in a city 
in which the city council consists of two branches by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members of each branch, and in a city in 
which there is a single legislative board, by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members thereof, present and voting thereon. 
Such expenditures shall not exceed the appropriations made 
therefor, and all contracts involving expenditures in excess of 
such appropriations shall be void. 

Connection of Park With Town Streets. Sections . — Such 
boards may connect any public park, boulevard or driveway, 
under its control, with any part of a city or town for which 
they are appointed, by taking any connecting streets, or part 
thereof leading to such park, and may accept and add to such 
park any street or part thereof, adjoining and parallel with any 
boundary line of the same ; but the consent of the public 
authorities having control of such street, and the written con- 
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sent of a majority of the owners of land abutting thereon, 
shall first be obtained. They shall have the same power • and 
control over such streets as they have over parks, boulevards 
or driveways, and a city or town may invest them with the 
control, improvement and maintenance of any of the streets 
thereof for the purpose of carrying out the provision of this 
section. 

Additional Powers. Section 4. — The Park Commissioners 
shall have the authority given to the mayor and aldermen, 
the selectmen, road commissioners, tree warden and forester, 
respectively, by Section 10 of Chapter 51 and Sections 6, 9, 
12, 13 and 14 of Chapter 53, in places under their jurisdiction. 

Improvement of Streets; Assessments. Section 5. — They 
may, from time to time, levy or cause to be levied an assess- 
ment on contiguous property abutting on such streets not 
exceeding one-half of the first cost of improvements therein as 
estimated by such boards, but not for any subsequent repairs 
thereof. Such assessment may be apportioned into not more 
than four annual installments, with interest at five per cent, 
per annum from the date of demand until paid, and shall be 
collected in the same manner as other taxes or assessments. 

Control of Streets to Revert, When. Section 6 . — If any 
streets or parts thereof shall pass from the control of any such 
boards, the power and authority over the same granted or 
authorized by Sections 3 and 5 shall revert to the city or 
town. 

Taking of Land ; Proceedings. Section 7. — Such boards shall, 
within sixty days after the taking of land under the provisions 
of the first fourteen sections of this chapter, file and cause to 
be recorded in the registry of deeds for the county or district 
in which such land lies, a description thereof sufficiently 
accurate for identification. In a town no taking of land by 
the right of eminent domain shall be valid unless it is reported 
to the town, filed, accepted and allowed, as provided by 
Section 71 of Chapter 48. 
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Determination of Damages. Section 8 — Such boards shall 
estimate and determine all damages sustained by the taking 
of land or by other acts in the execution of their powers ; but 
a person aggrieved thereby may have his damages assessed by 
a jury in the superior court in the manner provided for the 
assessment of damages sustained by the laying out of ways. 
If upon a trial damages are increased beyond the award, the 
petitioner shall recover costs ; otherwise he shall pay costs. 

Fee of Land to Vest in City or Town. Section g. — The 
fee of land acquired for a park under the provisions of this 
chapter shall vest in the city or town in which it is laid out; 
and such city or town shall be liable for all damages assessed, 
as provided in the preceding section, and for all costs and ex- 
penses lawfully incurred by its board of park commissioners. 
A city or town may take and hold in trust or otherwise any 
grant, gift, bequest or devise, made for the purpose of laying 
out or improving any parks therein. 

Public Park Loan. Section 10. — A city council may issue 
from time to time, and to an amount not exceeding the sum 
actually expended for the purchase or taking of land for parks, 
bonds, or certificates of debt, to be denominated on the face 
thereof the “ Public Park Loan,” bearing such interest 
and payable at such times as may be determined by said city 
council, which shall establish a sinking fund sufficient, with 
accumulating interest, to provide for the payment of such loan 
at maturity. All amounts received for betterments which ac- 
crue by the laying out of parks under the provisions of this 
chapter shall be paid into such sinking fund. 

Parks to be Perpetual. Section n . — Land taken for or held 
as a park by cities and towns under the provisions of this 
chapter shall be forever kept open and maintained as public 
parks; but, except in parks in the city of Boston and in parks 
comprising less than one hundred acres in extent, structures 
for shelter, refreshment and other purposes may be erected of 
such material and in such places as, in the opinion of the fire 
commissioners, if any, do not endanger buildings beyond the 
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limits of such park; and the provisions of Section 20 of Chap- 
ter 53 shall not apply to such buildings. No street or way 
and no steam railroad or street railway shall be laid out over 
any portion of such park except in places and in the manner 
approved by the board of park commissioners. 

Military Encampments. Section 12 . — No military encamp- 
ment, parade, drill, review or other military evolution or 
exercise shall be held or performed on any park laid out as 
aforesaid, nor shall any military body, except in case of riot, 
insurrection, rebellion or war, enter or move in military order 
therein without the consent of such board. 

Annual Reports. Section 13. — Such boards shall make re- 
ports of their respective doings and detailed statements of all 
receipts, expenditures and liabilities for the proceeding year in 
towns, at the annual town meetings and at such other times as 
the town directs, and in cities, to the city council annually, 
in December. 

Ballots on Acceptance of Chapter. Section 14 , . — Ballots 
on the acceptance of this and the preceding sections of this 
chapter shall be “ yes” or “no ” in answer to the question, 

‘ ‘ Shall Section 1 to 14 inclusive, of Chapter 28 of the Revised 
Laws, authorizing cities and towns to lay out public parks 
within their limits, be accepted? ” The ballots cast shall be 
assorted, counted, and public declaration made thereof in the 
manner prescribed in Sections 236 to 241 inclusive, of Chapter 
11. 

Second Meeting, When. Section 13. — A second meeting for 
the purpose of voting upon the acceptance of said sections 
shall not be called within twelve months after the first, unless 
the first meeting fails through illegality or irregularity in the 
proceedings. 

Building Line on Parkway. Section 16. — In a city which by 
a vote of its city council, or in a town which by a vote of a 
town meeting, accepts this section, or has accepted the cor- 
responding provisions of earlier laws, the board of park 
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commissioners may in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 103 of Chapter 48, establish a building line distant at 
no point more than twenty-five feet from any exterior line of a 
parkway, boulevard or public way in which a park abuts ; 
and the extreme height to which buildings upon such park- 
way, boulevard or public way may be erected shall be seventy 
feet exclusive of such steeples, towers, domes, cornices, 
parapets, balustrades, sculptured ornaments, chimneys and 
roofs as such board may approve. Whoever sustains damage 
by the establishment of such building line shall have the same 
remedy therefor as if his land were taken for the laying out of 
a highway. 

IMPROVEMENTS OF PUBLIC GROUNDS. 

Improvement of Public Grounds in Towns. Section 17 . — - 
A town having public grounds or open spaces in any of its 
streets, highways or town ways, which have been or may be 
designated by it as not needed for public travel, may give the 
improvement thereof to corporations within its limits organ- 
ized under the provisions of Section 19 of Chapter 124, which, 
under the direction of the selectmen or road commissioners, 
shall have the use, care and control thereof and may grade, 
drain, curb and fence the same, set out shade or ornamental 
trees, lay out flower plats, and otherwise improve them. 

Penalty for Injury, Etc. Section 18. — Any person who 
wilfully or maliciously drives cattle, horses or other animals, 
or any team or vehicle on or across such grounds or ways, or 
destroys or removes any fence or railing on such grounds or 
ways, or plays ball or other games thereon, or otherwise inter- 
feres with or injures the work of the corporation having the 
care of the property so injured shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars, which shall be paid over to 
such corporation. 

PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS 

Public Playgrounds. Section 19 . — The board of park commis- 
sioners, if any, otherwise the city or town, may take land 
within the municipal limits, in fee or otherwise, by gift, pur- 
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chase or by the right of eminent domain, or lease the same, 
and maintain it as a public playground; but no land shall be 
so taken or leased until an amount equal to the estimated 
cost thereof has been appropriated by the city or town. 
The city or town or board of park commissioners, as the 
case may be, shall, within sixty days after the taking of land, 
under the provisious of this section, file and cause to be re- 
corded in the registry of deeds for the county or district in 
which the land lies, a description thereof sufficiently accurate 
for identification, and a statement of the purpose for which 
it was taken. 

Damages, Assessment and Costs. Section 20 . — Said board, 
or if there is none, the city council of a city or the selectmen 
of a town, shall estimate and determine the damages sus- 
tained by such taking of land; but a person aggrieved thereby 
may have his damages assessed in the manner provided for, 
the assessment of damages sustained by the laying out of ways 
if suit therefor is brought within two years after the recording 
of such taking. If, upon a trial, damages in excess of the 
award shall be recovered, the petitioner shall recover costs; 
otherwise he shall pay them. 

Indebtedness Beyond Limit Authorized. Section 21 . — A 
city or town, except the city of Boston, may, in order to meet 
the expense of acquiring land for the purposes named in 
Section 19, incur indebtedness beyond the limit of municipal 
indebtedness to an amouut not exceeding one half of one per 
cent, of its assessed valuation. It shall not be necessary to 
establish a sinking fund for the payment of the same unless 
the city or town so votes. 

Public Playgrounds. Section 22 . — If, in a town in the metro- 
politan parks district as defined in Section 3 of Chapter 407 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three, or 
in any city, tenement buildings are built about or contiguous 
to open spaces, the owners of such buildings may apply to the 
board of park commissioners, if any, or, in a city or town 
of said district having no park commission, to the metropol- 
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itan park commission, and said boards may, with the approval 
of the board of health of the city or town, take a lease of 
such open spaces for a neighborhood playground for a term 
not exceeding fifteen years, subject to renewal, at a rental not 
exceeding the taxes thereon. The owners of such buildings 
shall have the care and control thereof under the supervision 
of the board of park commissioners, or if there is none, of 
the selectmen. 


PUBLIC DOMAIN. 

Public Domain, Taking, Purposes, Title. Section 2j. — A 
town, by a vote of two -thirds of the legal voters present and 
voting at a town meeting, or a city in which the city council 
consists of two branches, by a vote of two -thirds of the mem- 
bers of each branch, and a city in which there is a single 
legislative board, by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
thereof, present and voting thereon, may take or purchase 
land within their limits, which shall be a public domain, and 
may appropriate money and accept gifts of money and land 
therefor. Such public domain shall be devoted to the culture 
of forest trees, or to the preservation of the water supply of 
such city or town, and the title thereto shall vest in the 
commonwealth for the benefit of the city or town in which it 
lies. 

Description of Land to be Filed ; Damages. Section 24 . — 
A description of the land taken, sufficiently accurate for its 
identification, shall, within sixty days after such taking, be 
filed by such city or town in the registry of deeds for the 
county or district in which the land is situated and shall be 
recorded therein. Damages occasioned by such taking may 
be recovered as provided in the case of the taking of land for 
a highway. 

Board of Agriculture to act as Board of Forestry. 
Sectio7i 25. — The state board of agriculture shall act as a 
board of forestry, without pay, except for necessary traveling 
expenses, and shall have the supervision and management of 
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all such public domains. It shall make regulations for their 
care and use, and for the planting and cultivating of trees 
therein, and shall appoint one or more keepers, who, under its 
direction, shall have charge of each public domain, enforce its 
regulations, perform such labor thereon as it requires and who 
shall, within such public domain, have the power of con- 
stables and police officers in towns. 

May Lease Buildings, Sell Products, Etc. Section 26 . — 
Said board may lease any building on public domain and 
shall apply all sums derived from rents or from the sale of the 
products of any such domain, so far as necessary, to the 
management therof ; but it shall not expend thereon in any 
year a sum larger than it so receives. The surplus remaining 
in any year shall be paid over to the city or town in which 
domain is situated. 

Buildings. Section 27. — The city or town in which any such 
public domain is situated may, with the approval of said 
board, erect thereon any building for public instruction or 
recreation. 

Expenditure Limited. Section 28 . — Noland shall be taken or 
purchased for a public domain, no building erected thereon 
and no expenditures authorized or made or liability incurred 
therefor until an amount sufficient to cover the estimated 
expense thereof in a town has been appropriated therefor as 
provided in Section 23 ; and all contracts made for expen- 
ditures in excess thereof shall be void. The expenditures 
shall not exceed the appropriations therefor. 

Public Domain Loan. Section 29. — For the purpose of defray- 
ing the expenses incurred under provisions of the six 
preceding sections any city or town may issue from time to 
time, and to an amount not exceeding the sum actually 
expended for the taking or purchase of lands for such public 
domain, bonds or certificates of debt, to be denominated on 
the face thereof the “ Public Domain Loan,” bearing such 
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interest and payable at such times as may be determined by 
such town or by such city council which shall establish a 
sinking fund, sufficient, with the accumulating interest, to 
provide for the payment of such loan at maturity. All 
amounts received by the city or town on account of such 
public domain shall be paid into its sinking fund. 

PENALTY. 

Penalty for Violation of Rules of Parks. Section jo . — 
Whoever violates any rule or regulation for the government 
or use of any public reservation, parkway or boulevard made 
under authority of law by any board or officer in charge 
thereof shall, for each offense, be punished by a fine of not 
more than twenty dollars.

Gentlemen of the City Council: 

In compliance with the City Ordinances, I sub- 
mit the following report of the business of the law 
department for the year ending February 28, 1904. 

LITIGATION. 


4271. Jeremiah Reardon vs. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received by the plaintiff, July 
19, 1902. The cause of the accident was alleged 
to be an uncovered and ungarded opening in the 
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sidewalk about opposite No. 303 Middlesex Street. 
The writ was dated September 12, 1902, and was 
returnable to the Superior Court on the first Mon- 
day of November, 1902. An examination by the 
city engineer showed the openings were within the 
limits of the street. The owners were notified and 
settlement was effected for $ 250 of which the city 
paid $150. 


4807. fames P . Fennell vs. City of Lowell . 

This was an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received by the plaintiff May 
15, 1902, by reason of an alleged defect in the 
sidewalk on* the northerly side of Winter Street. 
The writ was dated January 31, 1903, and was 
returnable to the Superior Court on the first Mon- 
day of March, 1903. In this case a committee of 
the City Council awarded the plaintiff $250. Agree- 
ment filed with Court. Judgment satisfied. 

5367. Charles H. Stackpole vs . City of Lowell . * 

This was an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received by the plaintiff 
March 30, 1903, by reason of an alleged defect 
in the sidewalk on the northerly side of Market 
Street, opposite and in front of the store occupied 
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by F. M. Bill Co. The writ was dated May 27, 
1903, and was returnable to the Superior Court 
the first Monday of July, 1903. An investigation 
showed that the defect complained of actually ex- 
isted. The liability of the city seemed reasonably 
certain and the injury received was severe. The 
case was settled by the payment of the sum of 
$200 without costs. 

4858. William F. McBride vs. William B. Mofffatt 

and Martin Connors , ( Police Officers') 

This was an action of tort brought by the 
plaintiff against certain police officers of Lowell for 
assault and battery and false imprisonment. The 
writ was dated February 14, 1903, and was return- 
able to the Superior Court on the first Monday of 
March, 1903. The case was heard at considerable 
length before the jury at the October sitting of 
Superior Court 1903, and resulted in a verdict for 
the defendants. Motion of plaintiff’s counsel to 
have verdict set aside was argued before Justice 
Wait, and motion dismissed. 

5320 . George J. Kearns vs. Peter T. Corcoran , 

et al, ( Police Officers'). 

This was an action of tort brought by the 
plaintiff against certain police officers of Lowell, 
for assault and battery and false imprisonment. 
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Tlie writ was dated June 15, 1903, and was. re- 
turnable to the Superior Court the first Monday 
of July, 1903. The case was marked for trial at 
the October term, 1903, and defendants were ready 
for trial, when the plaintiff’s counsel agreed to 
judgment for the defendants without costs, which 
entry was made. 

4035. Amedee Archambeault vs. City of Lo%vell. 

This was an action of tort for alleged injuries 
to the plaintiff’s horse, by reason of a defect and 
want of repair in Merrimack Street at the junc- 
tion of the tracks of the Boston and Northern 
Street Railway Co. and the tracks of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad, nearly in front of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad Station on Merrimack Street. 
The writ was dated July 14, 1902, and was re- 
turnable to the Superior Court the first Monday 
of September, 1902. After an examination of the 
street at the place of the injury, I became satis- 
fied that a verdict was inevitable and I deemed it 
wise to settle this case for $ 250 without costs.

I quote from the City Solicitor’s report of last 
year : 


REPORT' OF CITY SOLICITOR II 

“ The above cases are all appeals to the Supe- 
rior Court from the refusal of the Lowell Assessors 
to abate corporation taxes, as requested by the 
several petitioners. 

No. 478 was tried in court at length before 
Arthur Lord, a commissioner appointed by the 
court in the years 1899 and 1900. The commis- 
sioner decided that for the reasons that the tax com- 
missioner in determining the excise tax to be paid 
to the State has determined such assessed value 
to be just, and has deducted from his determination 
of the market value of the shares such assessed 
value of the real estate and machinery, and the 
corporation has paid its franchise tax to the State 
upon that basis, the corporation is not entitled to 
claim under the provisions of Cli. 11 of the Public 
Statues, an abatement of its tax on account of 
the alleged over valuation of the land by the 
assessors. This finding was approved by the 
Superior Court and the case was taken on the 
exception of the petitioner to the Supreme Judicial 
Court, where the decision of the lower court was 
reversed. The case was then again referred to the 
same commissioner for a report upon the evidence, 
and in 1901 his second report was filed in the 
Superior Court sustaining the contention of the 
city that the real estate and machinery of the 
corporation were not overvalued. The case came 
up in October, 1902, before Mason C. J. on the 
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question of confirming the report of the commis- 
sioner. The petitioner contended that it had the 
right to try the case all over again in the Superior 
Court, and that the report of the commissioner 
should be treated in the same manner as an audi- 
tor’s report, as prima facie evidence only. The 
court ruled that the petitioner might submit any 
evidence that was introduced before the commis- 
sioner, but had no right to introduce new evi- 
dence. To this ruling the petitioner excepted, and 
by agreement the stenographer’s report of the 
evidence before the commissioner was submitted and 
argued before the court.” 

March 27, 1903, the court found for the peti- 
tioner and ordered an abatement of $4127.78. The 
exceptions taken by the city to the rulings and 
findings of the Superior Court are still pending. 

The other cases above mentioned, of the Tre- 
mont and Suffolk Mills against the City of Lowell 
are awaiting this decision and will probably be 
determined one way or the other in accordance 
therewith, without trial.

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Concerning these cases I quote from the City 
Solicitor’s Report of last year. 

“ All of the above cases, except the case against 
Charles E. Adams, in which Harrington, collector 
of taxes, is plaintiff, have been tried and verdicts 
rendered in favor of the city. 

They were carried to the Supreme Judicial 
Court on defendants’ exceptions, which were over- 
ruled, after which the defendant in the case against 
Charles J. Glidden sued out a writ of error to 
the United States Supreme Court, where the case 
is now pending, under an agreement which is on 
file in court that the other cases shall be disposed 
of in accordance with the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Glidden case. Briefs 
have been filed and a decision will probably be 
reached during the current year.” 

The Glidden case was argued at Washington, 
D. C., March 12, 1903. A decision in favor of 
the city’s contention was handed down April 6, 
1903. Plaintiff’s writ was denied and the case re- 
manded to the Superior Court of this Common- 
wealth. See U. S. Reports, 189, page 255. There- 
after on motion the Superior Court judgment for 
the city was entered in all of the above cases, 
except • on that of the city vs. Charles E- Adams. 

The accrued interest and costs in each case 
had doubled the original verdict, so that at the 
time of final judgment there was due the city 
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about $35,000. Counsel for defendants offered to 
settle in full for the sum of $28,000. Knowing 

that the full amount could not be collected on 

execution on account of the change in the finan- 

cial condition of some of the defendants, this offer 
was looked upon very favorably by Hon. George 
F. Richardson and myself, representing the city, 
and was finally accepted by the advice of the 
Mayor, Charles E. Howe, and with the consent 
of the City Council.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF WIRES. 


Lowell, Mass., Feb. i, 1904. 

To His Honor , the Mayor, and Members of the City 

Council of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen ; — I herewith submit my fifth an- 
nual report and the fifth annual report issued by 
the Wire Department since its organization, show- 
ing the work accomplished from March 1st, 1903, to 
March 1st, 1904. 

We have notified 61 abnttors on streets where 
pole locations have been asked for, and have granted 
public hearings to remonstrants to pole locations on 
Durant, Foster, Hildreth, Market, Middlesex, Mid- 
land, Railroad, Simpson, Sayles, Summer, Suffolk, 
Third and Warwick streets. 

On April 15th, 1903, an Act was passed by the 
Massachusetts Legislature, instructing the Clerks 
of Cities and Towns to notify abuttors along streets 
and highways where pole locations were desired by 
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all Companies using overhead wires, with the excep- 
tion of Street Railway companies. While this act 
is of benefit to cities and towns, it has no effect up- 
on the City of Lowell other than that of transfering 
to the City Clerk’s office, work that was formerly 
done in the Inspector of Wires’ office.

The Boston and Northern Street Railway Com- 
pany was granted# a pole location on Central Street 
near the old Boston and Maine Station, making a 
total of 52 pole locations granted during the year. 

UNDERGROUND WIRES. 

The three year agreement entered into by the 
City of Rowell and The Rowell Blectric Right Cor- 
poration for the removal of their poles and wires on 
Pond, Concord, Andover, Church, Central, Middle- 
sex, Market, Prescott, Middle and Merrimack streets 
expired January 1st, 1904. The Company was pre- 
vented from fulfilling their part of the agreement 
on account of The New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company of Massachusetts’ not being 
able to secure underground locations on Merrimack 
Street from Worthen Street to Cabot Street. The 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
and the Rowell Eire Department occupy the poles 
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of The Lowell Klectric Light Corporation on this 
section of the street and to remove the poles would 
prevent the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company from furnishing service to their customers 
and also cause the removal of Fire Alarm Box No. 25. 
For this reason the Board of Aldermen extended the 
time limit to may 1st, 1904. 

The Lowell Electric Light Corporation have re- 
moved 54 poles and 60 miles of wire from the streets 
greatly adding to their appearance and eliminating 
a great source of danger. 

An effort should be made to remove all poles 
and wires in the business section of the city. Poles 
and wires on Prescott Street are a menace to the 
public and a source of great danger to the firemen 
and to property owners. 

1 

INSIDE WIRING. 

Great care should be used when installing elec- 
tric wiring where steel ceilings are used, as the pos- 
sibility of grounding and short circuiting is very 
great and it requires careful and competent work- 
manship to prevent trouble arising. 

I would recommend to the City Council the 
passing of an ordinance compelling the Gas Com- 
pany and Gas and Steam Ftters to secure a permit 
from the Inspector of Wires’ office before installing 
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or altering pipes in buildings where electric wires 
are used. 

The custom in the past has been to do this 
work without the knowledge or care of how electric 
wires are crossed. I have found cases where gas 
pipes were in close proximity to electric wires and 
crossed indiscriminate of the danger of grounding 
or short circuiting, and while I cannot trace any 
fires to this cause, the danger is always there and 
may result in serious loss if not checked in time.

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REPORT 


To His Honor the Mayor , and the Board 

of Aldermen of the City of Lowell. 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to submit my 
annual report as Inspector of Milk and Vinegar. 

The work of the department has been con- 
tinued on the same lines as last year, by the 
chemical analysis of all samples of milk, vinegar, 
and butter taken, and many that have been brought 
in. There have also been many samples of water 
analyzed. 

The duties of the Inspector, as defined by 
statutes under which he acts, are the issuing of 
licenses, the registration of stores where milk or 
oleomargarine are sold, collection and inspection 
of samples, and the enforcement of the law in 
the courts. 

* 

The statistics of the office and the detail of 
the work performed will be found under the 
proper headings. 
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LICENSES. 

The statutes require the Milk Inspector to 
license every person who conveys milk, in car- 
riages or otherwise, for the purpose of selling the 
same, annually, on the first day of May, or with- 
in thirty days thereafter, and that they shall pay 
fifty cents for the use of the City. The statutes 
also require all stores, booths, stands, or market 
places, before selling milk, to register in the books 
of the Inspector and pay fifty cents, which fee is 
paid but once. Licenses are issued only in the 
name of owners, and may not be sold, assigned 
or transferred. Each license records the name, resi- 
dence, place of business, number of carriages or 
other vehicles used, the name and residence of 
every driver or other person engaged in the carry- 
ing or selling, and the number of the license. 

The licensee is required to cause his name, the 
number of his license, and his place of business 

to be legibly placed on each outer side of all 

carriages or vehicles used by him in the sale and 
conveyance of milk, and to report to the Inspector 
any change of driver or other persons employed ; 
for failure to comply with these requirements, or 
for selling or exposing for sale from carriages or 
other vehicles, without first being licensed, a fine 
of not less than thirty nor more than one hundred 

dollars may be imposed. Failure to register for 

the sale of milk from store, booth, stand, or market 
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place, is punishable by a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

INSPECTION. 

It is the duty of the Inspector or Collector to 
enter all places where milk is stored or kept for 
sale, and take samples for analysis. It is the 
custom of the Inspector to take samples from 
wagons and stores in about the samet proportion. 
There are also many samples brought in by citi- 
zens which are analyzed free of charge. 

In most instances where milk taken from stores 
has not been up to the legal standard, warnings 
have been issued, and in almost every case they 
have caused an improvement in the quality of milk 
sold. It is the custom to pay for milk taken 
from stores, but not for that taken from wagons. 

Total number of milk inspections 2,945 

Total number of warnings sent 163 
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The statutes provide penalties : — 

For neglecting or refusing to license or register 
for sale of milk. 

For selling or exposing for sale, adulterated 
milk, milk to which water or any foreign substance 
has been added, milk not of standard quality, 
milk produced from sick or deceased cows, or milk 
produced from cows fed on the refuse of distilleries. 

For selling, or offering for sale, as pure milk, 
milk from which the whole or any part of the 
cream has been removed. 

For selling skimmed milk, unless from cans 
or other vessels marked as required by statute. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or possessing 
with intent to sell, milk or skimmed milk which 
is not of standard quality, i. e., containing less 
than thirteen per cent, of milk solids, in the case 
of whole milk; or less than nine and three-tenths 
per cent, of milk solids, exclusive of fat, in case 
of skimmed milk, except in the months of April, 
May, June, July and August, when whole milk 
shall contain not less than twelve per cent, of 
solids, nor less than nine per cent, of solids not 
fat, nor less than three per cent, of fat. 

For obstructing in any manner the Milk In- 
spector or his assistants, in the performance of 
their duties. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, as cider 
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vinegar, vinegar which is not made exclusively of 
apple cider. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, of vinegar 
containing any artificial coloring matter, or con- 
taining any preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric 
acid, or any ingredient injurious to health. 

For the sale of any vinegar not of standard 
quality, i. e., containing less than four and one- 
half per cent, of absolute ascetic acid, or, in the 
case of cider vinegar, of cider vinegar solids. 

It is the duty of the Inspector to make com- 
plaint for any of the offences thus enumerated, 
which may be brought to his notice as a result 
of liis analysis of samples, or on the information 
of any person who lays before him satisfactory 
evidence upon which to' sustain such complaint.

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BUTTER. 

The Legislature in 1899 passed an Act (Chapter 
340) entitled An Act relative to Renovated Butter 
so-called. 

BE IT ENACTED, etc., as follows : — 

SECTION 1. Whoever, by himself, or his 
agents, or as the servant or agent of any other 
person, sells, exposes for sale, or has in his custody 
or possession with intent to sell, any article or com- 
pound which is produced by taking original pack- 
ing stock or other butter, or both, and melting 
the same, so that the butter fat can be drawn 
off, then mixing the said butter fat with skimmed 
milk, or milk, or cream, or other milk products, 
and re-churning the said mixture ; or which is 
produced by any simila'r process and is commonly 
known as process butter, shall have the words 

“Renovated Butter,” conspicuously stamped, la- 
belled or marked in a straight line in printed 

letters of plain uncondensed Gothic type, not less 
than half an inch in length, so that the words 

cannot easily be defaced, upon the top, side and 
bottom of every tub, firkin, box or package con- 
taining said article or compound. 

SECTION 2. In case of the retail sale of 
said article or compound, not in the original pack- 
age, the seller shall, by himself or his agents, 

attach to each package so sold, and shall deliver 
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therewith to the purchaser, a label or wrapper 
bearing in a conspicuous place upon the outside 
of the package the words u Renovated Butter,” 
in printed letters in a straight line of plain, 
uncondensed Gothic type, not less than half an 
inch in length. 

SECTION 3. Whoever violates any of the 
provisions of this Act shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor 
more than five hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment in the house of correction for a term not 
exceeding one year. , 

Approved May 5, 1899.
